Second careers: 
gour chance to begin agatin— 
doing what you want 


A second career has been described as a first career whose time has 
come. Today, there is more truth in this comment than ever before, 
particularly for women. Whether returning to a career interrupted by 
marriage and children, striking out in a different direction altogether 
or fulfilling a childhood ambition, women are discovering that the 
options for a second career have increased and the paths toward any 
career are smoother for them than they were a decade ago. 

Probably no one knows this better than Barbara ‘‘Jean’’ Gretsch, 
52-year-old mother of eight from Newton, Conn., who has just re- 
ceived her degree from the Medical College of Pennsylvania. ‘‘l de- 
cided | wanted to be a doctor when | was 12 years o'd,”' she said. 
“But when | was graduated from college in 1942, | got involved in 
World War || as a WAC, met my husband at the Pentagon, had seven 
children in nine years and then waited seven years and had another. 
That last one is what caused the delay.”’ 

By the time she made her decision to return to her first career 
choice Dr. Gretsch had to take her undergraduate studies over, com- 
muting three years to Columbia University before going on to medi- 
cal school. ‘| was told | didn’t stand a chance of getting into medical 
school. However, MCP takes at least one odd-ball a year and | hap- 
pened to be the choice for 1968. It took eight years for me to com- 
plete all the required work.”’ 

Psychiatrist Eric Fromm observes, ‘‘Most people make a decision 
about their careers at an age when they don’t have the experience 
and judgment to know what activity is most congenial to them.” 
In short, a second career may at last be the right career for you. 

The initial step toward a new career is a Self-appraisal; determin- 
ing what you are capable of doing and deciding what you want to do. 
There are boundless new opportunities for women who wish to em- 
bark on careers. Not only has society changed its vision of working 
women, but there is an increased demand for new proficiencies and 
skills. The U.S. Employment Service lists over 20,000 job descrip- 
tions, many as new as today—and all open to women. 

Where do you start? You certainly won't be alone if you feel appre- 
hensive about plunging into a new experience or in searching for the 
right place to slip into a new career program. Depending on your 
own desires you should visit the career guidance counselor at your 
local college, or seek out a career counseling service (such as Op- 
tions for Women, 8419 Germantown Ave., Philadelphia; Catalyst, 6 
E. 82nd St., New York City or Washington Opportunities for Women, 
1111 20th St. N.W., Washington, D.C.), apply to an employment 
agency or simply do it on your own. 

The notion of expanding your personal horizons is so prevalent in 
our society that ‘‘continuing education’’ has become the watchword 


of public schools and colleges. If any single word characterizes entry 
(or reentry) into the career market, it is education. The rapid growth 
of community colleges presents an excellent way to regain lost time. 
One of the prime missions of the community college is the creation 
of career programs. Most important is the thought that they spe- 





cialize in the needs of the community they serve, therefore, career 
opportunities are almost assured. 

Forerunner in this pursuit of education for the sake of a career 
has been the Human Relations Center at the New School for Social 
Research in New York City. Ruth Van Doren, director at the 20-year- 
old center, said, ‘‘Frequently the middle-class woman has been made 
to feel that the work incentive is itself shameful—that it reflects 
badly on her husband's earning capacity or on her own resourceful- 
ness as a ‘homemaker.’ But this is changing. Women want an iden- 
tity outside the family, and | hear an undertone in their voices that 
says, ‘I will do this for me, now.’ ”’ 

The school offers a variety of ways for women to learn in a no- 
time-limit experience. Initial efforts may earn a Certificate that forms 
the base for an A.A. degree, which, in turn, serves (Continued)

Since the home — study 
courses are self-pacing, progress 
is made according to the inten- 
sity of interest, the time put in 
and ability to learn. If you tem- 
porarily lose interest or other 
matters in your life take sudden 
priority, you can always pick up 
and start again. For those who 
seem to need a structured class- 
room situaticn to learn in, home 


study may prove, at most, a 
lonely project. There is no teach- 
er, formal lectures or the cama- 
raderie of other students. Both 
self-discipline and tenacity are 
absolute essentials. , 
Correspondence schools ac- 
count for about five million self- 
learners yearly who enroll in the 
over 700 schools—188 of them 
accredited by the National Home 
Study Council in Washington, 
D.C. NHSC accreditation insures 
the consumer that the school 
chosen by them fulfills certain 
requirements set by profession- 
als in that particular field. The 
council’s standards are strin- 
gent: The school must have a 
qualified faculty and its courses 
be educationally sound and up- 
to-date; it must also show stu- 
dent success and_ satisfaction; 
the school must meet standards 
of integrity in promotional ma- 
terials and in advertising and it 
must have adequate financial 
resources to carry out long term 
obligations to its students.

as a base for a B.A. or a B.S. degree. Thus, women of all ages 
take courses of study at their own pace, searching for the right 
mix of programs to satisfy their desires. Oddly enough, a high 
drop-out rate is considered very positive, because it means the 
women are moving either into full-degree programs or have 
found a satisfactory new career for themselves. 

Another route into a new career is a Cooperative Education 
Program such as the one at Temple University in Philadelphia. 
Not unlike programs offered at many universities, it represents 
the answer to what Ruth Fineman calls the ‘‘middle-age blahs.”’ 
This mother of three enrolled in the School of Business Admin- 
istration. By alternating academic learning one semester and 
work in the field of her choice the next semester, Mrs. Fineman 
was able to add the reality of her chosen profession with the 
theory of the college setting. Moreover, the financial hardship 
was minimized even as she became a business professional. 
Other departments in the university are given wide latitude to 
develop similar programs in their own disciplines and guide their 
students to work experiences which complement their studies. 

Judith Keller Munn, a young divorcee with three children, 
found that a return to teaching was not satisfying. After coun- 
seling with Vicki Kramer at Options, she drew on her experi- 
ence as a volunteer with the Red Cross and her activities in a 
recent political campaign to land a job with an industrial mar- 
keting firm. And 50-year-old Grace Perry, who only has a high 
school diploma, capitalized on her ability to manage a house- 
hold and plan a family budget to beat out a college graduate 
for a position with an industrial design consultant. 

Determining what you want to do represents a challenge in 
itself. For Mary Cox, college graduate with a degree in zoology, 
and mother of four children, it meant workshop sessions at 
Barnard College. ‘‘While | enjoyed my babies, | felt the need 
for something more. During the workshops | became excited 
with psychology. Now, six years later, | have my degree.” 

How does it feel to be 43 and looking for a job? ‘‘Going to 
school with a bunch of bright young people was tough,”’ she 
said. ‘‘But, | feel extremely qualified and able. Sure | worry 
about my lack of experience in the professional world, but | 
certainly don’t worry about being a woman.” 

Some women move forward, driven by their own momentum. 
Joanne Platt, a housewife and mother with two years of college 
background, felt the stirrings of discontent and jumped right 
into the job market. ‘‘The first thing | did was to take a typing 
course. Then | answered an ad that described a job for a 
‘career-minded’ woman. Unfortunately that didn’t work because 
the manager was so fearful of his own job that he couldn't 
grapple with the idea that a wide-awake woman was his subor- 
dinate.’’

When it comes to the relative merits of Oriental rugs, 
there seem to be as many disparate opinions among the pur- 
veyors as there are tribes who weave the carpets. But on one 
thing, all seem to agree: Repairs should be handled by experts. 

Aside from adopting the Oriental custom of removing your 
shoes, here are some preventive measures the owner may take 
to insure longevity of his precious hand-knotted art, suggested 
by Helen Madeleine Klemm, a European craftswoman experi- 
enced in restoration of fine rugs and tapestries. She stresses 
that the irreplaceable antique Oriental is short in supply and 
high in price. It is a ‘‘must’’ to keep it in good condition. The 
most common ailments—holes, tears, fraying, thinning— 
should be attended to promptly. Otherwise attrition increases. 
Frequently, holes develop from shifting chairs back and forth 
on the same area, especially in the dining room. Change the 
rug’s position from time to time to keep a thin spot from be- 
coming thinner. Turn a rug every six months to insure even 
wear. Silent domes under chair and table legs help keep 
holes from developing. 

If a tear does develop, she recommends placing a hassock 
or chair over it until the rug can be repaired. An enterprising 
person could apply a few whip stitches across the rip from the 
back until the expert is called in. 

On home cleaning, she feels the vacuum cleaner should not 
be used more than once a week. Between times a carpet 
sweeper is fine. The cleaner should be pushed in direction of 
nap, as vacuuming tends to pull nap and fringes. Remove 
spilled food or alcohol immediately with a mild suds. 

Commercial cleaning should not occur too often. Some of 
the firms recommend from four to five, or seven to eight years, 
depending upon the rug. Dorothy Adams Abbe describes the 
method of rug cleaning at Avigdor Rug Center where priceless 
Orientals from such places as Williamsburg, Fogg Museum in 
Cambridge and other prestigious galleries have received care. 
The regular shampoo consists of removing embedded dirt by 





a thorough dusting process. The rug is then run on a moving 
belt beneath flexible rubber “‘fingers’’ that gently suds it and 
powerful jets rinse away the soil. Delicate silk or antique rugs 
and tapestries are carefully hand cleaned. Native weavers are 
employed, as is the case with most firms, for restoration and 
reweaving. The most common repair is refringing ends to pre- 
vent loss of knots and end borders. Making new sides or fill- 
ing in partially worn edges is also frequent.—JEAN BAKER

Painstakingly, they rebuilt 
Knappogue until today An Taisce, 


the Irish national trust for the 
preservation of landmarks, has 
acclaimed it the best architectural 
restoration of a historical 
building in Ireland. Part of the 
castle—the feasting hall and 
courtyard emblazoned with the 
coats of arms of grand old 
families of Clare—is open to the 
public, leased to the government 
for a token one pound a year. 
The rest of the castle, the rooms 
shown on these eight pages, is 
privately occupied by the 
Andrews family. It is furnished

IRISH WHOLE-WHEAT 
SODA BREAD* 


As James Beard writes in his new and 
splendid book, Beard on Bread (Knopf), 
soda bread traditionally is baked over a 
peat fire in a three-legged pot that can be 
raised or lowered over the fire in the old- 
fashioned way. This recipe, adapted from 
the Beard book, has a most distinctive and 
delicious taste. Sliced paper thin and but- 
tered, it is one of the best tea or breakfast 
breads and toasts beautifully. 


3 cups whole-wheat flour 

1 cup all-purpose flour 

1 tablespoon salt 

34, teaspoon double acting baking powder 
1 level teaspoon baking soda 

114 to 2 cups buttermilk 

Butter 


Combine all the dry ingredients in a large 
bowl and mix thoroughly. Then add enough 
buttermilk to make a soft dough—soft but 
firm enough to hold its shape. Knead on a 
lightly floured board for two to three min- 
utes or until quite smooth and velvety. Form 
into a round loaf and place in a well-but- 
tered eight-inch cake pan. Using-a sharp 
razor blade, cut an X across the entire top 
f the loaf.

HUNGARIAN POTATO BREAD 
WITH CARAWAY SEEDS 


This gutsy Middle European bread was 
adapted from the recipe in The Cuisine of 
Hungary (Atheneum) by George Lang, who 
writes that potato bread was one of his 
mother’s specialties. Completely different 
from other breads, it is better the next day 
and stores extremely well refrigerated. 


1 cup cooked mashed potatoes 
(about 3 medium potatoes 
or 1 cup instant) 
1 package active dry yeast 
214 cups warm water 
(110° to 115° approximately) 
8 cups unbleached all-purpose 
flour (approximately 2 pounds) 
114 tablespoons salt 
14 tablespoon caraway seeds 


Cook the potatoes in their skins until ten- 
der, then drain, peel and mash (or use in- 
stant potatoes cooked according to package 
directions). Let potatoes cool. 

Pour 1% cup of the warm water in the 
bowl of the electric mixer. Add the yeast 
and 3 tablespoons of the flour. Mix thor- 
oughly. Let this rise 30 minutes. 

Mix in all the remaining ingredients. 
Then attach the flat beater and mix very 
thoroughly. Replace the beater with the 
dough hook and knead at low (No. 2) speed 
for six to eight minutes or until the dough

had at Hennessy’s home in Cognac. And 
having once seen the way Champagne is 
handled step by step in Moét's catacomb- 
like chalk cellars at Epernay (18 miles of 
them), | will never again be quite so 
casual in chirping ‘‘bottoms up.” 

Most of the week was spent flying from 
city to city, restaurant to restaurant. | 
had lived for eight months in France sev- 
eral years before and was experienced in 
eating wild boar and rabbit. But what 
could have prepared me for Brioche de 
Moelle au Beurre Rouge (bone marrow in 
a pastry shell with wine sauce)? Thinking 
it was mushrooms, | dug right in—and 
even after the truth was out, it was still 
delicious. This appeared at Charles Bar- 
rier’s restaurant in Tours, rated at three 
stars and deserving each one. Or who 
could anticipate the rolls at Michel Guér- 
ard’s Pot au Feu in Paris? Strangely heavy, 
each was filled with a whole truffle. 

Perhaps the only complaint was that 
there was so much food. Course after 
course paraded out. We quickly learned to 
eat just a little of everything in order to 
leave room to breathe—and for the 
fromages du pays (local cheeses) and sin- 
ful desserts that followed. 

Then there was the wine. (Asking for 
water is greeted with the same cordiality 
as a demand for ketchup.) The wines were 
numerous (three to five with every meal), 
specially chosen and often rare. Who 
would want to pass them up? Still... . 
Jean-Marie DuBois, public relations di- 
rector of Moét, had the Frenchman’s in- 
variable answer: liver pills. He claims to 
have had 500 bottles of Champagne and 
several hundred of red and white wine dur- 
ing his career in wine. Through it all, he 
says, his liver pills have kept him going. 

If | sound less than expert on the sub- 
ject of food, | was not alone. Only a few 
of our group could have been classified 
as gastronomes. Among them: Gael 
Greene, food editor at New York Magazine; 
Alexis Bespaloff, author of Alexis Bespa- 
loff’s Guide to Inexpensive Wines (Simon 
and Schuster, $5.95), and Actor Danny 
Kaye, whose particular expertise is 
in Chinese cooking. 

Many of the chefs in the association, it 
turned out, had studied classical cuisine 
under the world-famous Chef Fernand 
Point. Perhaps because of this similarity 
of background, there wasn’t much differ- 
ence in the quality of the food—it was 
consistently high. Nor was the cooking, 
in general, more sophisticated in the cities 
than in the country. There were, of course, 
those dishes special to some areas. One 
such local delicacy appeared at brunch at 
La Tortiniére—a chateau near Tours. 
Here, with our morning Champagne (it 
wakes you up and takes less time than 
perking coffee), we discovered rillettes—a 
rich paté-like concoction of pork and fat. 
Asked how it was made, the owner replied 
in English, ‘‘It is cooked and smashed.” 
Said one of our group on his third glass 
of bubbly, ‘‘! know the feeling.”’ 

Rillettes reappeared the following morn- 
ing in Biarritz—this time made with 
gooseliver—at the Relais de Parme (one 
star), owned by the father of Pierre 
Laporte, owner and chef of the three-star 
Café de Paris in Biarritz. The décor at 
Café de Paris is the essence of elegance— 
deep red and plushy, comfortably small.

elastic and separates from the 
sides of the bowl.

Swedish Beer Bread 


34 cup very warm water 
(110° to 115°) 
3 packages active dry yeast 
or 3 cakes compressed 
3 cups beer (2 12-ounce cans) 
1 cup dark molasses 
14 cup (4% stick) butter 
or margarine, melted 
Grated rind of one large navel 
orange 
2 teaspoons anise 
1 teaspoon salt 
6 cups rye flour 
534 cups white flour (about) 


Glaze: 
3 tablespoons dark molasses 
3 tablespoons water 


Take a very large bowl and 
the 34 cup of very warm 
water. Sprinkle with the active 
dry yeast or the compressed 
yeast, crumbled. Stir until dis- 
solved. Add all remaining in- 
gredients except the white flour 
and the glaze. Beat until 
smooth with an electric beater. 
Add enough white flour to make 
a stiff dough. Turn out on a 
lightly floured board. Knead un- 
til smooth and elastic, about 


10 minutes*. Cover. Let rise 
in a warm place, free from 
drafts, until doubled in bulk 


—about one hour. 

Punch down. Turn out on a 
lightly floured board. Divide 
into three equal pieces. Shape 
each piece into a round smooth 
ball, then flatten slightly into a 
circle, seven inches in diameter. 
Place on a large greased baking 
sheet. Cover and let rise again, 
in a warm place free from 
draughts, until double in bulk 
—about one hour. 

With a toothpick, prick tops 
of loafs in several places. Place 
in a preheated 325° oven and 
bake for 25 minutes. 

Meanwhile, make the glaze: 
Combine the molasses and 


water. At the end of the first 
baking period, brush the tops 
of the breads with the molasses 
mixture. Work quickly. Return 
at once to the oven and bake 
until done—about 10 to 15 
minutes longer—or until the 
loaf sounds hollow when tap- 
ped. Take out of the oven and 
brush again with the molasses 
mixture. Cool on cake racks be- 
fore slicing and serving. 

*If you knead with the dough 
hook in the electric mixer, al- 
low about three to four minutes 
time at speed No. 2. 


James Beard’s 
Pita Bread 


Pita (also spelled Pitta) is that 
flat, round, softish bread with 
a hollow like an empty pocket 
running through it. It is also 
called Syrian bread, Arme- 
nian and Middle Eastern bread. 


2 packages active dry yeast 
14, teaspoon sugar 
2 cups warm water 
(100° to 115°) 
lf cup o.ive oil 
114 tablespoons salt 
6 cups hard-wheat flour 


(approximately) 


Dissolve the yeast and sugar in 
14 cup of the warm water in a 
large mixing bowl. Then add the 
remaining 1% cups of water, 
along with the oil, salt and 5 
cups of the flour, mixing it in 
vigorously, 1 cup at a time. 
(Note, the dough will be rather 
sticky). Turn out on a floured 
board and work in the remain- 
ing cup of flour (or more if the 
dough seems too sticky. Knead 
for a good 10 minutes (five 
minutes if in the electric mixer) 
until the dough is smooth and 
elastic. Shape into a ball, place 
in a buttered bowl and turn to 
coat with butter on all sides. 
Cover and let rise in a warm, 
draft-free place for 14% to two 
hours or until doubled in bulk. 

Punch down the dough, turn 
out on a floured board and allow 
to rest for 10 minutes. Divide 
into eight equal pieces and 
shape each piece into a ball. 
Cover the balls with a cloth or 
foil and let rest for 30 minutes. 
Flatten each ball with a well- 
floured rolling pin and roll to 
Ye-inch thickness in approxi- 
mately eight-inch circles. Dust 
two large baking sheets with 
cornmeal and place two circles 
on each sheet. Cover and let 
rest again for 30 minutes. 
Leave the remaining circles on 
a lightly floured work surface 
and transfer them to the baking 
sheets, dusted again with corn- 
meal, when the first four have 
finished baking. 

Preheat the oven to 500°. 
Put one of the baking sheets on 
the lowest rack of the oven for 
five minutes. Do not open the 
oven door until the five minutes

are up! Transfer the sheet to a 
higher shelf and continue bak- 
ing four to five minutes longer 
or until the loaves are puffed 
like a ballon and very lightly 
browned.

Pumpernickle Bread 


9 cups all-purpose flour 

3 cups rye flour 

2 teaspoons salt 

1 cup whoie-bran cereal 

34 cup yellow cornmeal 

2 packages active dry yeast 

314 cups water 

1/4 cup dark molasses 

2 squares (one-ounce size) 
unsweetened chocolate 

1 tablespoon butter or 
margarine 

2 cups mashed potatoes 
(about 5 medium potatoes 
or 2 cups instant) 

2 teaspoons caraway seed 


Combine the white and rye 
flours. Place 2 cups of this flour 
mixture in the bowl of the 
electric mixer. Add the salt, 
bran cereal, cornmeal and ac- 
tive dry yeast. Mix together very 
thoroughly. 

Combine the water, molasses, 
chocolate and butter or mar- 
garine in a saucepan. Place over 
low heat until liquids are very 
warm (120° to 130°). Note: 
Butter or margarine and choco- 
late do not need to melt. Attach 
the flat beater to the mixer. 
Gradually add the liquids to the 
dry ingredients, beating at med- 
ium speed for two minutes. 
Scrape down the sides of the 
bowl occasionally. Add the pota- 
toes and 1 cup of the flour mix- 
ture. Beat at high speed for 
two minutes, scraping bowl oc- 
casionally. Stir in caraway seeds 
and enough of the flour mixture 
to make a soft dough. Turn out 
on a lightly floured board. Cover 
and let rise 15 minutes. 

Divide into three parts. Re- 
turn one part to the bowl of 
the electric mixer. Attach dough 
hook and knead at low speed 
(No. 2) for six to seven minutes. 
Place in a greased bowl and 
turn dough to grease the top. 
Take the second ball of dough 
and knead it, too, for the same 
length of time. Then place it in 
a greased bowl. Repeat with the 
third ball. Cover all bowls; let 
rise in a warm place, free from 
drafts, until doubled in bulk— 
about one hour. Punch dough 
down and let rise again for 30 
minutes. Punch down once 
more, shape into balls and place 
in three greased eight-inch or 
nine-inch round cake pans. 


Cover, let rise in a warm place, 
free from drafts, until doubled 
in bulk (about 45 minutes). 

Bake in a preheated 350° 
oven 20 to 25 minutes or until 
loaves sound hollow when 
thumped with your knuckles. 
Turn out of the three cake pans 
and cool on wire racks. 


Christopsomo 
(Greek Christmas Bread) 


1% cup milk 

14 cup sugar 

1 teaspoon salt 

2 tablespoons margarine 
or butter 

1 package active dry yeast 

1% cup very warm water 

23%, to 3 cups 
all-purpose flour 

1 egg 

1% cup currants 

34 cup sifted 
confectioners’ sugar 


Glaze: 

2% .tablespoons milk or cream 
Blanched almonds 

Candied cherries, sliced 


Heat milk to the boiling point. 
Pour into bowl of the electric 
mixer. Add the sugar, salt and 
margarine or butter. Cool to 
lukewarm. Sprinkle the yeast 
over the very warm water and 
stir until dissolved. Add to the 
milk mixture along with 1 cup ~* 
of the flour and the egg. Then, 
using the whip, beat very hard. 
Then stir in enough of the flour 
to make a soft dough. Replace 
the whip with the dough hook 
and knead at low speed (#2) for 
three to four minutes or until 
the dough is smooth and satiny. 
Shape into a smooth ball. Place 
in a greased bowl, turning once 
to grease the top. Cover and 
let rise until doubled in bulk 
—about one hour. 

Punch down and knead in 
the currants by hand. Divide 
the dough into three equal parts. 
Shape each part into a smooth 
ball. Place balls on a lightly 
greased baking sheet about 1 
inch apart, so they form three- 
leafed clover. Cover and let rise 
again until doubled in bulk 
—about one hour. 

Bake in a preheated 350° 
oven for 30 to 35 minutes. Lift 
to a rack to cool. When cool, 
mix the confectioners’ sugar 
and milk or cream to make a 
soft frosting. Pour over the three 
loaves, letting the frosting drib- 
ble down the sides. To finish, 
arrange almonds and cherries 
in flower shapes on top of the 
frosting. To serve, cut into very, 
very thin slices. 


Brioche 


This is a true French brioche, 
made without milk and with a 
high proportion of eggs and 
butter to the amount of flour— 
which accounts for its buttery 
taste and heavenly light texture. 





1 package active dry yeast 

1 teaspoon sugar 

3 whole eggs at room 
temperature 

2 cups all-purpose flour 

1 teaspoon salt 

34 cup (11, sticks) sweet 
butter at room temperature 


Combine the yeast and sugar 
in the bowl of the electric mixer. 
Add eggs, one at a time, and 
beat at medium speed with the 
whip until the yeast has com- 
pletely dissolved. Stir in 1 cup 
of the flour and the salt and 
butter. Then beat at low speed 
for about five minutes. Replace 
the whip with the dough hook. 
Stir in all the remaining flour. 
Knead at low speed (No. 2) until 
the dough is shiny and elastic 
and will drop from the hook 
almost intact. Brush the top of 
the dough with melted butter. 
Cover with a fresh dish towel 
and place in a warm spot, out 
of drafts, until dough has 
doubled in size. Punch down, 
cover and refrigerate overnight. 
This amount of dough will 
make one Grosse Brioche a Téte 
or 12 Petites Brioches a Téte. 
To make and bake a Grosse 
Brioche a Tete: Butter a six-cup 
(traditionally fluted) mold. Take 
two-thirds of the dough. With 
lightly floured hands, roll into a 
large ball. Place in the prepared 
mold. Make a deep indenta- 
tion in the center of the ball and 
brush the hollow with cold wa- 
ter. With the remaining dough, 
make another bali with a tear- 
drop shape. Insert the pointed 
end into the indentation. Cover 
lightly and allow to rise in a 
warm place, away from drafts, 
until double in size. Paint with 
an egg yolk beaten with one 
teaspoon of cold water. Place 
mold on a baking sheet in a pre- 
heated 375° oven and bake for 
40 to 50 minutes or until bri- 
oche is golden. Cool on a rack 
i5 minutes before serving. 
Since brioches dry out and 
become stale within 12 hours 
after baking, always wrap air- 
tight or freeze. 
To make and bake Petites 
Brioches a Téte: You need 12 
Ya-cup fluted molds, baking 
cups or muffin tins. With lightly 
floured hands, pull off bits of 
the dough and roll into balls of 
a size that should fill the un- 
greased molds about two-thirds. 
Next, make a deep indentation 
in the center of each ball and 
brush with cold water. Press a 
very small ball into each inden- 
tation. Cover and allow to rise 
in a warm place, free from 
drafts, until doubled in size. 
_ Brush with egg yolk beaten with 
1 teaspoon of cold water. Place 
on a baking sheet and bake in a 
preheated 375° oven for 15 to 
20 minutes or until golden. Cool 
on a wire rack. 


Russian Black Bread 


cups rye flour 

cups unsifted white flour

Combine both the flours, then 
place 214 cups of the flour 
mixture in the bowl of the 
electric mixer. Add sugar, salt, 
bran cereal, caraway seed, cof- 
fee, onion powder, fennel seed 
and yeast. Iwiix thoroughly. 

Combine the 21% cups water, 
vinegar, molasses, chocolate and 
butter or margarine in a sauce- 
pan. Place over a low heat until 
the liquids are warm to the 
touch. (Note: the butter or mar- 
garine and chocolate do not 
need to melt.) Gradually add to 
the dry ingredients, beating at 
medium speed with the flat 
beater, scraping down the sides 
of the bowl occasionally. Stir 
in more of the flour mixture to 
make a soft dough. Turn out on 
a lightly floured board. Cover 
with the bowl and allow to rest 
for 15 minutes. Return to the 
bowl, replace the beater with the 
dough hook and knead at low 
speed (No. 2) until smooth and 
eiastic—about five minutes. 
The dough will be sticky. 

Place in a _ greased bowl, 
turning to grease the top. Cover 
and let rise in a warm place, 
free from drafts, until doubled 
in bulk—about one hour. 

Punch down and turn out onto 
a lightly floured board. Divide 
dough in half. Shape each half 
into a ball about five inches in 
diameter. Place each ball in the 
center of a greased eight-inch 
round cake pan. Cover. Again 
let rise in a warm place, free 
from drafts, until doubled in 
bulk—about one hour. 

Bake in a preheated 350 
oven for about 45 to 50 minutes 
or until the bread sounds hollow 
when tapped. Meanwhile, com- 
bine the cornstarch and cold 
water in a saucepan. Place over 
medium heat and cook, stirring 
constantly, until the mixture 
starts to boil. Continue to cook, 
still stirring, for exactly one 
minute. As soon as the bread 


is baked, brush the tops of the 
loaves with the cornstarch mix- 
ture. Return to the oven for two 
to three minutes to set the 
glaze. Cool on wire racks. 


Panettone di Milano 


Although Genoa claims that 
panettone originated there, the 
most famous panettone is that 
of Milan. Originally used only 
at Christmastime, today it is 
served all through Italy, and 
throughout the year, on all spe- 
cial occasions. 


41% to 514 cups flour (about) 
4 cup sugar 
1 teaspoon salt 
2 packages active dry yeast 
14 cup milk 
14 cup water 
14 cup (1 stick) butter 
or margarine 
3 eggs (at room temperature) 
14 cup chopped citron 
14 cup seedless raisins 
2 tablespoons pine nuts 
1 tablespoon anise seeds 


Glaze: 


1 egg 
1 tablespoon water 


Combine 1% cups of the flour 
with the sugar, salt and yeast 
in the bowl of the electric mixer. 
Pour the milk, water and but- 
ter or margarine into a small 
saucepan and place over low 
heat until liquids are warm to 
the touch. (Note: Butter or mar- 
garine do not need to melt.) 
Gradually add todry ingredients, 
beating with the flat beater at 
medium speed for two minutes. 
Scrape down the bowl occasion- 
ally. Add the 3 eggs and 14 cup 
of flour, or enough flour to 
make a thick batter. Beat at 
high speed for two minutes. 
scraping the sides of the bowl 
occasionally. Stir in all re- 
maining ingredients except the 
glaze and add enough of the 
remaining flour to make a soft 
dough. Replace the beater with 
the dough hook and knead at 
low speed (No. 2) until soft and 
elastic—about five minutes. 

Place in a greased bowl, 
turning dough to grease top. 
Cover; let rise in a warm place, 
free from draughts, until dou- 
bled in bulk—about one hour. 
Punch down dough. Cover and 
let rise again until almost dou- 
ble—about 30 minutes. 

Punch down again. Turn out 
onto a lightly floured board. 
Divide in half. Form into round 
balls. Place on opposite corners 
of a greased baking sheet. With 
a sharp razor, cut a half-inch- 
deep cross on top of each ball. 
Cover. Let rise in a warm place, 
free from draughts, until dou- 
bled in bulk—about one hour. 

Beat the 1 egg with the table- 
spoon of water. Brush tops of 
cakes. Bake in a _ preheated 
350° oven for 35 to 45 minutes 


or until loaf sounds hollow when 
thumped. Cool on wire racks. 


Sally Lunn 


This sweet, spongy yeast cake 
was. first made in 1788 by a 
girl named Sally Lunn, who be- 
came famous for the fine tea 
cakes she hawked around the 
streets of Bath, England. 


31, to 4 cups all-purpose 
flour 

14 cup sugar 

1 teaspoon salt 

1 package active dry yeast 

1% cup milk 

1% cup water 

14 cup (1 stick) butter 
or margarine 

3 eggs 


In the bowl of the electric mixer, 
combine 114 cups of the flour, 
the sugar, salt and yeast. Com- 
bine the milk, water and butter 
or margarine in a small sauce- 
pan. Heat over low heat until 
the liquids are warm. (The but- 
ter or margarine does not need 
to melt.) Attach the flat beater 
to the mixer and gradually add 
the liquid to the dry ingredients, 
beating at medium speed for 
two minutes, scraping the bowl 
occasionally. Stir in the eggs 
and 1 cup of flour, or enough 
flour to make a thick batter. 
Beat at high speed two minutes 
—again scraping the sides of 
the bowl. Stir in enough addi- 
tional flour to give you a stiff 
dough. Cover. Let it rise in a 
warm place, free from drafts, 
until doubled in bulk—approxi- 
mate’y one hour. 

Stir dough down and_ beat 
well for about 14 minute. Turn 
into a well-greased and floured 
nine-inch tube pan. Cover. Let 
rise in a warm place, free from 
drafts, until doubled in bulk 
—about one hour. Bake in a 
preheated 325° oven about 45 
to 50 minutes or until the bread 
is golden on top and sounds 
hollow when rapped with your 
knuckles. Turn out on a rack. 
Serve warm with sweet butter. 


Danish Pastry 


Known on the Continent as 
Copenhagen pastries and in 
the U.S. as Danish, these are, 
whatever the designation fabu- 
lous and have hardly a calorie. 


Butter dough: 

Work together 14 cupall-purpose 
flour with 114 cups (3 sticks) 
sweet butter. Form into a ball 
and refrigerate. 


Yeast dough: 

2 packages active dry yeast 
1 cup cold milk 

1 egg, slightly beaten 

14 cup sugar 

314 cups all-purpose flour 
Almond paste filling*

—shopping for your 1974 garden 


By ELVIN McDONALD ( Next 
to a couple of weeks in the 
tropical sun, the new seed cata- 
logs are the best way to survive 
Christmas bills, dismal weather 
(much worse than an honest-to- 
goodness blizzard), taxes and 
other traumas of winter. ' Of 
course, you could take your 
seed catalogs with you to the 
sunny beach, but somehow | 
have a feeling that that environ- 
ment is not suitably conducive 
to serious garden dreaming and 
efficient planning. 

The usual advice that you 
should order early has never 
been more appropriate. There 
iS an unprecedented interest in 
gardening—and it follows that 
some plant materials are in 
short supply this year. Among 
the new catalogs for you to 
choose from are: 

Burgess Seed and Plant Co., 
P.O. Box 218, Galesburg, Mich. 
49053, issues an unusually at- 
tractive catalog with large color 
photographs illustrating vege- 
tables for cooking and flowers 
for decorating the house. The 
1974 catalog introduces the 
Burgess Jumbo peach, a dwarf 
tree that produces fruit to more 
than three inches in diameter. 
Also included are a gooseberry 
hardy as far north as Minne- 
sota, and Sensation raspberry, 
a Spring-bearing red variety that 
will sometimes surprise you 
when it fruits again in the fall.

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cold milk and egg and sugar. 
Add the flour gradually, beating 
with a wooden spoon until the 
dough is smooth and glossy. 

Turn dough onto a lightly 
floured board. Roll out to a 14- 
inch square. Spread the butter 
dough evenly over half of the 
yeast dough, leaving a one-inch 
border. Fold dough over, then 
roll out fairly thin. Fold into 
three parts. Refrigerate 10 
minutes. Roll out again. Repeat 
three times. Cover and refrig- 
erate for 30 minutes. 

Now roll the dough into a 20- 
inch square and then cut into 
four squares. Spread each cen- 
ter with a teaspoon of almond 
paste. Fold the corners toward 
the center and pinch the edges 
to shape into envelopes. 

To bake, place ‘‘envelopes”’ 
on ungreased cookie sheets. 
Allow to rise at room tempera- 
ture about one hour. Brush with 
a slightly beaten egg and bake 
in a preheated 450° oven until 
golden—about 10-15 minutes. 
Makes about 25 envelopes. 

Frosting: Mix 24 cup sifted 
confectioners’ sugar with 114 
teaspoons water. Stir until 
smooth and shiny, then spread 
over warm pastries. 

*Mix 1 cup of ground almonds 
(about 5 ounces whole) with 4 
cup sugar. Gradually work in 1 
egg until mixture is smooth. Or, 
buy an eight-ounce can com- 
mercial almond paste.

Scald milk, stir in sugar and 
salt and cool to lukewarm.

Sprinkle with the yeast 
and stir until dissolved. Stir in 
the lukewarm milk mixture. Add 
2 cups of the flour and beat 
with the flat beater until smooth. 
Cover and let rise in a warm 
place, without drafts, until dou- 
bled in bulk—about an hour. 
Pour 14 cup of water into a 
small saucepan. Add 14 tea- 
spoon of the anise seeds. Bring 
te a boil, then simmer until 


liquid has reduced to %4 cup 
—about 10 minutes. Cool. 

Punch the dough down. Add 
the beaten yolks, meited butter 
Or margarine, anise liquid and 
remaining 1% teaspoon anise 
seeds. Still using the flat beater, 
mix until thoroughly combined. 
Then stir in enough flour to 
make a soft dough. Attach the 
dough hook and knead at low 
speed (No. 2) until smooth and 
elastic—four to five minutes. 

Pinch off pieces of the dough 
and shape into two-inch balls. 
Place in greased muffin tins. 
With scissors, a sharp knife or 
razor blade, cut a big X, 14-inch 
deep, across top of each roll. 
Cover and let rise in a warm 
place, without drafts, until dou- 
bled in bulk-—about 30 minutes. 

Bake in a preheated 350° 
oven for 20 to 25 minutes or 
until rolls sound hollow when 
tapped on top. Or, take one 
and break it open to see if it is 
properly cooked. Makes 18. 

*To frost: Mix 4% cup sifted 
confectioners’ sugar with 114 
teaspoons of water. Stir until 
smooth and shiny, then spread 
over the tops of the warm rolls.

ocean, it’s within easy strolling 
distance of the luxurious Hotel 
du Palais. Fair warning: Café de 
Paris is closed February and on 
Tuesdays off-season. 

If it’s Tuesday, this must be 
Mougins, just north of Cannes 
on the Riviera. L’Hostellerie du 
Moulin is a three-star restau- 
rant converted from an old mill 
by Chef Roger Verge. There are 
a limited number of charming 
rooms upstairs (be sure to re- 
serve ahead), with modern 
baths and windows opening to 
views of the hil.s of Provence. 

Dinner there was hardly an 
intimate gathering with about 
16 at the table. But, looking out 
on a garden in a private dining 
room with beamed ceiling and 
stone floors, it was elegantly 
rustic. The guests included the 
French Jewelry Designer César 
(either he iacks a first name or 
a last one, but one seems to 
suffice) and Gaston Lendtre, 
France's. favorite chocolatier 
(who will open a chocolate and 
catering concern in New York 
City on Jan. 15). 

The meal was light, ap- 
preciably under 15 courses and 
included a countrylike lamb dish 
with vegetables. Everyone raved 
about the small celery balls— 
not only the taste but the 
round, uncelery'ike shape. (The 
French eat the root of the celery 
and are puzzled that anyone 
would prefer to eat the stalk.) 
The dessert was one of the big- 
gest, gooiest mille-feuille cakes 
it has ever been my privilege to

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flavor. Granulated sugar is 
most often used but molasses, 
brown sugar and honey are 
also common sweeteners. 

The two types of yeast are: 
Active dry yeast, which dissolves 


and reacts quickly in both 
Rapidmix (see below) and con- 
ventional recipes. Packed in 
individual, air-tight, moisture- 


proof packages, it will stay fresh 
on any cool, dry shelf until the 
expiration date that is on the 


back of the package. It also 
comes packed in four-ounce 
vacuum-packed jars. (Note: if 
dry yeast picks up moisture, 
it will lose its stability.) 

Compressed or fresh yeast, 
which is available in 0.6-ounce, 
one-ounce and two-ounce cakes. 
Since it is highly perishable, it 
must be refrigerated but it can 
also be frozen. !n that case, de- 


frost at room temperature and 


inhale. And, of course, there 
was the usual demitasse fol- 
lowed by the great wooden box 
of cigars (warmed for us) and 
cigarettes. Vergé actually does 
his own cooking rather than 
playing the director as is the 
case in many kitchens. 
Incidentally, those restau- 
rant kitchens we saw were invar- 
iably huge and spotless, buzzing 
with white-aproned, capped 
cooks, assistants and others 
farther down the pecking order. 
Ovens were cavernous, kettles 
well-deep, simmering with stock. 
Yet no impression was ever 
given of any production-line tac- 
tics, proving that big does not 
necessarily mean impersona'. 

And out of these kitchens 
emerged many dishes rarely, if 
ever, seen in this country. Orto- 
lan en Casoulette is one. At Les 
Freres Troisgros in Roanne, it 
was a tiny bird on a bed of 
spinach, meant to be eaten 
whole—head, tail, feet, bones, 
etc. And there is a technique. 
You cover your head and the 
bird with your napkin, purport- 
edly to retain the aroma (but, 
also, | believe, to keep novice 
bird-eaters from making fools 
of themselves). Danny Kaye 
likened the covered heads to an 
“Arabian prayer  meeting,”’ 
while another member of the 
group quietly ducked under his 
napkin and slipped his bird in- 
to his pocket... . 

The main event at that din- 
ner was partridge and cabbage 
—a classic French dish with a 
peasant background. The Trois- 
gros brothers elevated it with 
something extra—cabbage 
stuffed with foie gras. (Liver, of 
course, took different forms 


use it as soon as it is thawed. 
Active dry yeast and com- 
pressed yeast can be used in- 
terchangeably: one package of 
active dry yeast equals one 
scant tablespoon (234 _ tea- 
spoons) from the jar or one 0.6- 
ounce cake. To use compressed 
yeast, crumble into the liquid. 
The methods for mixing the 
two yeasts are: 
Rapidmix: By this’ method, 
which originated with Fleisch- 
mann’s, the undissolved yeast 
is mixed with some of the dry 
ingredients, which eliminates 
the need to dissolve the yeast 
first in warm water. Further, it 
makes it easier to combine the 
ingredients, and the dough 
rises faster because the addi- 
tion of warmer liquids (120°- 
130°) will make the yeast 
work more quickly. 
Conventional: By this method, 
the yeast is sprinkled over a 
measured amount of warm 
water (105°-115°) and stirred 
until dissolved. A variation of 
the conventional method is the 


throughout the country. At Bar- 
rier, in Tours, it was served as 
a mousse of duck liver—light 
and fluffy. Pierre Laporte in 
Biarritz served slices of it in a 
rich sauce aS a main course.) 

Although Roanne is a fair- 
sized town with a choice of 
hotels, Troisgros has accommo- 
dations attached to the restau- 
rant and we recommend them 
highly. Rooms are ultra-modern, 
even futuristic, in design. 

Once in Roanne, it would be 
a shame not to drive the two 
picturesque hours to Lyon. We 
did, and found lunch with the 
famous Paul Bocuse anything 
but sedate. Bocuse has a col- 
lection of antique calliopes that 
greeted us with a _ stentorian 
Star Spangled Banner. The calli- 
opes actually are in L’Abbaye, 
his establishment for catering 
weddings. The restaurant, all 
three stars of it, is down the 
road, exceptionally pretty, en- 
tered through a garden. Lunch 
was light: chickens roasted ona 
big, open hearth, braised car- 
dons (a celerylike vegetable na- 
tive to Lyon) and mousserons 
(fragrant, small mushrooms). 
The last restaurant on the 
tour was Michel Guérard’s Le 
Pot au Feu in Asniéves, an in- 
dustralized suburb of Paris. 
You will definitely need a car to 
get there and it’s not quite the 
area for an after-dinner stroll. 
Word has it that Guérard is 
planning on moving into Paris 
sometime this year. 

Pigeons were served here, 
their brown-gray color matching 
the brown-and-white plate in 
tre first color-coordinated meal 
I’ve ever had. This restaurant 
is very small—e!bow-to-elbow, 


sponge method, in which the 
dissolved yeast, some sugar, 
part of the flour and liquid are 
combined and allowed to fer- 
ment until the dough is raised, 
bubbly and spongelike. This is 
known as ‘‘proofing.”’ 


ABOUT WHEAT FLOUR 


To make yeast bread, you need 
wheat flour, which contains a 
protein called ‘‘gluten.’’ When 
dough is stirred and kneaded, 
gluten is the ingredient that 
makes the elasticity, holds in 
the gas caused by the ferment- 
ing yeast and creates the archi- 
tectural structure of the bread. 

All-purpose flour, a wheat 
flour, is the most generally 
available flour and comes both 
bleached and unbleached. The 
unbleached is preferred by 
dedicated bread-bakers because 
it is a sturdier flour with better 
texture. Today, all the large 
millers (General Mills, Robin 
Hood, Pillsbury, Hecker’s and 
Ceresota) are offering un- 
bleached flour as well as the 


in fact—and has, of course, an 
excellent reputation, all of 
which leads us to believe that 
reservations as far in advance 
as possible are a good idea. 

Finally, another good idea 
might be to spend two days, as 
we did, in the tiny Principality 
of Monaco. What better place 
to rest up before a return trip? 
Luxe it up at the Hotel de Paris 
or Hermitage with rooms open: 
ing to panoramic views of the 
harbor, palace and od city. 
Some of the best dining is 
found at these hotels, as well. 
Try the Griile at the Hotel de 
Paris, where dessert might be a 
hot strawberry soufflé served 
with a sauce of fraises de bois. 
Dance at Régine’s nigntclub, 
“Jimmy’z.’” (She's building a 
new pavilion on the ocean that 
will open in the spring.) Lose 
what's left of your money at the 
palatial Casino. 

Prince Louis de Polignac, 
president of the Société des 
Bains de Mer, the organization 
that runs the Casino, the two 
big hotels, tennis, golf and 
swimming clubs (just about 
everything that makes Monaco 
a prime tourist attraction), says 
his goal is to make every visi- 
tor’s stay a conte de feés (fairy 
tale). With a country on the 
Cote d'Azur, blue sea in front 
and red mountains behind, it’s 
not a hard job. And things are 
bound to be doubly fairy tale- 
like next year during the cele- 
bration of the 25th anniversary 
of the reign of Prince Rainier. 
Then, even more than usual, a 
visit will take on all the rich- 
ness of a fine Cognac (Hennes- 
sy, of course) and the sparkle 
of Dom Pérignon Champagne. @ 


bleached (or all-purpose) and 
whole-wheat. Some are only 
distributed regionally. 


ADVICE FROM THE WHEAT 
FLOUR INSTITUTE 


Toast wheat germ before add- 
ing to batter because the raw 
wheat germ inhibits the action 
of the yeast. The institute re- 
commends 1 to 4 tablespoons 
per 314 cups of flour. Toasted 
wheat germ can also be found 
available commercially. 

Add some white flour (at least 
14 cup) to rye and whole-wheat 
recipes to add gluten to the 
dough and thus create a much 
more attractive loaf of bread. 
Allow dark bread to rest for 
about 15 minutes before knead- 
ing. This will reduce the amount 
of flour that will be needed 
when the bread is kneaded. 

All whole-grain breads will be 
heavier than white bread, you 
should note.

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Security, like charity begins at home—in your apartment 
or private residence. And of all the advice anyone can offer 
on how to keep a burglar away from the door (or window), 
the best is the most obvious: Invest in good, secure locks for 
all outer doors and windows. Inadequate locks account 

for more than 50% of all home burglaries. 

Surprisingly, many people don’t bother with this basic 
precaution, believing that “if the burglar wants to get in, 
no lock will keep him out.”’ True enough, but Capt. John L. 
Shaw of the Bethesda, Md., district police station, modifies 
this theory. ‘‘No lock will keep a burglar out if he really 
wants to get in. But unless he wants something specific 
from a house, he will choose the house that offers the 
least resistance.’’ That’s yours, if you have no strong locks. 
To say there is a variety of locks and security systems 

from which to choose is understatement. There are hundreds 
of manufacturers—some more reliable than others. To 
check on a lock’s reliability, be it an install-it-yourself model 
or one put in professionally, refer to the standards of 
acceptability set down by Underwriter’s Laboratories. 

About the best locks available for an exterior door are 
dead bolts. Aptly named, these locks feature a solid steel 


IN THE SUBURBS 


Burglary in the suburbs is rising at an alarming rate. For 
owners of private homes, here is specific advice: Ml When 
you travel, leave as little evidence of your absence as pos- 
sible. For example, have someone keep up the property— 
cut the lawn, rake leaves, clear the snow. Install a timer to 
turn lights on and off in different rooms to simulate occu- 
pancy (much safer than a light cell that flips lights on at 
dusk, off at dawn). @ Don’t announce your travel itinerary 
in the social columns until you return. Never leave notes 
pinned on the door, even during a short trip to the grocery 
store. Finally, alert police and neighbors to your plans, so 
they can cast a watchful eye on your house now and then. 
@ Don't keep your security system a secret. Advertise the 
fact with stickers provided by the alarm company on doors 
and windows. @ Thick shrubbery near your house offers 
lurking space for burglars. Better to sacrifice esthetics 
and be safer: Prune the shrubs. And while you’re out of 
doors, install some yard lighting. Burglars hate to be seen. 
@ Resist the convenience of hiding your key in a ‘‘sécret 
place’’ for other members of the family to use. There are 
no secrets from burglars. (And putting the key under the 
door mat is an open invitation to even the dullest prowler.) 
@ One traditional weak spot is the garage. Often the door 
from garage to house is unlocked or locked with only a 
spring lock. That door requires a dead bolt latch, just as 
other exterior doors. Also, make a habit of keeping cars 
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: locked in the garage. If you habitually park one or more 
* in the driveway, when they're missing, a sharp-eyed prowl- 
~ er will conclude that the house is empty and ripe for a 
_ “hit.” BH When you're finished using ladders and hand 
; tools around the yard, lock them away. Burglars know that 
» upper level bedroom windows are seldom locked. m@ A 


number of private residential security services are avail- 
able today. These are community oriented and you pay a 
prorated fee based on the number of families participat- 
ing. & Be alert to the repeated appearance of strangers or 
* cruising out-of-town cars. Report them to the police. M 
Make sure ground level window air conditioners are secure. 
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bolt that interlocks with the strike plate. In this category, 
the Segal lock is generally believed to be best. (This 

lock became so popular that Segal, once a trade name, is 
now used more or less generically.) When installing a 

dead bolt, be sure to sink screws deeply, as the strike 
plate fastening is the weak point of any lock. 

A good lock for a door with an adjacent window or glass 
panel that may be broken through is a dual lock or dual 
cylinder lock. This variety requires a key to open it from 
the inside or the outside and successfully prevents a 
burglar from breaking the glass and reaching in to open 
the door. A cautionary word on this type: It should not 

be used where there are small children who may need to 
get out in case of fire or emergency and who would 

not be able to use a key. 

The lock set lock, combining spring latch bolt and lock 

is too lightweight to be used on an exterior door. It 

can be easily slipped. That is, a card or similar thin, flat 
object can be inserted to force back the latch. Some 

spring latches are fitted with dead bolts, but even these are 
not as preferable as others mentioned, though they cannot 
be slipped.

AT HOME 


IN THE CITIES 


City dwellers have long been sensitive to the threat of bur- 
glary. This may help explain why more thieves are heading 
for the suburbs—a fact that shouldn't make urbanites 
complacent. Crime in the city is still very much with us. 
The police know it, and in most major cities, a special 
crime prevention squad is either operating or being or- 
ganized. From members of the squad or from police di- 
rectly, you can get advice on protecting your home— 
advice that best fits the area in which you live. Generally, 
if you own or rent a townhouse: @ Explore the possibility 
of forming block associations for mutual protection. Or 
join city-organized groups, such as ‘“‘Operation Town 
Watch” in Philadelphia. Ml Urge your city administration 
to increase street lighting. There are techniques today for 
raising light levels without drawing more power. If neces- 
sary, organize the neighborhood; collect and pay for new 
lamps. @ Don’t neglect roof entries. Fit them with sturdy 
dead bolt locks. And secure skylights permanently. @ 
Seriously consider metal grilles for all windows accessible 
from the street (true, as well, for garden or street-level 
apartments). If home is an apartment: ™@ A terrace may be 
elegant, but it’s also proved a means for illegal entry, just 
as outside fire escapes do on older buildings. Install 
strong locks on doors and windows leading to a terrace or 
fire escape. Ml Front and rear entries and the lobby should 
be well illuminated at night; halls, basement, laundry 
rooms and elevators at all times. Press the landlord to 
light them so if they aren't. He may refuse unless the 
tenants pay. Collect the money and pay. It’s worth it. 
Other security measures worth lobbying for: twenty-four- 
hour surveillance in the person of a doorman, who most 
police officials will agree is one of the best deterrents to 
crimes of opportunity (in which slot 75% of all burglaries 
fall). An all-views mirror in every self-service elevator. A 
bonded superintendant. Elimination of master key sys- 
tems. (Or installation of your own lock on the apartment 
door.) @ Get a ‘‘fish-eye’’ peephole and a key-operated 
chain lock for your door; perhaps even a brace lock.

such as combination locks, card locks and pushbutton varieties. 
Chains are also a good idea, though nothing to depend on by 
themselves. They allow you to open a door enough to check 
who's there. Keep the chain short so that the person outside 
cannot insert his arm to unlatch it. 

For homes and apartments with sliding-glass doors, there is 

a Charley bar that lies along the base of the frame and prevents 
it from opening. Some sliding-glass doors come with locks, but 
auxiliary locks may be a good idea. A vulnerable area of many 
sliding-glass doors is the small space between the door top 
and the frame that allows a door to be lifted and removed alto- 
gether. Prevent this by driving screws into the track with their 
heads above the door. When buying a door, specify that it have 
a heavy grade of shatterproof glass. 
Windows are equally important. There is a locking 
device for every type. Again, many manufacturers provide some 
sort of lock with their product and, again, you should check to 
make sure this is adequate. Very simply, drilling through the 
side of the window into the frame would hold it fast; even a 
nail stuck through would do. A permanent storm sash is an 
excellent deterrent to entry. Be sure to lock both regular and 
storm windows. In general, on both windows and doors, old and 
worn locks should be replaced. 

On a more sophisticated level, there are numerous electronic 
devices and systems on the market. These range from single 
lock alarms that trigger if a lock is forced to comprehensive 
systems that wire an entire house into the police station by a 
silent alarm. There are pros and cons associated with this latter 
system. Capt. Shaw tells us that a silent alarm lets the police 
get to the scene without the burglar’s knowledge, thus increasing 
chances of apprehension. However, an audible alarm may chase 
the intruder away immediately, thus saving property, perhaps, 
but decreasing the chances of apprehension. 

Another method includes a telephone dialer. Here, an attempt 

to break into the house triggers the telephone to automatically 
dial the police and play a tape reporting the address of the 
break-in. The system is universally unpopular with police who 
say it is too sensitive and too easily set off. Any loud noise, from 
a passing jet to a heavy windstorm, has been known to set them 
off, and a police station may be deluged with telephones auto- 
matically crying ‘‘wolf.”’ 
Add to this list the perimeter system that protects the 
accesses to the house with the use of sensors; the interior space 
system that protects with such devices as microwave detectors, 
infrared light beams, switches under the carpets to detect an 
intruder or special wires in darkened areas designed to trip one 
up. Finally, there is the local alarm. It may be hooked into a 
single lock or tied into all the locks in the house. When trig- 
gered, it sounds an audible alarm of some sort and may include 
flashing lights. The objective is to frighten off the burglar and 
that someone hearing the noise will call the police. 

In all these security methods, don’t overlook the four-legged 
variety. According to Patricia Davis, associate director of the 
Gaines Dog Research Center at General Foods, ‘‘Any dog that 
is well treated will naturally develop some sort of ‘territorial 
prerogative’ and sound some sort of alarm at strangers.”’ It is, 
therefore, not necessary to buy a Hound of the Baskervilles for 
a small city apartment unless you are harboring the crown 
jewels. Ms. Davis tells us that small dogs are quite sufficient 
and suggests the terrier breed as generally vocal and energetic. 
Of course, a great deal depends on the nature of the individual 
dog, but, she says, ‘‘hound breeds and big sporting dogs are 
quieter, on the whole.’’ More information came from Capt. 
Arthur Haggerty, owner of Captain Haggerty’s School for Dogs 
in New York. According to him, doberman pinschers and German 
shepherds are instinctively good guard dogs, as are rottweilers 
and bouviers des Flandres. ‘‘Interestingly enough,’’ he says, 
“Siberian huskies and Alaskan malamutes, for all their wolflike 
appearance, are poor choices. They have less of a protective 
instinct.’ As far as training, he suggests an owner wait until 
the dog is nine months to 114 years old to see how his natural 
instincts develop. They may be enough, without special training. 

How else to beat the burglar at his game? A city in California 
began a system that has gained popularity throughout the 
country. It entails marking with a diamond-tipped instrument 
all possessions, using social security number, driver license or 
other traceable number. It marks the item as (Continued)

yours and, should it be stolen, as “‘hot.’’ Decals applied to 
doors or windows inform all of your action. Don’t talk loudly 
about your big salary increase or recent windfalls in public. 
When you leave your house or apartment, however briefly, close” 
and lock doors. When away for longer periods, don’t draw the 
curtains completely or totally lower the shades. This gives the 
impression that no one is home and also provides the burgiar 
with a protective screen. 
Let’s assume all your efforts fail and your home is burglar- 
ized. Half of all burglaries occur in daylight. Consider the’ 
case of the suburban housewife who returned in the after-— 
noon to find a large truck parked in front of her house and ¢ 
two men casually carrying her color television console out the 
front door. As she watched, they loaded the parcel on the! 
truck and drove away. Take a lesson from her in one sense: | 
If confronted by a burglar do nothing physically to stop him. | 
Remember that he is at least as nervous as you are and is 
apt to react violently if threatened. Finally, on discovering a 
theft, do not clean up the disorder until the police have com- 
pleted their investigation. Valuable clues and evi- 

dence may be present.—JOHN H. INGERSOLL

These elaborately dressed and beautifully crafted automata 
(which could run a half-hour on a single wind) were available, 
ostensibly, to only the privileged class. 

The advent of the Industrial Revolution made the clockwork. 
toys, though not as complex in mechanics as the automata, 
more accessible to the public. The doll form was replaced with 
tinplate parts that were stamped out by machine and the parts 
either soldered or joined with slots and tabs.

By MARION GOUGH J{ It was plantation houses 
and planetariums, camellia gardens and hot 
meat pies, art museums and red mud roads, 
oil pumps and wild birds, Spanish moss and 
Tabasco sauce—and all along the way, some 
of the most interesting, gracious people on 
anybody's globe. It was a nine-day. tour of 
Louisiana, taken from the top to the Delta, 
a mere sample but enough to dispel a typical 
Northerner’s notion that nothing much hap- 
pens in Louisiana outside of New Orleans. 
(This is not at all to put down the uniquely 
romantic Crescent City that the whole world 
sings about and stars at the top of its must- 
see list). But there’s also a lot worth looking 
into 'way up yonder in the rest of the state. 

To the northwest there’s Shreveport, in the 
area the locals call Ark-La-Tex, near the bor- 
ders of Arkansas and Texas. A consequent 
whiff of the sagebrush is here. Expect no

Creole babies with flashing eyes. The area’s 
antecedents, after the Caddo Indians, were 
Anglo-Saxon pioneering types who marched 
at a brisker tempo than the French and Span- 
ish Catholic settlers to the south whose de- 
scendants are called Creoles. (The word does 
not imply racial mixture.) But if Shreveport 
is no sultry land of dreamy dreams, it still 
exudes its own aura of romance as a river 
port that used to echo to the whistle of cotton- 
toting paddle-wheelers. 

You catch the flavor of the old days when 
you go to Shreve Square on the bank of the 
Red River, where the city began and which 
is now resuscitated, its past-century ware- 
houses and stores preserved, face-washed 
and turned into a colorful neighborhood of 
imaginative boutiques and restaurants (| 
loved T.G.1. Friday and the Spaghetti Store). 
The square itself is a walking mall, all part 
of an enlightened plan to bring the decaying 
old ‘‘downtown”’ back to life, meantime con- 
serving an architectural heritage jeopardized 
by the bulldozer. The plan works, too. The 
place swings, day and night. But, for that 
matter, the whole city has an air of lived-in 
liveliness, its civic pride obviously showing, 
everyone apparently on a committee for im- 
provement, preservation or the nurture of 
the arts, and what they’re accomplishing is 
well worth the seeing. 

All is not nostalgia. A rundown riverside 
area has become a handsome parkway, set- 
ting for a contemporary Civic Theater, a con- 
vention hall and the Barnwell Garden and 
Art Center. This ingeniously lovely showcase 
for both art and horticultural exhibits (bonsai 
was on during my visit) has classrooms for 
art courses and a glass-domed semitropical 
conservatory-garden, sometimes the scene of 
social events.

The com- 
bined heritages—French, Span- 
ish, native Indian—have_ re- 
sulted in a mix of cultures still 
evident today. It is a fascinating 
place to go, and you'll always 
find a welcome from a people 
who have fiestas for everything. 


| River Valley 


Shreveport, Louisiana’s second 
city, makes a good base for ex- 
ploring the Red River Valley in 
the northern and central part of 
the state. Natchitoches, 71 
miles away, established in 1714, 
offers tree-lined streets and old 
homes that retain a Latin fla- 
vor. From there, it’s just 21 
miles to Winfield, birthplace of 
Huey Long; Ruston, the state’s 
“peach capital,’’ is just a bit 
further along. Shreveport has 
several Holiday Inns, at least 
one Ramada Inn and a Howard 
Johnson's. (Other cities men- 
tioned here will, of course, offer 
similar accommodations.) Check 
box 1 for data on four driving 
tours out of Shreveport. 





The bayou lands 


Make Lafayette your base for 
investigating southwest Louisi- 
ana. This is the center of the 
Acadian population, the Cajuns, 
whose French customs are still 
intact in small, off-the-beaten- 
path towns such as Big Mamou 
and Little Mamou. 

The land of the bayous, set- 
ting for Longfellow’s Evangeline, 
abounds in 18th-century houses 
and fascinating islands. Jeffer- 
son Island, where both the pi- 
rate Lafitte and, later, President 
Grover Cleveland came to relax, 
takes its name from Joseph Jef- 
ferson, the 19th-century actor 
who immortalized the character 
Rip Van Winkle. It is especially 
notable for its collection of mag- 
nificent gardens, each keyed to a 
different theme. Check box 2.

rather than let its authentic 
brick paving be black-topped 
—the Hysterical Ladies. 
These formidable and ef- 
fective preservers headquar- 
ter in the restored 1811 
Lemee House, invite visitors 
any time to the house and 
garden, furnishing advice 
and itineraries for walking 
tours. In the summer, the 
Louisiana Outdoor Drama 
Association puts on a pag- 
eant of the area’s colorful, 
complicated Indian-Spanish- 
French-African plantation 
history in a new outdoor 
amphitheater. In December, 
the town lights up for its 
nationally known Christmas 
Festival, the big bash on the 
first Saturday, with parades, 
floats, fireworks and, of all 
things, water-skiing on the 
river along Front Street. 
Latest star in the local crown: 
Natchitoches has been des- 
ignated a National Bicenten- 
nial Community so the whole 
country will soon know how 
to pronounce its name. 
Join the club if you've 
never heard of Kate Chopin. 
| hadn't, but shame on us 
because she was an excellent 
writer and her The Awaken- 
ing was truly avant-garde in 
the 1890s. She lived for a 
time in Cloutierville, a vil- 
lage near Natchitoches and 
related the simple Creole life 
and Cane River folklore in 
Bayou Folk. Her home, in 
early Louisiana style, has 
been restored and made the 
Bayou Folk Museum by its 
owner, Mrs. Mildred McCoy. 
Besides Chopin mementoes, 
it has furnishings of the un- 
pretentious type her charac- 
ters might have lived with. 
No grand Louisiana armoires 
(slender-hinged doors and 
interior drawers), no work of 
the famous New Orleans 
Cabinetmakers, Francois 
— Seignouret and Prudent Mal- 
| lard, which you see in the 


great houses, and that’s to 
the good because it rounds 
out the picture. 

On occasions, there are 
demonstrations of country 
crafts—cracklin-making, for 
example. On the day | was 
there, Mrs. McCoy regaled 
me with an authentic down- 
home, high-on-the-hog lunch 
—hbarbecued ham, corn- 
bread dressing, pork and 
beans, pork cracklins 
(cooked in a washpot on 
the «museum lawn, stirred 
with a boat paddle), hot bis- 
cults and a_ sinful pecan 
cake, and | left with a genu- 
ine hand-made corn broom. 

“Laissez les bons temps 
roulée’’—let the good times 
roll—that’s the motto of 
the Cajuns, the descendants 
of the exiled French Cana- 
dian Acadians who settled in 
southwest Louisiana in the 
1760s. They surely roll in 
Lafayette, a city that simul- 
taneously thrives on oil and 
its very French traditions 
and is the unofficial capital 
of Cajun country. 

The town is warm, hos- 
pitable, flowering, my first 
inkling a hotel room full of 
Saucer-size camellias, the 
welcome of a friend who'd 
never laid eyes on me. 
They continually celebrate 
their flowers here—a_ ca- 
mellia show in January, an 
azalea trail in early March, 
an iris festival in April. I’m 
told their Mardi Gras rivals 
the New Orleans carnival in 
splendor and if the dazzling 
costumes of the queen and 
her court are any gauge, | 
believe it. (See a collection 
in the Lafayette Museum.) 
Evangeline, the unmelan- 
choly Cajuns’ melancholy 
heroine, has a race track 
named for her here. And, 
while a Chamber of Com- 
merce building is an unlike- 
ly sightseeing attraction, this 
one has got to be seen. 
Architecture buffs converge 
on the Art Center, designed 
by A. Hays Town in the 
style of a colonial Louisiana 
plantation house and _ built 
by early used methods. 

But the real bowler-over 
is Architect Neil Nehrbass’s 
Natural History Museum 
and Planetarium, a_ center 
for environmental studies in 
this area that is concerned 
with the ecology of the close- 
by Gulf of Mexico. As lively 
and unroped-off a museum 
as ever was, this one is set 
in a meadow of grasses and 
wildflowers and has a ‘“‘Sen- 
satorium”’ for heightening 
sense awareness. 

St. Martinville, nearby in 
the heart of Cajun country,

ed in the 1740s by émigrés 
from the French court and 
their descendants perpetu- 
ate the courtly tradition. 
“They're Marie Antoinette 
kooks, all dukes and duch- 
esses,’ SayS one irreverent 
young native, who is none- 
theless proud of her ances- 
try. The early Cajuns were 
not courtly, but hard-working 
farmers and you can see 
how they lived in the farm- 
house museum in Evangeline 
State Park. Emmeline La- 
biche, the real Evangeline, 
is buried in the Catholic 
churchyard in St. Martin- 
ville, the tomb marked by 
her statue. The donor and 
model was Dolores del Rio. 

In these parts your ear 
gets attuned to French and 


something that sounds 
French but is not quite— 
the local patois. No one 


loves Saturday night better 
than a Cajun, which you 
can see for yourself if you 
experience one of their bi- 
Saturday fais-do-do, literally 
meaning ‘‘go to sleep’’, ac 
tually meaning a swinging 
dancing party to the music 
of accordion, fiddle and tri- 
angle (ting-aling). 
Hereabouts, where the 
food is a distinctive meld of 
French, Spanish, West In- 
dian and Indian cookery, the 
real culinary hero is the lit- 
tle crawfish, a miniscule 
version of the lobster the 
Cajuns say followed them 
down from Canada. He 
shows up in myriad forms 
—in pies, étouffés or gum- 
bo (thick soup) or just plain 


boiled (great with beer). 
Don's Restaurant and Pas- 
tor's in Lafayette oblige 


your taste buds nicely with 
these delicacies, if you're 
ready for the nip of season- 
ings like cayenne and filet 
gumbo (dried sassafras). 
Which naturally reminds 
me of Tabasco Sauce and 
Avery Island, near New Iber- 
ia. Avery is where the Mc- 
IIhenny clan have’ been 
growing capsicum peppers 
and making that sizzling 
condiment for over a cen- 
tury. But while they were at 
it, they were also conserving 
the natural wonders of the 
place, maintaining vast acre- 
age of subtropical jungle, 
manicured gardens, a wild 
bird sanctuary and marsh- 
lands where you can observe 
all manner of wild crea- 


tures, like muskrats swim- 
ming cheek by jowl with 
alligators. Avery is one of 
five puzzling ‘‘islands,’ 


which are really great moun- 
tains of salt rising from the 
wetlands. Here and there, 
self-effacing little pumps 
are quietly working away— 
there’s also oil in these hills. 

Funny thing about §gar- 
dens—when you've’ seen 
one, you haven't seen them 
all. Still in the New Iberia 
area on Jefferson Island, an- 
other salt-mine phenomenon, 
John Bayless cultivates a 
magnificent terrain called the 
Rip Van Winkle Gardens 
(because Joseph Jefferson, 
the past-century actor, made 
his fame playing Rip and 
once owned the_ island). 
There's everything here, in- 
cluding an orchid house, 
and in late February and 
March, when the camellias 
and azalea are out, it should 
be a dazzler. 

New Iberia, on the Bayou 
Teche, is a quiet, nostalgic, 
stroll-about town, worth a 
visit even if it didn’t have 
the lovely Shadows-on-tne- 
Teche, an 1831 townhouse 
of a wealthy planter, now re- 
stored with its original fur- 
nishings. These give a sense 
of immediacy, as if the 
owners were just outside in 
the garden, under the moss- 
veiled live oaks. | might have 
succumbed to melancholia, 
had | not been whirled away 
by an ebullient New Iberian, 
Virginia Kyle Hines, a gold 
mine of information on old 
glass, mules and local voo- 
doo, who maintains on her 
land a sort of sample voodoo 


doctor’s cabin. It has a 
marker: ‘‘This is an unhis- 
toric monument. Nothing 


important happened here.”’ 

Lots of things of import- 
ance happened in Baton 
Rouge, the state capital and 
my next stop. This cosmopol- 
itan city has lived under 10 
flags, and for a fascinating 
rundown on this, there’s a 
great exhibit in the 17th- 
century Spanish arsenal, 
now a museum. Many of the 
state offices are housed in 
handsome old buildings dat- 
ing from 1812, and for con- 
temporary grandeur, the tow- 
ering state capitol and its 
27-acre gardens can’t be 
matched. The city boasts 
legitimately of its food, 
which brings together all the 
elements of Louisiana’s re- 
gional cuisines. | ate Italian 
at Aunt Fanny Distefano’s 
The Village. 

Outside of town, attached 
to Louisiana State University, 
the Rural Life Museum, ac- 
tually a reconstructed town, 
duplicates the working quar- 
ters and worker’s houses of 
an oldtime plantation, and 
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farm implement buffs have a 
field day looking over the old 
equipment. It can be visited 
only by appointment. 

In the lush, lovely country 
around St. Francisville, plan- 
tation houses abound. In 
this area John James Audu- 
bon fell in love with the birds 
and painted 82 of his Birds 
of America. The annual Au- 
dubon Pilgrimage, arranged 
by the West Feliciana Histor- 
ical Society, to be held this 
year from March 15 through 
17, will get you inside sev- 
eral privately owned houses, 
including Wakefield, where 
Audubon lived. (Tour tickets 
are $6; write the Society, Box 
338, St. Francisville, for 
more information.) 

You can actually sleep in 
a plantation house, as | did 
in Mr. and Mrs. J. W. Brown's 
Cottage Plantation—in a 
tester bed, a la Scarlett 
O'Hara. You'll find a flower 
on your morning coffee tray, 
then sit down to a glorious 
plantation breakfast with Es- 
telle’s glorious hot biscuits 
in a beautifully appointed 
dining room. In Jackson, Mr. 
and Mrs. Robert Cohig re- 
ceive guests at Asphodel, a 
house in a field of daffodil. 
Down the road a way, they 
have a restaurant, gift shop 
and overnight rooms. (I re- 
read this and realize that 
nothing | can write can quite 
convey the true warmth and

hospitality of these hosts.) 

The great showcase jewel 
in the crown of St. Francis- 
ville is Rosedown, an opu- 
lently, meticulously restored 
1835 mansion, surely the 
grandest of the grand, in 
gardens that took their cue 
from Versailles and the Ital- 
ian villas. It was restored by 





Mr. and Mrs. Milton Under- 
wood as a museum, a docu- 
ment of the urbane culture 
that existed in Louisiana in 
the halcyon days preceding 
the Civil War. 

On the new highway, you 
practically flash from Baton 
Rouge to New Orleans. The 
Queen City is a heartstirring 
place—to some, it’s dreamy 
dreams and the nightlife of 
Bourbon Street; to me, it's 
the French Quarter’s lacy 
ironwork, pecan pralines, the 
street artists and the antique 
shops and, of course, the 
living jazz at Preservation 
Hall. It’s everybody's idea of 
scrumptious food and, to 
Antoine's, Galatoire's, Bren- 
nan’s and the black coffee 
and beignets at the old 
French Market, I’ve added 
Ernest Masson's as a res- 
taurant I'd like to go back to. 

Coming up in New Or- 
leans: their own Superbowl, 
ready in 1975; a new river- 
boat to take you into the 
bayou country; a new super- 
structured sidewheeler, to 
provide jazz, dinner and 
dancing at dockside for 450 
people; the Spring Fiesta in 
the first two weeks of April, 
opening up all sorts of secret 
gardens not usually visitable. 
Pete Fountain is running for 
mayor, and Arlene's Tours 
is running 12-passenger 
minibus trips along the pic- 
turesque River Road between 


New Orleans and _ Baton 
Rouge, with a stop-off for 
gumbo or jambalaya some- 
where along the way. 

That's my take-it-from-the- 
top tour, but for more com- 
plete information write the 
Louisiana Tourist Develop- 
mentCommission, Box44291, 
Baton Rouge, La.

: happily after. So why the franticness, fret and fear? Why 


We all learn best, we’re told, by example. Whai better 
guide to success than the personal preferences of profession- 
als who daily deal with color—the individual choices of 
more than 50 interior designers? We asked each to furnish 
4 us with the scheme of his/her choice. Their comments fol- 
low. So read on, and perhaps when you finish, you'll find 
vour color courage rising. Manhattan’s Michael Greer de- 
scribes his own living room and library: “Brown glazed 
walls with draperies and most upholstery in brown velvet. 
Four fauteuils are in blue satin, one in white matelasse. Red 
is the spice of the salad. A red lacquer Régence clock and 
numerous small objects in red; orange and red elements in 


* The mother-daughter team of Dorothy and _ Penni 
‘i Paul of Country Cousin Interiors in Los Angeles goes sepa- 
rate color ways. Dorothy favors the pink and orange fami- 
_lies, using a palette from deep burgundy to shocking pink, 
spiked with sharp orange and fuschia. Penni’s choice: “ 
warm dark brown and crisp white ...a perfect background 
for bibelots and antique furniture. Flexibility of accent 
colors is unlimited, particularly with fresh flowers, which I 
always use. Breakdown of scheme: dark brown walls, natu- 
ral wood floors, one wall of bleached wood and Mylar, all 
upholstered furniture in the same brown-and-white print,

Chicago Designer Richard Himmel says, “I would start | 
with dark elephant gray-brown walls and use lots of antique 
bleached and whitewashed French pine.

BEDROOMS, IOO | 
ARE PAINTED WITH DRAMA 
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By SUSAN LEWIN [ Since its 
triumphant emergence on the 
world scene in the early 1950s, 
Finnish design has been an in- 
ternational leader. A look at 
Finland in 1974 shows why its 
designers are still in the fore- 
front: strong continuity of the 
original design message teamed 
with a freshness, a constant up- 
dating that indicates they have 
come to terms with the 70s as 
creatively as they did with the 
50s and 60s. The Finnish vitality 
always comes through. Designs 
are crisp, clean, clear, the col- 
ors bold and beautiful, with no 
superfluous fussiness. 
Some Finnish products that 
come quickly and directly to 
the point: (left) Marjatta Met- 
sovaara’s graphic interpreta- 
tion of lilies for Tampella, at 
Eero Saarinen’s childhood play- 
house designed by his father, 
Eliel, at the family homestead, 
Hvittrask, and (lower left inset) 
@ polyurethane chair by Pert- 
tu Mentula for HT-Collection. 
At right: a summer table (top) 
uses three new geometric fab- 
rics from Marimekko designed 
to be used together. The geo- 
metric earthenware is ‘’Faenza’’ 
by Arabia, designed by Peter 
Winquist, and the cutlery by 
Hackman.

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New designs evolve naturally 
in Finland. New products ap- 
pear when a need arises, when 
a new material presents itself 
or when a designer is asked to 
tackle a specific problem. If 
designs are well received, they 
can become classics. Witness 
the Alvar Aalto furniture and 
lighting designs for Artek. 
Newness for its own sake is 
not important to the Finns; 
thoughtfully worked-out design 
is. “We might not introduce 
any new products one year or 
we might have lots of new 
things if we feel they are 
ready,” one Finn summed up 
a feeling heard often there. 
Some Finnish classics, coun- 
terclockwise from top left: Two 
Finnish naturals are these chair 
designs for Asko, the graceful 
dining chair aptly called “Fla- 
mingo” by Eero Aarnio and 
the sturdy easy chair designed 
by Pekka Rannikko.

While Americans might be 
obsessed with film person- 
alities and the Russians with 
athletes, the Finns have 
built up a star system 
around their renown archi- 
tects and designers. This de- 
sign cult has made such in- 
ternational award winners 
as the great Alvar Aalto, 
Tapio Wirkkala and Timo 
Sarpaneva household words. 
Other well-known design 
names are Metsovaara, 
Vuokko and Antti Nurmes- 
niemi, Ilmari Tapiovaara, 
Kaj Franck, Birger Kaipiai- 
nen, Eero Aarnio, Yrjo 
Kukkapuro, Esko Pajamies 
and, of course, Armi Ratia. 

Two important newcom- 
ers are Ristomatti Ratia, the 
designer of ‘Palaset’’ (pre- 
ceding page) and head of 
the Decembré firm and 
Perttu Mentula, who designs 
both plastic and textile fur- 
niture. This group of strong 
design personalities ac- 
counts for the pronounced 
individuality and rich orig- 
inality of Finnish design. 
Counterclockwise from top 
left: Available with either 
white or yellow enamel steel 
frames, these bookcases are 
from Sotka, as is the sofa 
that converts to a_ bed. 
Barberpole-striped canisters 
by Aarikka sit on the steps 
of Helsinki’s main cathedral.

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Wine with dessert...and atter 


—the classic sweet wines to offer your guests at the end of the meal 


By ALEXIS BESPALOFF [J At a 
time when so many people are 
preoccupied with the proper 
presentation of wines, it may 
be well to remember that each 
age has had its own ideas about 
which wine to serve when. Not 
so long ago, a dinner might 
have started with a _ sweet 
Sauternes such as Chateau 
d’Yquem and ended with a 
claret such as Mouton-Roth- 
schild, which would, in fact, 
have been served after the 
meal, rather than with it. 
Serious drinking began when 
the meal was over, as Port, 
cream sherries and Madeira 
circulated around the table, in- 
stead of the cup of coffee we 
are offered today. 

Nowadays, the adventurous 

host may serve two wines, a 
dry white, say, followed by a 
red. A special occasion may 
call for a second, finer red with 
the cheese to round out the din- 
ner, and then on to coffee and 
Cognac. We overlook the sweet 
wines that can be served with 
dessert and the after-dinner 
wines that can replace brandy 
and liqueurs. 
These wines offer a host 
the chance to use his imagina- 
tion, and to introduce at least 
some of his guests to a number 
of wines that are no longer 
served with any regularity: 
wines such as Sauternes, the 
sweeter German wines, Tokay; 
Champagne and Asti Spumante; 
a variety of ports and sherries; 
Madeira. Sweet wines are no 
longer in vogue, and few con- 
sumers today approach them 
with much enthusiasm, at least 
in principle. You will find, how- 
ever, that if these wines are 
offered in the right context, at 
the end of a meal, they will be 
enjoyed tremendously by most 
of your guests. 

The most famous and tra- 
ditional of the dessert wines is 
Sauternes, produced in the dis- 
trict of that name in the Bor- 
deaux region. The wine is made 
not simply from ripe grapes, 
but from grapes that have been 
attacked by a beneficial mold. 


This pourriture noble, or noble 
rot, as it is called, shrivels the 
grapes oncentrating the 
nount of natural sugar they 
tail ien the juice fer- 
2l! of the grape 
sugar is isformed into alco- 
hol. The resulting wine is rich 
and luscious, with a pronounced 
flavo nusual in white wines, 
as well having a high degree 
of resi sweetness. 
Man yrdeaux  shipvers 
market a onal Sauternes or 


Barsac (which is an inner dis- 
trict within Sauternes) for $4 
to $6, and these wines convey 
the general style of the region. 
The finest examples of Sau- 
ternes and Barsac, however, 
have always been produced by 
a number of individual proper- 
ties, of which Chateau d’Yquem 
is the most famous. There are 
a dozen other chateaux that are 
also well known—and much 
less expensive—among them 
Climens, Coutet, Guiraud, Sud- 
uiraut and Rieussec. 
Vintages in the Sauternes 
district do not always corre- 
spond to those for the rest of 
Bordeaux, since the proprietors 
must hope both for a warm 
summer that will ripen the 
grapes and for fall weather in 
which the noble rot can develop 
in the right way, without being 
spoiled by October rains. The 
vintages of 1971, 1970 and 
1967 are among the best of 
the past decade; the years 
1966 and 1964 were not as suc- 
cessful for Sauternes as they 
were for red Bordeaux. 
Sauternes and Barsac are 
made primarily from a combi- 
nation of the Sémillon and 
Sauvignon Blanc grapes, and 
these varieties are cultivated in 
California as well. California 
wineries do not strive for the 
noble rot, but they do have the 
choice of vinifying their grapes 
to make either dry or sweet 
wines. Some examples of mel- 
low wines include Beaulieu 
Vineyard Chateau Beaulieu, 
Christian Brothers Sauvignon 
Blanc, Concannon’s Chateau 
Concannon, Charles Krug Sweet 
Sauvignon Blanc and Wente 
Bros. Chateau Sémillon. These 
wines are not as sweet and rich 
as a Sauternes from France 
is, but then these wines are not 
as expensive either. 
German wines are all more 
or less sweet, but the most 
widely distributed brands of 
Liebfraumilch and Bernkasteler 
are not sweet enough to be an 
appropriate choice with dessert. 
The very sweetest German 
wines are those labeled Beer- 
enauslese and Trockenbeeren- 
auslese. These rare wines, made 
from grapes picked one by one 
on the vines, have an intensely 
concentrated richness of taste 
and are usually drunk by them- 
selves, after a meal, so that 
their remarkable flavor can be 
fully appreciated. At $25 to $75 
a bottle, they can be left to af- 
fluent connoisseurs and to those 
rare occasions when one of 
them invites us to share one 
of his prized bottles. 


More accessible are the 
Rhines and Moselles_ labeled 
Spatlese and Auslese. The 


Auslese wines are the sweeter 
of the two, and Rhines (in 
brown bottles) are almost. al- 
ways sweeter than Moselles (in 
green bottles). These German 
wines are lighter bodied than a 
Sauternes, but they are char- 
acterized by a more flowery and 
piquant bouquet and by a bal- 
ancing acidity in their taste 
that makes them more elegant 
than most Sauternes. 

The third classic dessert 

wine is Tokay, produced along 
the foothills of the Carpathian 
Mountains in Hungary. The 
Tokay region can produce both 
dry and sweet wines, and it is 
the wines labeled Tokaji Aszu 
that are the dessert wines. 
These wines are also made 
from grapes attacked by the 
noble rot, as in Sauternes, but 
the production process is some- 
what different. 
A puttony, or small basket, 
of shriveled grapes is added to 
a cask of wine made the ordi- 
nary way, and the number of 
puttonos added to a cask de- 
termines the comparative sweet- 
ness of that particular Tokaji 
Aszu. The highest grade com- 
mercially available here is 
labeled ‘‘five puttonos’’ and 
costs about $6 for a 16-ounce 
bottle. Tokaji Aszu is less 
flowery than an Auslese, lighter- 
bodied than a Sauternes—it 
combines a rich, honeyed taste 
with the somewhat dry finish 
that affects white wines aged in 
barrels for several years. 

The legendary reputation of 
Tokay comes from the remark- 
able powers attributed to Tokay 
Essence, made entirely from the 
free-run juice that drips from 
the shrivelled grapes before 
they are pressed. It is said that 
a few drops of this Essence has 
prolonged the life of those on 
their deathbeds and restored 
the enthusiasm of aged men 
who have chosen to marry 
young women. André Simon 
described an 1811 Tokay Es- 
sence tasted in 1930 as being 
“extraordinary, but not at all to 
my taste. ... It is said to pos- 
sess priceless, almost magical, 
restorative properties and | 
would not think of depriving 
the weak and aged of any of it.”’ 
One dessert wine that will 
always be welcome as a delight- 
ful surprise by your guests is 
Champagne. There is a wide 
enough choice of French and 
American Champagnes and 
other sparkling wines so that 
you need not spend any more 


than you would for a bottle of 
Sauternes or of German wine. 
Most people would choose an 
Extra Dry Champagne—which is 
not quite dry—to accompany 
dessert, rather than the drier 
Brut. A very dry wine will taste 
bitter if drunk with a sweet 
dish, and, in fact, most spar- 
kling wines are more appropri- 
ate with cake or fruit rather 
than with a very rich and sweet 
dessert, which may overwhelm 
a delicate wine. A notable ex- 
ception to this rule is Italy’s 
Asti Spumante, a sparkling wine 
well worth trying with dessert. 
Asti Spumante comes in for its 
share of snubs, but it is a rich, 
sweet and intensely fruity wine 
made from one of the most dis- 
tinct of all grapes—the Muscat. 
Martini & Rossi, Cinzano, and 
Gancia are three widely avail- 
able brands of Asti Spumante, 
and the concentrated flavor of 
this appealing wine will stand 
up to the richest of desserts. 
Apart from these, there is 
a second category of dessert 
wines that might better be la- 
beled the after-dinner wines.

drink? A mockery—an incom- 
plete enjoyment at least.’’ Wil- 
liam Thackeray wrote those 
words when it was traditional 
for the tablecloth to be rolled 
up after dinner, for the ladies 
to retire and for the port de- 
canter to circulate clockwise 
around the table. 

Drinking Port has never 
caught on in this country— 
whether because of its stuffy, 
old-fashioned associations or 
because of the bad name given 
to Port in the past by those who 
bought it as a cheap, sweet red 
wine with a kick. It’s a pity not 
to add a bottle of good Port to 
your liquor cabinet, as an en- 
joyable alternative to the po- 
tency of brandy and liqueurs. A 
glass of Port is a very civilized 
drink, and one that is to be en- 
joyed both by those with a sense 
of history and those who pre- 
fer mellow wines. 

Port originated along the 
Douro River in northern Portu- 
gal and is made by adding 
brandy to a fermenting red wine 
before all of its natural sugar 
has been converted into alcohol. 
This sweet wine is then allowed 
to age in barrels until it is ma- 
ture enough to be blended with 
the other ports in a shipper’s 
cellars and then bottled. A 
Ruby Port is darker, younger, 
richer and a bit sweeter in taste 


than a Tawny Port, which is” 


lighter in color, older, more 
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delicate and often more subtle 
in taste. The wine that is still 
passed around the polished ma- 
hogany after dinner is Vintage 
Port, bottled two years after the 
vintage and allowed to age in 
bottle rather than in barrel. 
Vintage Port is a wonderful 
wine, but it is expensive, hard 
to find in this country and 
needs 10 or 15 years of bottle 
age before it can be consumed 
with real pleasure. 
Wines labeled Port are 
made in other countries besides 
Portugal, and notably in the 
United States. Some examples 
are not much more than sweet 
red wines with extra alcohol; 
others are quite attractive, well- 
balanced and appealing al- 
though lacking the complex 
taste and subtle character of 
the original. On the other hand, 
California and New York State 
Ports cost around $2 and those 
from Portugal $5 to $8, so 
there is room for experimenta- 
tion and thrift 
In the cellars, or bodegas, 
of Jerez, in southwestern Spain, 
sherries are divided into finos 
and olorosos. It is the oloroso 
sherries that are used to make 
the sweet cream sherries so 
popular here. As they age in 
wood, oloroso sherries are dry 
—it is only when they are 
blended for shipment that they 
are sweetened, and the various 
cream sherries on the market 
combine a varying amount of 
age, richness, and sweetness, 
according to the traditional 
style of each sherry producer. 
Most of them—=including 
Duff Gordon Santa Maria Cream, 
Gonzalez Byass Nectar Creme, 


Harvey's Bristol Cream, Pedro | 


Domecq Celebration Cream and 
Williams & Humbert Canasta 
Cream—are rich, mellow, dark 
brown wines. A cream sherry 
can also be lighter-bodied and 
more complex in taste, as is 
Croft Original. The range of 
wines labeled ‘‘cream sherry”’ is 
extensive, from some imports 
at $8 to a sound California 
example such as Gallo Living- 
ston Cream Sherry at $1.50. 

Madeira is something of a 
neglected wine today, although 
in the late 18th and early 19th 
centuries it was the most popu- 
lar wine in America. The best 
families of New York, Boston 
and Charleston had specially 
selected barrels shipped to 
them, and American connois- 
seurs would sit after dinner and 


compare one Madeira against | 


another, just as their British 
counterparts were doing with 
their own vintage Ports. 
Madeira is a small Portuguese 
island off the coast of North 
Africa and its wines are made 
in a special way. They are not 
simply aged in wood, as are 
Port and Sherry, but are first 








stored for several months in 
rooms heated to 120°. This 
baking process gives Madeira a 
special taste, which combines 
with the pungent undertaste 
characteristic of wines grown on 
volcanic soil—and the result is 
a wine with a unique flavor. 
Today, Madeira is labeled 
with the name of the grape from 
which it is primarily made— 
Sercial and Verdelho are the 
driest, Bual and Malmsey the 
sweetest. Whatever price you 
choose to pay for sherry, Port 
and Madeira, an element of 
thrift is involved in the pur- 
chase, because—unlike red and 
white table wines—they will 
retain their flavor for several 
weeks after they are opened. 
Sweet wines are no longer in 


vogue, and have acquired some- 
thing of a bad name in recent 
years. Nevertheless, the classic 
dessert and after-dinner wines 
have always been ranked among 


the finest wines of the world. 
See for yourself how enjoyable 
they really can be, and how de- 
lighted your guests will be to 
rediscover these wines. a

Feijoada 


The base of feijoada (pro- 
nounced fay-zhwah-dah), the na- 
tional dish of Brazil, is com- 
posed of black beans cooked 
with several meats (varying from 
region to region) and sausages 
served with rice, farofa (toasted 
farina) and sliced oranges. 


2 pounds (4 cups) black beans 

3 bay leaves 

8 juniper berries 

Salt

1 smoked pork shoulder roll,* 
sliced about 14 inch thick 

1 keilbasa (Polish sausage),

Wash the beans thoroughly in 
running water. Drain. Pour into 
a very large enameled cast-iron 
casserole. Cover with cold wa- 
ter and soak overnight. 

The following morning, place 
the casserole with the beans 
and soaking water over a good 
heat and bring up to a boil. Re- 
duce heat to simmer. Tie the 
bay leaves and juniper berries 
in a little cheesecloth bag and 
bury in the beans. Stir in salt 
and pepper to taste. Add the 
pig’s feet and the sliced pork 
shoulder. Simmer for two hours, 
stirring occasionally so the 
beans don’t stick to the bottom. 

Lift out pork and arrange on 
a hot platter. Cover so the 
meat won’t dry out; keep warm. 
Slice the sausage into 1/-inch 
pieces and add to the beans. 
Melt the butter in a skillet, add 
the onions and sauté until gold- 
en. Stir into the beans with the 
wine. Continue cooking until the 
beans are very soft and the mix- 
ture is about as thick as a heavy 
cream soup or, as Donna Helma 
describes it, ‘‘it barely runs off 
the spoon.’’ This may take a 
couple of hours. Finally, stir in 
vinegar and enough Tabasco to 
give the dish a gentle bite. 

Serve the beans, sausage and 
pig’s feet straight from the cas- 
serole, with the smoked pork, 


the rice, oranges and Fare 
served on the side.

Shape the shrimp 
mixture into little balls about 
the size of a walnut and drop 
into the hot oil. Fry, without 
turning or stirring, until slight- 
ly puffed. Then increase the 
heat to 300° and deep fry, 
turning frequently, until lightly 
browned and fully puffed. As the 
puffs are cooked, drain on pa- 
per towels. Serve immediate- 
ly (or keep warm in a very low 
oven). Makes about 30 puffs.

1 cup golden raisins

Butter a two-quart soufflé mold 
thoroughly and set aside. 
Take about two-thirds of the 
loaf of bread and cut off all the 
crusts. Then cut into 14-inch 
cubes. Mix the sugar and cin- 
namon together. Add to the ap- 
ples with the raisins and mix. 
well. Then combine with the 
cubes of bread and mix again- 
(best done with your hands).

Slice the remainder of 
the bread fairly thin (about five 
slices) and cut off the crusts. 
Cut the pieces into triangles 
and arrange a layer over the 
top of the custard. Sprinkle gen- 
erously with sugar and dot! 
generously with butter. Place in 
a roasting pan and add enough 
very hot water to reach to about 
half the depth of the mold. Bake. 
in a preheated 350° oven for’ 


about 45 minutes or until the 
top is lightly browned and the 
apples are tender when pierced 
with the point of a sharp paring 
knife. Serves six.

**Custard: 

3 cups milk, at boiling point 
4 whole eggs 

2 egg yolks

Combine yolks, sugar and salt 
in top of a double boiler.

Scrub each mussel clean with 
a rough brush under running 
water. Then, using a small knife, 
scrape off the beard protruding 
from the shell. Discard any 
mussels that are not shut tight, 
that seem too heavy (they may 
hold only sand) and any that 
feel lighter than the rest. 

Take 2 tablespoons soft but- 
ter and butter a kettle or cas- 
serole large enough to accom- 
modate the mussels. (Do not 
use aluminum, because of the 
wine.) Add the mussels. Cover 
and place over a high heat until 
the mussels open. Add shallots 
Or onions and wine. Cook three 
minutes. Lift mussels from the 
kettle to wide heated soup 
plates. Discard any that do not 
open. Place kettle back over 
high heat and cook the liquid 
down to about half. Season with 
pepper and taste for salt. Some- 
times, mussels don't need ad- 
ditional salt. Stir 2 tablespoons 
hard butter into the broth, then 
ladle over the mussels. Sprinkle 
with the parsley. Serve to six.

Combine the 2 cups of sugar 
and 4 cups of water in a sauce- 
pan. Bring to a boil and boil 
three minutes. Refrigerate until 
the syrup is cold. 

Peel the bananas, then chop 
coarsely. Place about half in 
the container of the electric 
blender with the lemon juice, 
half of the cold syrup and half 
of the rum. Blend to a smooth 
purée. Pour into the container 
of an ice cream maker. Blend 
the remainder of the bananas, 
syrup and rum. Add to the ice 
cream container. 

Pack the freezer with four to 
six parts chopped ice to one 
part coarse rock salt (also 
known as ice cream salt). 
Freeze until the mixture looks 
like ‘‘wet snow’’. 

Meanwhile prepare: 


*Italian Meringue 

14 cup sugar 

1% tablespoon light corn syrup 
3 tablespoons water 

4 egg whites 


Combine the sugar, corn syrup 
and water in a small saucepan. 
Bring to a boil over medium 
heat and cook until the syrup 
reaches the soft ball stage 
(220° on a candy thermometer). 
Beat the whites until they al- 
most hold a shape, then add the 
hot syrup in a slow. steady 
stream, beating constantly. 
Continue beating until the me- 
ringue holds firm, shiny peaks 
and is cold. 

Take the cover off the ice 
cream container. Using a long- 
handled spoon, stir the me- 
ringue into the banana mixture. 
Replace the cover and continue 
freezing until the sherbet is 
firm. Lift out the dasher, scrape 
back any clinging sherbet and 
replace the cover. Drain off any 
water from the tub, repack the 
tub with salt and ice. Makes 
about 214 quarts. 

To make the sorbet 

in the refrigerator: 

Purée the bananas with the 
syrup and lemon juice as di- 
rected above. Divide the mix- 
ture among four ice trays. Place 
in freezer and freeze until 
mushy. (In a freezer register- 
ing zero, this takes two hours 
or better.) Shortly before it has 
reached that point, make the 
Italian Meringue. Take the trays 
from the freezer and pour the 
mixture into a large, well-chilled 
bowl. Beat with a rotary beater 
for one minute. Fold in the me- 
ringue with a rubber spatula. 
Pour back into the trays and 
return to the freezer until! firm 
but not solid, giving the mix- 
ture an occasional stir. 

Note the word solid: A per- 
fect sorbet, sherbet ice or gran- 
ite is firm but never solid. If it 
should become too frozen, then 
place in the refrigerator until 
it becomes spoonable.

Bring 614 cups of water to a boil 
in a large, heavy kettle. Add the 
salt. Reduce heat so the water 
is just simmering. Add the corn 
meal in a very thin stream, stir- 
ring constantly with a wooden 
spatula. Never stop stirring and 
keep the water at a slow, steady 
simmer. Continue stirring for 
20 minutes after all the corn 
meal has been added. You will 
know the polenta is done when 
it tears away from the sides 
of the kettle as you stir. 

When cooked, spoon the po- 
lenta onto a large platter to al- 
low it to cool completely and 
become firm. Smooth with a 
metal spatula so that it is about 
Y% inch thick. 

Brush a light film of oil on 
two baking dishes and set aside. 

To finish the dish, divide the 
polenta into four parts. Heat 
about four tablespoons of oil in 
a large, heavy skillet over high 
heat. When it is very hot, slide 
as many slices of the polenta 
into the pan as will fit comfort- 
ably and fry until a transparent 
(not colored) shiny crust forms 
(you'll be able to feel it with a 
fork) on one side. Turn the slices 
and cook the second side. Add 
more oil as needed. 

Place a generous slice of 
cheese on each piece and place 
in a preheated 350° oven for 
five minutes or until hot. Then 
slide under the broiler for a few 
seconds or until the cheese has 
melted. Serve piping hot. 

Note: The Polenta Fritta can 
be made early in the day and 
“finished”’ just before serving.

—A new crop of_.gardening specials. 


By ELVIN McDONALD [(j Wheth- 
er or not it rained on your gar- 
den at-the most auspicious mo- 
ments last year, the climate 
was certainly right for a bumper 
crop of gardening books. Aside 
from sheer numbers, the trends 
include emphasis on landscap- 
ing, indoor gardens (especially 
terrariums), vegetable gardens 
—and a rash of books by and 
for English gardeners. 
For looking and dreaming, 
the standout is Callaway Gar- 
dens: The Unending Season 
(Southern Living Books, Bir- 
mingham; $5.95) by Caleb Pirtle 
Ill. In the first place, this may 
well be the least expensive cof- 
fee table book ever published, 
but it is also a beautiful volume. 
Gerald Crawford's photographs 
are exquisite and the layout and 
reproduction are first-rate. Read 
the book, then take yourself to 
Pine Mountain, Ga., for a first- 
hand look at one of America’s 
most beautiful public  land- 
scapes, Callaway Gardens. 
Another beauty of a book is 
Peter Mitchell's Great Flower 
Painters: Four Centuries of 
Floral Art (The Overlook Press, 
Woodstock, N.Y. 12498; 
$27.95). Monet, Manet, Re- 
doute, Renoir, our own Georgia 
O’Keeffe—they're all here in 
more than 50 color plates and 
countless black-and-whites. 
Also big and beautiful 
is Alice M. Coats’ The Book of 
Flowers: Four Centuries of Flow- 
er Illustrations (McGraw-Hill, 
New York City; $30). The em- 
phasis here is on fine botanical 
illustration as it existed from 
1485 to 1850. Most of the il- 
lustrations appear in their orig- 
inal size—and 90% have never 
before been reproduced. 
Enough inspiration. Now for 
the real how-to guides. One of 
the best is Helen Van Pelt Wil- 
son’s Own Garden and Land- 
scape Book (Doubleday, New 
York City; $7.95). This is liter- 
ally an outpouring of Mrs. Wil- 
son’s experiences and love af- 
fairs with her own Connecticut 
garden. She is America’s fore- 
most editor of gardening books 
but also a real dirt gardener. She 
wears her sharp blue pencil to 
a nubbin daily, but never to the 
neglect of her own garden. In 
an earlier, more flowery time, 
we had Louise Beebe Wilder for 
an educational stroll down the 
garden path. Now we_ have 
Helen Van Pelt Wilson, who can 
be as tussie-mussied as Wilder, 
but also tells you how to find a 
government agricultural service 
listed in the Yellow Pages maze 
and how to fend off such gar- 


den pestilence as gypsy moths | 
or gypsy landscaping services. © 

Oh, yes, Mrs. Wilson does | 
have another new book called 
Houseplants Are for Pleasure 
(Doubleday, 
$7.95). What the other book 
does for outdoor digging, this | 
one does for indoor gardening. | 

On the other hand, The ABC 
of Potted Plants (Arco, New © 
York City; $4.95) is one of i 
those English imports best read | 
for a little amusement but not | 
much practical advice. For ex- | 
ample, what must | do about | 
my Camellia japonica? But, of 
course, it ‘‘can be grown satis- | 
factorily in an unheated glass 
extension.’’ Or, how to describe © 
the leaves of my Crassula fal- 
cata? My apologies to Jonathan 
Livingston, for I'd never noticed | 
that ‘‘they stand on either side 
of the stem like seagull wings.” | 
There’s also a fine hand- © 
ful of slim (under $5), highly 
specialized books. John Cana- 
day, The New York Times Art Crit- 
ic gives us The Artful Avocado * 
(Doubleday, New York City; © 
$3.95), which is genuinely witty “J 
—and wise. From Peter Loewer 
we now have The Indoor Water * 
Gardener’s How-To Handbook 
(Walker and Co., New York City; 
$4.95) with his own beautiful 
line drawings. Gay Courter’s 
The Beansprout Book (Simon 
and Schuster, New York City; 
$2.95) is a combination garden- 
ing/cooking book—everything 
about sprouting beans, seeds 
and grains and what to do with 
them. And from Sunset Books 
(Menlo Park, Calif.; $1.95) we 
have Terrariums & Miniature 
Gardens, graphic, detailed, filled 
with expertise. 

Now for the organic garden- 
ing buffs. If you want it straight 
from the, uh, well, horse’s 
mouth, you'll buy The Calendar 
of Organic Gardening by the 
editors of Organic Gardening 
and Farming (Rodale Press, 
Emmaus, Pa.; $6.95). If you'd 
like the subject covered in a 
nutshell, but fancied up with 
pretty line drawings and a fresh- 
er viewpoint, buy Gardening .. . 
Naturally by D. X. Fenten (Watts, 
New York City; $5.95). 
Quite another thing en- 
tirely is Natural Gardens: Gar- 
dening with Native Plants by 
Jack Kramer (Scribner's, New 
York City; $6.95). Out of the 
weed patch, into the cultivated 
garden. This book tells how to 
take these overlooked plants, 
rescued from the bulldozer, into 
a safe existence in captivity. 

One cannot review gardening 
books and pass over Jack Kra-

er lightly. His range of gar- 
_dening successes is phenome- 
-nal, both in Chicago and on the 
West Coast. He is a pro among 
pros, and also to his credit are 
‘these 1973 Scribner titles: 
‘Your First Garden, Your City 
‘Garden, Grow Your Own Plants 
(about propagation) and Gar- 
dening without Stress and 
Strain. And to show he’s not 
completely partial to one pub- 
lisher, from Doubleday we have 
Kramer's Pets and Plants in 
Miniature Gardens—on micro- 
cosms of nature to cultivate in- 
doors with geckos, lizards, 
snakes, frogs, turtles and plants 
in peaceable combinations. 
Two other books from the 
1973 crop deal with gardening 
naturally. One is Ken and Pat 
Kraft’s Growing Food the Nat- 
ural Way (Doubleday, New York 
City; $7.95), a complete and 
basic guide, and the other is 
Growing Wildflowers by Marie 
Sperka (Harper & Row, New 
York City; $8.95). Ms. Sperka 
is herself a veteran nursery- 
woman and her book is one of 
those special creations repre- 
senting what a real expert 
has to say about her specialty. 

The same might be said of 
two new books about dried 
flowers: Georgia S. Vance’s The 
Decorative Art of Dried Flower 
Arrangements (Doubleday, New 
York City; $9.95) and Plant it 
Now, Dry It Later by Harriet 
Floyd (McGraw-Hill, New York 
City; $12.95). Both women 
were first experts at their craft: 
then they wrote superb books. 

Another book that repre- 
sents a lifetime of real experi- 
ence in the field is Alice Upham 
Smith's A Distinctive Setting for 
Your House (Doubleday, New 
York City; $8.95). Mrs. Smith 
has recently retired from a large 
_ private practice designing gar- 
dens. She has plenty of black- 
and-white and color  photo- 
graphs to make her points, but 
| think the drawings have the 
greatest value. Because Mrs. 
Smith did them herself, they 
have that unmistakable ring of 
truth in every line. 

Spot Gardens by the late 
Robert E. Atkinson (McKay, 
New York City; $9.95) is an- 
other book by an author who 
was not only a successful gar- 
dener, but also a professional 
journalist. “‘Dr. Bob,’’ as he 
was fondly known, edited the 
photographs and text for Spot 
Gardens to show how anyone 
anywhere can create a vignette 
of verdant and flowered beauty 
—without spending a fortune or 
slaving over an acreage. An in- 
teresting feature of this book is 
that while Dr. Atkinson mostly 
uses Common names in his text, 
the full Latin name is given for 
each in the index. The result is 
easy reading, clear identities. 


Probably the best new book 
on smail gardens under glass 
is The Terrarium Book (Random 
House, New York City; $3.95 
in paperback) by Charles M. 
Evans and Roberta Lee Pliner. 
The line drawings by Betty 
Fraser are truly exquisite; the 
step-by-step how-to sequences 
are outstanding. The authors 
work well together; Evans is a 
horticulturist, Pliner a writer. 

We also have two books about 
herbs. One is basic, forthright, 
no-nonsense (no witches’ brews, 
no medieval magic for dispell- 
ing evil spirits), titled How 
To Grow Herbs (Sunset Books, 
Menlo Park, Calif.; $1.95). The 
other is Potpourris and Other 
Fragrant Delights by Jacqueline 
Heriteau (Simon and Schuster, 
New York City; $4.95). Bill 
Goldsmith's drawings for the 
Heriteau book are both decora- 
tive and informative, and the 
text is so filled with ideas one 
could not possibly read_ it 
through without stopping a 
dozen times to try potpourri 
recipes, blend sachets or make 
fragrant pomanders. One of the 
most valuable features of this 
little book is the list of sources 
for ingredients—all kinds of 
supplies you can order by mail 
without having to search. 
Having myself written The 
Complete Book of Gardening 
Under Lights (Doubleday, New 
York City; $5.95), | have to say 
that one of the best books to 
come along in 1973 is George 
Elbert’s The Indoor Light Gar- 
dening Book (Crown Publishers, 
New York City; $10.95). As 
president of the Indoor Light 
Gardening Society of America, 
Elbert has put together a really 
splendid volume. In fact, | don’t 
think anyone who really enjoys 
indoor plants could resist trying 
lights after reading this book. 

I've been doing it for some 
20 years and after reading ElI- 
bert’s new text. | went out and 
bought some more lights. Con- 
sidering that | am already shar- 
ing my home with some 300 
plants in sunny windows, it may 
seem madness to add lights and 
more plants—but then, | want 
to try herbs, leaf lettuce, some 
new hybrid gloxinias, more 
bromeliads, more. . . well, I’m 
afraid a larger apartment may 
be the next step. 

One last word about those 
English gardening books. Please 
understand that | have nothing 
against productive transAtlantic 
horticultural exchange. How- 
ever, color guides of tree and 
shrub varieties not available 
here are as useless as cultural 
how-to based on the climate of 
the British !sles. Before you buy 
a gardening book, read the 
author credits. If the overtones 
are British, carefully evaluate 
the text before you invest. a

limit of hard bright colors; and 
much as | love a combination 
of many patterns, that, too, has 
reached the saturation point. 
There is a need to return home 
to a haven of quiet and calm. 
My ‘room of the future’ will 
have soft blue walls (periwin- 
kle), upholstered furniture in 
an off-white texture. The rug, 
an antique Dhurrie in sand 
beige and white with touches of 
deep blue. For accent, dark gray- 
brown suede on side chairs.” 
She believes ‘‘Individuals must 
follow their inner feelings, se- 
lecting what pleases them.” 
Rubén de Saavedra of New 
York City chose a living room 
with walls painted a matte ele- 
phant gray with ivory trim, ceil- 
ing in very pale sky aqua, floor- 
ing in a charcoal-and-tan check- 
erboard. Upholstery is ivory, as 
is a hooked area rug. De Saa- 
vedra uses “‘lots of pillows in 
a rose petal-pink raw silk.”’ 
Also from New York, Mario 
Buatta also chose a living room. 
His scheme would include 
walls glazed in a plaidlike com- 
bination of forest and emerald 
green, lacquered to a_ high 
gloss, the floor stained a rich 
coffee-black color, a sofa up- 
holstered in a pale blue tex- 
tured fabric, two chairs in let- 
tuce green moiré with antique 
white painted frames, an addi- 
tional two chairs covered in a 
deep blue moiré and a fifth 
chair covered in a _ flowered 
chintz that carries out the cur- 
taining. Furniture is mostly lac- 
quer and accessories and paint- 
ings are a mixture of periods. 
For Manhattan Interior De- 
signer Mrs. Henry Parish Il, the 
favorite personal scheme for a 
living room is confined to pale 
mauve and pale pink, with a 
touch of orange lacquer. 
Philadelphia Decorator 
George Doan says his favorite 
room is a mélange of colors: 
putty, khaki, cyclamen pink and 
bright orange. They appear in 
scenic Oriental wallpaper, in the 
copy of a Directoire Aubusson 
rug (‘‘made by my grandmother 
in her 94th year’’) and in bits 
of needlepoint and pottery. 
New York's Mara Palmer 
leans toward a theme of coral, 
green and white: white lac- 
quered floor, woodwork and lat- 
tice-type window shutters with 
coral Roman shades, a daybed 
in apple green with white pil- 
lows and chairs upholstered in 
white duck. Accents come from 
a citron yellow petit point rug 
with bits of lime, blue and coral. 
Rosemary Robinson of Na- 
ples, Fla., favors blue ‘‘in any 
shade and for all purposes. | 


like playing the whole orchestra 
of blues, then counterpointing 
with turquoises. This allows a 
neutrality so multicolor paint- 
ings and accessories can intro- 
duce variety. Whites and beiges 
provide a calming background; 
wood finishes lend warmth.” 


New York?’s Bob Patino 
favors the ‘‘low-keyed, soft 
tones’’—with creamy white, 


chamois hues, dusty peach, the 
soft grays and camels. ‘‘With 
the hectic lives so many of us 
lead, tranquility is important.”’ 

Jay Spectre, also of New 
York, selects cool grays and 
browns for a bed/sitting room 
and dressing room/bath area. 
Floors are covered in velvet- 
finish steel gray with chocolate 
border; walls upholstered in me- 
dium pearl gray brushed cotton; 
the windows covered with box 
pleats of gray brushed cotton. 
The bed, sofa and chairs are 
upholstered in clay-color kid- 
skin and gray or clay-and-choc- 
olate plaid wool, with throw 
pillows of ivory and chocolate 
satins and gray suede. 

Aaron Ast of New York lists 
his favorite scheme as _ light 
gray walls, accents of peach, 
pea green and hunter green. 
Similarly, New York's Mi- 
chael de Santis, tends toward a 
light scheme: light beige com- 
bined with white and accented 
with pale gray. ‘‘For me, this 
creates a_ pleasantly livable 
atmosphere after viewing colors 
and patterns all day.” 

Back to colors with Ellen 
Lehman McCluskey of Manhat- 
tan. ‘‘l use all colors in my work 
but, somehow, deep red, white 
and blue keep appearing. They 
are so cheerful, and who can 
fight good cheer and coziness 
as relevant ingredients in a 
room's atmosphere? Plus, they 
offset each other perfectly.” 

“Having recently returned 
from Egypt,’’ says Manhattan's 
Daren Pierce, ‘‘l now see myself 
in a Tutankhamun surround— 
ivory with highlights of white and 
sand, ebony and gold leaf, ac- 
cents would be geometric needle- 
point in ivory, lapis and coral.”’ 

Michael La Rocca of Easton 
& La Rocca in New York chose a 
scheme of salmon pink, lime 
green and eggplant, ‘‘which 
sounds more like a menu than 
a room. Walls are glazed in a 
warm yellow over white, and the 
room has lots of clean, white 
trim, including shutters. It is 
further punctuated by several 
wooden pieces and also by two 
black lacquered bamboo Regen- 
cy console tables."’

is the color of my true love’s 
hair—and my new living room.” 
His walls are a deep burgundy 
lacquer, upholstery is burgun- 
dy, cobalt and sunflower yellow 
and the focal point is a col- 
orful area rug from Morocco. 

“Without a doubt,”’’ says 
George Clarkson of New York, 
‘My favorite color is cerulean 
blue in all variations—high in- 
tensity to shadow. Today, one 
must strive for serenity. To pro- 
vide calm in the stress of our 
lives is to ensure success." 

Joseph Braswell of New York 

City finds a‘ ‘‘tranquil oasis’”’ in 
the library of his Long Island 
home. Basically monochroma- 
tic, walls are upholstered in 
beige tenting canvas, windows 
have white jalousie panels and 
floors are lacquered white, as 
well. Most of the furniture is 
bleached wood upholstered in 
cinnamon leather. A_ folding 
screen against one wall is woven 
in chocolate-and-white ribbon, 
and the rest of the furniture is 
either polished brass or deep 
aubergine lacquer. 
Neutrals appeal to Carole 
Eichen of Fullerton, Calif., a 
blend of browns and _ beiges 
to put her in a relaxed, com- 
fortable mood. ‘‘These are the 
shades most complimentary to 
a woman.” 

Jack Lowery of Manhattan re- 
ports his favorite color scheme 
revolves around an accent color 
of Etruscan red—a warm red- 
orange. ‘‘It retains its intensity 
in daylight and soft evening 
lights.”” With it, soft beiges, 
off-whites and camel; wood 
pieces of olive burl and teak. 

Mark Hampton of McMillen 
Inc. in New York opts for browns 
and beiges as a warm back- 
ground for books and flowers. 
He sees walls glazed in the 
color of waxed luggage leather 
and trimmed in white; floors 
stained antique wood brown 
with an off-white geometric-pat- 
tern area rug. This would set off 
a tobacco-colored tweed sofa, 
tan glove-leather chairs and 
lounge chairs upholstered in a 
small pattern of off-white, beige 
and pure white. Add to this 
some faded mahogany and 
bleached pine antiques, some 
red and black lacquer, some 
steel and glass and ‘“‘pick up 
any color in the pillows.’’ 

John H. Jacoby, design direc- 
tor for Gyrus Clark in New York, 
loves white—be it chalk, oyster, 
cream or putty. Against this, in 
different rooms, he has picked 
up accents of black, reds (‘‘my 
wife loves them’’) and blues 
(‘‘for our holiday home on the 
Andalusian Coast’). 

A. Etienne Pensis, director of 
the interior design department 
of W & J Sloane, New York, sees 


a room with lacquered walls and 
ceiling in sang de boeuf, high- 
lighted by ivory woodwork, a 
floor bleached deeper than the 
woodwork, an ivory needlepoint 
rug with blue-and-green floral 
design and the deep red of the 
sang de boeuf again in accents. 
Add to this, upholstery in tus- 
sah silk, with matching window 
shades and highly waxed an- 
tiques of satin wood, blue-and- 
white porcelain and malachite 
objets d’art. 

Color should make one 
feel at ease in a room, and De- 
signer Camille B. Lehman of 
Casa Bella Home Furnishings of 
Miami and New York says, ‘‘I 
feel most comfortable in my 
own home with white to bone as 
an over-all color. As accents, | 
like all shadings of ultramarine, 
and lots of color from plants.” 

LaWayne Alexander of Hous- 
ton’s Suniland Studio leans to- 
ward southwest colors for a 
study /guestroom—zinnia, nut- 
meg and off-white. Off-white and 
nutmeg color the carpet, repeat 
on walls and moldings, while 
the ceiling is painted a deep 
khaki. A wing chair ties in all 
three colors in a flamestitch, 
Roman shades use them plus 
pongee in a stripe. A sofa bed 
is in off-white ‘‘velvet’’ Hercu- 
lon and a skirted table shows a 
white-and-nutmeg geometric. 

From the U.S. Virgin Islands, 
R. Parker Young chooses ‘“‘the 
blue-through-green side of the 
color chart, with an accent of 
red (like our hibiscus) and a 
background of blue-toned white 
—the colors of the Caribbean 
region in which | live and work.”’ 

James Amster of Amster 
Yard in Manhattan finds deep 
colors are the most pleasing 
personally and especially a com- 
bination of terra cotta and slate 
blue. ‘‘It’s soft and mellow and 
so comfortable to live with.” 
For Designer William 
Pah|Imann, also of New York, ‘‘A 
new favorite crops up on every 
job that has an inspiring client.” 
One current scheme _ that 
pleases him is one he’s using 
for a room at TexasA&M. “‘It’s 
set around the school colors— 
maroon and white. With this, we 
have used turquoise, electric 
blues, some lime greens and 
coral, but never orange (the 
color of a competing university). 
White and golds are also intro- 
duced and charcoal completes 
the scheme.” 

Audré Fiber of Manhattan 
has three opinions. For tradi- 
tional, she sees warm, flattering 
colors such as apricot, peach 
tones, warm beiges and sunny 
yellow. In a contemporary set- 
ting, gray-beige or beige. And 
for ‘‘chic,’’ she sees a current 
preference for gray and white 
with walls dark and shining. ®

HERITAGE: Sometimes called a “borning quilt,” 
this pattern, which shows a distinct Elizabethan 
influence, was among the first of its kind to 
appear in Colonial America. At the time it was 
a tradition for friends and neighbors of a new 
mother to prepare an elaborate bedcovering 
for her which was used on the occasion when 
they welcomed the new arrival.

In the wake of the energy crisis, we are 
faced with yet another crunch: a present 
and future shortage of wood products. 
As a nation, we should be building 2,- 
500,000 dwellings each year merely to 
stay even with our housing needs. The 
average family consumes annually more 
than a ton of wood-derived paper prod- 
ucts. And the furniture industry uses 
about 2 billion board feet of wood year- 
ly. We are falling behind in meeting 
these demands. Does this mean that 
we are running out of trees? Is an 
assured wood supply becoming just 
another memory of the good old days? 
As we look out across our naked cities, 
burgeoning suburbia and acres of hard 
highways and paved parking lots, it is 
difficult not to accept a growing as- 
sumption that this might be the case. 

But the fact is that one-third of our 
nation’s land area is still covered with

forest—comprising 75% as much for- 
estland as existed when Columbus land- 
ed on our shores nearly 500 years ago. 
Of a total of 754 million acres of trees, 
254 million have been set aside in na- 
tional and regional parks, wilderness 
areas, watersheds or as unsuited for 
growing usable timber. The balance, an 
astronomical half billion acres, is our 
commercial forest. This aggregate acre- 
age contains 2 trillion board feet of soft- 
wood timber alone—enough to build 
over three times the number of houses 
now standing in America. And, unlike 
our rapidly dwindling supplies of ener- 
gy-providing fossil fuels, this wood is a 
renewable resource—an actual agri- 
cultural crop that can be replaced after 
every harvesting. 

Why, if we have so many trees, are 
we experiencing a wood crisis? 

The reasons are varied and mostly in-

terrelated—and tinged with ironies. But 
they are largely the effects of one over- 
riding cause—an ever-pyramiding con- 
sumer demand. A recent 10-year survey 
of our timber resources by the U.S. 
Forest Service discloses that our na- 
tional appetite for wood products has 
jumped 709% during the past 30 years. 
Demand-and-supply projections through 
the year 2,000, just one generation 
away, indicate that this trend will con- 
tinue—and increase—during that pe- 
riod. The paradox of such an enormous 
inventory yielding such a limited sup- 
ply can better be understood when 
we see how efficiently, or inefficiently, 
it is harvested. 

The largest single owner is our- 
selves—the Federal Government. We, 
the people, own 22% of the total 
usable forest acreage, containing 58% 
of the nation’s (Continued on page 129)

In Europe, some of the finest clockwork toys—and now highly 
desirable ones—came from the manufacturing firm of Ernst 
Paul Lehmann. Not only charming in character, they were also 
imaginatively made so that a cheap and simple mechanism suc- 
cessfully produced a lot of animation. Fernand Martin, a French 
contemporary of Lehmann, commercially produced inexpensive 
sheet iron toys. Connecticut was the paramount tin toy manu- 
facturing state in America as early as the 1840s. George W. 
Brown and Co., from Forestville (later to become Stevens & 
Brown Manufacturing Co.) began America’s clockwork toy trade 
in the 1850s.

Justas sure as that fat robinis out 
there on the lawn, bobbing along eat- 
ing you-know-whats and about to get 
fatter, a new gardening season is upon 
us. And one way or another, the times 
have turned us into a nation of 
gardeners. Either you love it and can't 
wait to step outside and keep the 
robins company, or yow re thankful 
you have something to do besides 
worry where yow re going to get the 
next gallon of weekend getaway gas. 
Good gardeners, unlike greedy robins, are 
seldom fat. Still, flipping through the seed 
catalogs is not exactly the kind of winter 

activity that will prepare you for all your spring 
gardening chores. So, get yourself in shape 
early. First get your doctor’s okay, then begin to 
exercise daily. The AMA’s Committee on 
Exercise and Physical Fitness suggests that 
you start slowly and increase gradually. Even 10 
minutes a day of sit-ups, leg-ups, side-bends, 
deep knee-bends and jogging in place can do 
wonders. Next, before the planting season is in 
full swing, spruce up your equipment and 
supplies—and organize your storage areas. 
This kind of pursuit makes great therapy ona 
rainy weekend. Keep all pesticides and other 
chemicals locked in a cabinet, then find 

the best places for other items according to your 
own needs. For no-sweat, quick clean-up, hang 
Rubbermaid’s garden shelf and tool 

organizer on your garage wall with a garden 
hose rack installed nearby (or outdoors 

over a water faucet). If you'd like to build 

a real garden work center with storage tailored 
to your favorite equipment, study the plans 
available from the American Plywood Associ- 
ation (1119 A St., Tacoma, Wash. 98401) and 
from the California Redwood Association 

(617 Montgomery St., San Francisco 94111). 
Unless you’re a good mechanic, follow your 
maintenance manual for putting your old lawn 
mower in working order. If it has a gasoline 
engine, be sure the spark plug is clean and then 
tank up with fresh gasoline and oil. Outdoor 
sprucing up may begin literally with the 
spruces—and other evergreens—if they’re 
overgrown or have been damaged by winter 
storms. The best time to prune most deciduous 
trees is before the leaves come out. Early, 
before the birds arrive, is also the best time to 
spray fruit or other trees that may need it. 

Wait until after bloom to trim early-flowering 
trees and shrubs. Many professional services 
offer complete tree and lawn care, of course, 

at rates that vary from area to area. And

should always consult a pro for 
advice on specific problems. To 
help your lawn green up early, 
give it a good raking to remove 
all the dead growth. A lawn 
mower with a bagging attach- 
ment will do an efficient job of 
picking up the debris. If your 


lawn has been compacted by: 


machinery, now is a good time 
to aerate. (Turf aerators are 
available from rental services.) 
If you live where crabgrass is a 
summer problem, apply a pre- 
emergent crabgrass killer at 
about the time the forsythia is 
blooming. You can save your- 
self one trip by applying ferti- 
lizer to your lawn at the same 
time. As early as you can work 
the ground, seed or otherwise 
patch bare spots. 

With gasoline in short supply, 
it is a fair question to ask if 
you should invest in a push-type 
reel mower. Probably not, un- 
less you have a handkerchief- 
sized garden. If you do, push 
reels are being manufactured 
today by such well-known com- 
panies as Yard-Man, Scotts and 
Wheeler. If the mower engine is 
in perfect running condition, 


half a gallon of gasoline will 
mow almost any home lawn. If 
the noise bothers you, look into 
the new models designed to 


meet noise-reduction codes. For 
example, Toro’s 1974 _ high- 
torque mower motors have been 
engineered to cut at fewer rpm. 
Swimming pool spruce-up 
is best left to a professional 
service ($100 up). Be sure the 
pumping and filtering systems, 
the chemical dispensing de- 
vices and the heating element 
are all checked out. If your pool 
was empty over the winter, you 
can hire neighborhood young- 
sters to scrub it, using a clean- 
ing agent recommended by your 
local pool supply house. If water 
was left in the pool over winter, 
it may need to be changed be- 
fore the new season. But be- 
ware of changing the water 
yourself, especially after heavy 
precipitation, as in-ground wa- 
ter pressure can heave even a 
very strong installation. 

Plant = bare-root trees and 
shrubs as soon as you can work 
the soil. This goes for fruit and 
shade trees, bramble fruits and 
all kinds of ornamental shrubs. 
Nursery stock purchased in 
containers or balled-and-bur- 
lapped can go in at the 
same time, or later. 

The most important rule for 
all of them is that old saw about 
the 50-cent plant in a $5 hole, 
meaning you dig until you hate 
the w(hole) idea, and then you 
dig some more. When the roots 
are firmly in place, give the 
plant a good drink (and re- 
member yourself, too). 


If you have an established 
border of perennial flowers, first 
remove to your compost pile any 
dead plant tops left from last 
year. Take away winter mulches 
gradually until you have them 
all cleared away around the date 
of your last killing frost. When 
peony shoots first begin to push 
through the earth’s surface, 
spray with a good fungicide to 
prevent botrytis blight. When 
you get into the perennial bed 
and start cultivating, watch out 
for the slow-starters. This goes 
for platycodon (Chinese balloon 
flower), butterfly weed (asclepi- 
as), the hardy Begonia evansi- 
ana, some ferns and, most im- 
portant of all, hybrid lilies. 
After the border is 
cleaned and cultivated, give the 
soil surface a dusting of all- 
purpose fertilizer. Early spring 
is the best time to divide every- 
thing except Oriental poppies, 
peonies and bearded iris, all of 
which need late summer or early 
fall division. Summer phlox, 
hardy chrysanthemums and 
hardy asters can stand yearly 
dividing at this time. If they’re 
large and crowded, split up 
creeping phlox, baby’s-breath, 
veronicas, Campanulas, sedums 
and daylilies (hemerocallis) in 
early spring. 

Incidentally, if you're going to 
establish a new perennial bor- 
der, there is no better time than 
right now. Just be sure to pre- 
pare the soil as well as you can 
afford in terms of do!lars and 
energy. A perennial border is a 
permanent thing. Whatever you 
invest at the beginning will re- 
pay you for years to come. Pe- 
onies and gasplant, for exam- 
ple, may need no transplanting 
for a decade. 

One last word about saving 
energy (now that you’ve spent 
all of yours). When lighting in 
the landscape is a necessity for 
safety, consider the efficient 12- 
volt systems. Most hardware 
stores and garden centers stock 
them. And remember _ that 
mulches are one way to save 
your own energy. They keep 
weeds down and conserve mois- 
ture so you don’t have to water 
so often in dry weather. Use 
leaf mold or compost, salt hay, 
chopped sugarcane (bagasse), 
redwood bark chips, buckwheat 
hulls, pecan  shells—or the } 
newest thing at your garden 
center, Rub’r Mulch, a deco- 
rative ground cover made from 
recycled rubber. If weekly mow- 
ing and monthly hedge trim- 
ming require more energy than 
you have, look into two new 
products from Pittsburgh Chem- 
ical: Mow-Less and Trim-Less. 
Both these new items are spray- 
on chemical growth retard- 
ants. () By ELVIN McDONALD

lf you want large tomatoes 
try Park’s Extra Early Hybrid, 
among the first of the large 
tomatoes to mature.

Tomatoes are perennials and 
even the extra-early types will 
continue to bear until frost. 


germination in five or six days. 





Any of these varieties should 
mature fruit by July 1. 

Once your selection is made, 
start the plants early—from 
Feb. 15 to March 15. Sow seeds 
in a half-inch Fertl-cube, three 
seeds per cube, or in a Jiffy 
Seven. Set each cube in a peat 
pot filled with a mix of equal 
parts compost and garden soil. 

You might also use a potting 
mix of equal parts leaf mold, 
garden loam and sand. Leaf 
mold and compost can be pur- 
chased in small bags at garden 
stores. Fertl-cubes, Jiffy Sevens 
and peat pots are molded of 
composted material. They dis- 
integrate into the soil and feed 
the plant while it is young. 

Set the planted peat pots in 
a flat or tray. Gallon and half- 
gallon milk cartons can be re- 
cycled into serviceable flats by 
slicing them in half lengthwise. 
Water each peat pot until the 
soil is well-moistened but not 
muddy. To keep the soil moist, 
slip a plastic bag with a few 
holes punched in it over the 
flat. Pots should not need any 
more water until the plants 
come up. However, if the soil 
looks dry, pour in a little water 
and let it soak up to the seeds. 
Or water with a mist sprayer. 


Place flats on an electric heat 
cable. These range in price from 
$2 to $5, depending on length, 
and are well worth the money 
because gentle bottom heat 
brings plants up from one to 
two weeks earlier than those 
without it. In five or six days, 
the first leaves will appear. 

When the plants came up, 
remove the plastic bag and set 
flats on a sunny window ledge, 
keeping the heat cord under 
them. Turn flats daily to keep 
plants from reaching for the 
sun and getting lopsided. When 
plants are nicely established, 
pinch off all but the sturdiest. 

Some growers use fluores- 
cent light units for raising seed- 
lings. The warmth and light 
from the fluorescents encour- 
age rapid and compact growth. 
Burn them approximately 15 
hours out of every 24. 

When plants are six inches 
high, transplant them to larger 
containers. Any fair-sized con- 
tainer will work here. Use 
the same soil mix as for the 
peat pots. Put a little soil in 
the bottom of each container, 
set a peat pot on it and fill with 
soil right up to the first true 
tomato leaves. 

Now the plants should be 
set outside for a few hours each 
warm day to harden. However, 
they must be protected from 
wind and cold. Graduaily length- 
en the time until the plants are 
out all day on mild days. To 
protect your plants, you can 
make a mini-greenhouse from 
a cardboard box. Just set plants 
in it and cover with a piece of 
plastic held by clothes pins. 

Now that you have the jump 
on the season by early seeding, 
you can get another jump by 
transplanting into the garden a 
month to six weeks ahead of the 
last expected frost date—if you 
protect the plants from frosty, 
blustery weather. 

In the garden, tomatoes need 
a well-drained sunny location 
that has been deeply spaded. 
Dig a hole for each plant, large 
enough so the plant can be 
buried up past the first few 
leaf nodes, leaving only about 
six to eight inches sticking out. 
Have the soil in the container 
moist and you can push the 
plant out through the bottom 
while keeping the soil intact. 

Mix a handful of bone meal, 
a handful of soybean meal and 
two handfuls of compost with 
the soil you remove from the 
hole. Tamp this mixture around 
the plant, watering generously 
as you tamp. Take coffee cans, 
cut the bottoms out and push 
one down around each plant to 
protect it from cut-worms. Set 
plants four feet apart each way. 


The next step is to cover the 
plants. A large glass jar in- 
verted over each (or a commer- 
cial hot cap) will draw heat 
during the day and hold it 
against the chill of night. Then 
give each plant an_ individual 
greenhouse. Make a cylindrical 
wire cage about four feet high 
and 18 inches in diameter from 
any type of wire netting. Cover 
with clear plastic or slip a clear 
plastic trash bag over it. Place 
a mini-greenhouse over each 
hot cap or glass jar to create 
dead air space for insulation. 

Should the day become too 
warm, you can lift off the 
little greenhouse or roll up the 
plastic and let the air circulate 
inside. If there is a heavy freeze 
warning, the cage can be 
draped with a blanket or some 
such covering for added pro- 
tection, although this should 
not be necessary. If your garden 
is in a windy location, fasten a 
pointed stake to each cage and 
drive it into the ground to keep 
the cage from blowing over. 

lf you don't want to raise 
your own plants, you can buy 
them from the nursery, but be 
sure to select early varieties 
within this 45- to 68-day range. 
Pick sturdy plants with healthy 
dark foliage in individual pots. 

When frost danger is past, 
remove greenhouses and hot 
caps or jars. Now stake the 
plants. Drive a stake into the 
ground by each plant, leaving 
about five feet of stake above 
ground. Loosely tie the main 
branch of the plant to the stake 
with a strip of cloth. As the 
plants grow, add more ties. 

Cultivate or hoe the plants 
lightly to keep down weeds until 
garden soil is warm and plants 
are growing well. Then mulch 
with six to eight inches of straw, 
hay or grass clippings. As time 
passes, add more mulch. 

Mulch helps the soil to retain 
moisture, keeps plant roots 
cool, stop weeds, discourages 
slugs and keeps bottom toma- 
toes from touching the ground. 

As the plants grow, prune the 
extra. branches, leaving only 
three or four main branches. 
Once a week, pinch off all extra 
small shoots. Tomatoes also 
need lots of water. 

To make your plants grow as 
if by magic and be the envy of 
every gardener in the neighbor- 
hood, feed them once a week 
by pouring a cupful of manure 
tea on the roots. To make ma- 
nure tea, put a small shovel of 
dried cow manure (available at 
your garden center) and a small 
shovel of compost into a five- 
gallon container of water. Buy 
a bottle of fish emulsion and 
add according to directions. @

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SEX OLD ROSES FOR 
NEW ROSARTIANS 


By KATE CORBIN [j There are 
many great old roses. | suggest 
you start with a few that differ 
least in appearance from mod- 
ern types. Slowly add the more 
“‘old-fashioned’’ ones. 

Their flat shape and exces-: 
sive fullness are probably the 
chief reasons that a number of

gardeners can’t ‘‘see’’ the old 
roses. On the other hand, a well- 
known nurseryman has said that 
a taste for single roses is the 
last to be acquired. But at what 
period of development could a 
gardener’s taste possibly be of- 
fended by a semidouble rose? 
In bud, partly open or fully 
open, they are all lovely. 

To begin, there is Celestial 
(sometimes called Celeste). It 
is a shrub rose, growing to a 
bushy six feet. A hardy, vigor- 
ous and disease-resisant Rosa 
alba, it is believed to have been 
originated by the Dutch about 
the end of the 18th century. “A 
rose of wonderful beauty when 
it is half opened,’’ Gertrude 
Jekyll said of its soft, pure pink 
flower. Adds present-day au- 
thority G.S. Thomas, ‘‘There is 
no half-open bloom so lovely.”’ 
Celsiana is a damask whose 
history goes back beyond 1750. 
The plant is a sturdy shrub of 
from four to five feet. The flow- 
ers, large for an old rose, ex- 
pand to about four inches and 
are of a warm, pale pink, with 
crinkled petals, in clusters. 

A bourbon going back to 
1868, Zephyrine Drouhin is a 
vigorous hardy semiclimber to 
about 10 feet. The cerise-pink 
flowers have been called crude 
in color; they are best against 
a gray or other neutral back- 
ground. Exquisite true old-rose 


fragrance is Zephyrine Drou- 
hin’s greatest charm. It repeats 
generously or sparingly accord- 
ing to climate and other factors. 
Safrano is a tea (1839) of 
apricot yellow whose original 
lovers have never wavered in 
their allegiance. The buds are 
pointed, the flowers large and 
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fragrant. It is hardy for a tea 
and can be grown further north 
than the average tea rose. 
Gallica officinalis, whose ro- 
mantic history goes back to the 
Middle Ages, is a fine once- 
blooming three-foot landscape 
plant with flowers in a delightful 
rose-red. It is the rose par ex- 
cellence for making potpourri. 
A white, white rose, Blanc 
Double de Coubert (1892) is, 
despite its name, not a truly 
double rose. It is an ever-bloom- 


‘ing hybrid Rosa rugosa that 


makes a deliciously fragrant 
garden hedge with golden foli- 
age in autumn for extra beauty. 
Each of these is not only 
fragrant and lovely in flower but 
embodies one or more of the 
qualities that make the old 
roses generally easy to grow— 
hardiness, vigor, insect- and 
disease-resistance, plus little 
need for any pruning. 
Undoubtedly, the best of 
the old roses will always be 
grown, and deservedly, for their 
merits, not for historic and ro- 
mantic associations alone. Be- 
gin with some of these semi- 
doubles and you will surely go 
on to add doubles and singles.

By MARION GOUGH [| Memo 
to those travelers who claim 
that the whole world is begin- 
ning to look the same: There’s 
no place, but no place, like Ber- 
muda. Many a mild, relaxing 
clime has a similar palm-tree 
come-on and the vacationer’s 
tantalus of bougainvillea, hibis- 
cus, delicious beaches, rum 
punch and dancing under the 
stars, but only Bermuda is so 
pink and white and blue all over, 
so architecturally tidy, all the 
chalky stepped-down roofs of its 
distinctive houses as dazzling 
clean as the early morning sun, 
so simultaneously scented with 
cedar and sea air (you are never 
more than a mile from the water 
on this 20-square-mile fishhook 
of Aeolian limestone islands and 
coral reefs). 

There are many who feel, as 
| do, that no matter how often 
you go, Bermuda always seems 
a fresh, new and well-tempered 
world that never appears 
crowded, even on those days 
when the cruise ships nose right 
into Front Street, Hamilton’s 
main drag, and the passengers 


race to the shops for bargains 
in cashmere, woolens, perfumes, 
china, antiques and booze. Even 
those who remember the quieter 
days before 1946, when the 
tinkle of bicycle bells and the 
clip-clop of horse-drawn car- 
riages were replaced by the 
automobile and the motor bike, 
are amazed that there is still 
such a measure of solitude in 
the little, hidden cove beaches, 
still the feeling that you have 
the place pretty much to your- 
self on the meandering roads. 
Although | know I’m sharing 
this tranquil balminess with the 
annual crop of 400,000 visitors, 
it’s a world that never makes me 
feel like a tourist. This, | think, 
is one of Bermuda’s most en- 
dearing differentnesses. Tour- 
ism is indeed a mainstay here, 
but it’s a pleasantly uncontrived, 
low-key kind of tourism, un- 
marred by those get-rich-quick 
tricks that have destroyed both 
atmosphere and landscape in so 
many parts of the world that 
travelers used to love. 
Bermuda still belongs to the 
Bermudians, a home-loving lot,

inheritors of a certain British 
orderliness and courtesy who 
are polite but staunch guardians 
of their traditions and the qual- 
ity of their homeland. They 
have, for instance, declared a 
moratorium on hotel expansion 
until 1975; outlanders may not 
hire automobiles or buy proper- 
ty valued at less than $75,000; 
in public places, it is not con- 
sidered comme il faut to appear 
in bare feet, short shorts or hair 
curlers (nobody raps you over 
the knuckles, but the message 
gets across without fail). 
If you feel more like an in- 
vited guest than a tourist, it’s 
because Bermudians are old 
hands at playing host. The first 
recorded vacationer was the 
Reverend Michael Wigglesworth 
of Malden, Mass., who voyaged 
to this clement climate for the 
sake of his health in 1663, 
about 59 years after a group 
of English colonists headed for 
Virginia were shipwrecked on 
the Bermuda reefs and the En- 
glish history of the place began. 
A long train of Americans has 
followed him, starting with the 
Virginia relatives of the early 
Bermudians, and there has al- 
ways been good rapport between 
the mainland and our British 
cousins out there in the Atlantic, 
586 miles off Cape Hatteras. 
The guesthouse, that pecu- 
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liarly Bermudian _ institution, 
must have started early. It is 
more like a home than a place 
of lodging, accommodating a 
small number of people, and 
guests seem to take their 
behavioral cues from their hosts, 
doing as the Bermudians do. 
This means sailing (the Bermu- 
dians have a long sailing tradi- 
tion and vistas of bobbing masts 
at everyone’s front door, or 
dock, are as much part of the 
scene as the white sailboats 
scudding the Hamilton harbor; 
every May there’s International 
Racing Week and in June the 
excitement of the Newport-Ber- 
muda Yacht Race). It means 
tennis, everybody, (the first 
game on this continent was 
played here; 101 years ago, a 
guest from Staten Island im- 
ported the game to the U.S. and 
the rest is history). It means 
golf (nine excellent courses, 
including the spectacular Mid- 
Ocean, Castle Harbour, and the 
Port Royal, all scenic, all chal- 
lenges). And  scuba-diving— 
because the pink-and-white flow- 
ering surface of Bermuda is 
more than matched by the 
underseas world of colorful fish 
and marine fauna and there are 
wrecks of old Spanish caravels 
lying among its reefs (a visit to 
the Aquarium will give you a

turity, both reach up to ceiling 

height, with individual leaves measuring as much as 12 inches 
long by six wide. A young plant like these of D. picta costs about 
$1 and with good care may reach six feet in two years. 


What's a tall, good-looking, graceful plant doing with a name 
like giant dumbcane? Well, if you cut off one of the canes and 
rubbed some of the juice on your tongue, you’d know. You'd also 
be dumb for a while, literally. Long before the 19th-century bot- 
anist Dieffenbach gave his name to the Dieffenbachia (deef-en- 
BOCK-ee-uh), nature apparently decided this was a plant solely to 
beautify the earth, never to be chewed by man or beast. Since its 
introduction from South America into England around 1820, the 
dieffenbachia has proved that it can do a lot more than stand 
around looking leafy in the jungle. In fact, by 1864, when E£. J. 
Lowe wrote Beautiful Leaved Plants, dieffenbachias had been 
tamed sufficiently for him to give cultural directions that hold 
today. We may use different words, but the facts remain. 

And the faets are these: Light, semisunny to shady. This 
means up to three or four hours direct sun shining on the leaves, 
or a spot where light is bright enough to cast a shadow. Tem- 
peratures should be comfortable for you, say 68-80°. Avoid hot 
or chill drafts. Humidity—the amount of moisture in the air— 
should be 30% or more. In any climate where winter heating is 
required, a humidifier is almost a necessity. Generally speaking, a 
combination of 50% humidity and temperatures around 72° 
keeps plants, people and fine furniture in good shape. Soil for 
dieffenbachias can be a commercially packaged medium recom- 
mended for foliage plants. Feed healthy, growing dieffenbachias 
once a month with diluted liquid house plant food. Watering calls 
for drenching, then not again until the surface soil approaches 
dryness. However, if you let the soil dry out like a desert, the 
older leaves will promptly die. Propagate dieffenbachias in spring 
or summer by stem-cuttings, four inches long, inserted vertically 
to half their length in moist peat moss and sand. Enclose in a 
clear plastic bag until new leaves show sturdy growth. 

There are more than 50 different dieffenbachias in cultiva- 
tion. All have oblong-pointed leaves, which may be in any shade 
of green from pale chartreuse to near black, variegated chalk white 
to golden yellow. They are best used as major greenery for a table, 
desk or floor space. Shopping tips: Young dieffenbachias are wide- 
ly sold for under $2. If healthy (firm growth with no bugs, no 
brown leaves), these are a good buy and will adapt quickly to your 
conditions. For a larger plant, say three feet tall, you can expect 
to pay between $15 and $30: if five feet or over, the price may go 
to $75, depending on source and quality. ) By ELVIN McDONALD

Paper Americana—old stock 
certificates, cigar box labels, 
beer and whisky labels, airline 
baggage stickers, product la- 
bels and advertising cards—is 
experiencing a healthy demand 
as den and home bar decora- 
tions and for using in décou- 
page creations. 

Cheap dishes and glasses 
were given away at movie thea- 
ters during the Great Depres- 
sion, one piece each week, to 
keep customers coming back 
until they had the complete set. 
When prosperity returned, what- 
ever wasn't broken was rele- 
gated to the attic or storage 


shed to gather dust until the 
1960s, when a few dish collec- 
tors, discouraged by the high 
prices of classic chinas, began 
seeking it. Nicknamed (what 
else?) ‘‘Depression glass,”’ it is 
now one of the hottest items at 
antique shops and flea markets, 
bringing up to $10 an item for 
the hard-to-get pieces. 

If your grandfather chewed 
tobacco and hoarded the little 
tin tags that were pressed into 
each plug to indicate the brand, 
thank the old boy. Each tag is 
worth a dollar or more today. 

Ten years ago, every Good- 
will store in the nation had a 
few old heavy oak iceboxes 
gathering dust in the basement. 
Today, they are being refinished 
into liquor storage cabinets for 
home bars, and bring upwards 


of $50 in any condition. And, if 
you have one of the old ice 
cards with 25, 50, 75 and 100 
in the corners to let the ice 
man know what size cake was 
needed, you can probably get 
a dollar or two for that. 

The name of Coca-Cola and 
its counterpart, ‘‘Coke,’’ evi- 
dently strikes a responsive 
chord in many hearts, because 
anything bearing either of these 
famous brand names is an in- 
stant collector's item. Since 
Coca-Cola has always been ad- 
vertised heavily in every con- 
ceivable media, a specialist in 
this rich field can search for 
bottles (the regular-sized, over- 
sized and undersized), cans, 
glasses, trays, posters, coast- 
ers, blotters, thermometers, 
signs, calendars and mirrors. If 
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your collecting tastes run to 
harder stuff, you can build up a 
similar hoard of items adver- 
tising liquors, wines and beers. 

Postcards have always been 
popular with hobbyists but 
there’s a difference now. Old- 
time collectors usually saved 
every card that came in, piling 
them up in trunks and shoe 
boxes in no particular order. 


’ Today's postcard collector (or 


deltiologist, as he prefers to be 
known) is a specialist. He may 
collect only cards bearing pic- 
tures of trolley cars, ships, 
steam locomotives, banks, court 
houses, Gibson Girls, depots or 
Kewpie Dolls. Or perhaps only 
cards from a specific time or 
place. One New Jersey collector 
has been advertising for post- 
cards with storks on them, 
which might represent the ulti- 
mate in specialization. 

If you were a child back in 
the 20s and had a box full of 
cast-iron toys, the smartest 
thing you could have done 
would have been to lock up the 
box, put it in a secret place and 
preserve it until today. If you 
were extra-smart, you would 
have invested every dollar you 
could earn or borrow in more 
cast-iron toys. Unfortunately, 
few of us were that smart, so 
we won't be responding to an 
advertisement by a Virginia col- 
lector offering to pay $112,435 
for a list of 253 pre-1930 toys 
and banks. Individual offering 
prices ranged from $25 to 
$1,500, depending on rarity. 

What can we learn from all 

this? Can there possibly be 
items all around us today that 
will be hot collector’s items in 
the year 2000? We can only 
guess, but if Cobb’s prophecy 
holds true, the chances are 
good there are. 
There are, of course, always 
items that by their very nature 
are destined to become col- 
lector’s items: election buttons 
and presidential campaign par- 
aphernalia; baseball cards that 
children of all ages invariably 
collect; limited editions of prints, 
medals and dishes; coins and 
bills; stamps and covers. Al- 
though these are worth saving, 
they are unlikely to provide the 
big profits because there are 
quite a few of these items being 
hoarded right now. 

But here are some of my 
personal votes for collectibles 
from today: 

Toys. Toys of any era seem 
always in demand. First, for 
most of us, childhood seems a 
happy, carefree time and after 
absorbing the hard knocks life 
deals us, we yearn for some- 
thing, anything, that will recall 
a happier time. Hence, the toy 
collector. Second, unlike books 
and furniture, most toys are 
treated (Continued on page 54)

roughly, quickly worn out, brok- 
en and discarded. 

Miniature vehicles seem 
especially promising. Known by 
such names as ‘‘Hot Wheels,” 
“Johnny Lightning”’ and 


‘‘Match Boxes,’ miniature ve-' 


hicles are sold in every variety 
store and discount house. 
Prices range from about 39¢ 
to $1. Like their full-scale 
counterparts from Detroit, new 
models of these little cars ap- 
pear regularly while the older, 
obsolete models disappear from 
the shelves. In addition to mod- 
el cars, | recommend preserv- 
ing the packaging they are sold 
in, the plastic buttons that ac- 
company some lines of cars, 
tracks and accessories and car 
catalogs and advertising. 

Of current dolls, perhaps the 
most likely to succeed is Bar- 
bie, a lifelike doll manufactured 
in California in many types and 
sizes and sold with such acces- 
sories as complete wardrobes, 
cars, boats, radios and, well, 
whatever the average teenage 
girl owns. Also available is Ken 
(Barbie’s boy friend), a sister 
and severa! friends. Barbie is 
still on the scene, but if she 
vanishes like her predecessors, 
the Bye-Low doll and the Shirley 
Temple Doll, she'll be a collec- 
tor’s item in 2000. 

You might also consider the 
popular boy’s doll, G.I. Joe. 
Like Barbie, Joe has many 
changes of clothing and_ all 
kinds of military equipment. 
Another popular line for boys 
is the tough plastic Western 
dolls, including cowboys, Indi- 
ans, cowgirls, horses, steers, 
cavalry troops, forts, Indian 
camps and frontier towns. 

TV artifacts. Since the col- 
lecting fraternity of today in- 
cludes so many radio and movie 
buffs, and since everyone now 
watches television, | predict 
that the artifacts of early TV 
will be the collector’s prizes of 
tomorrow. So hang on to that 
stack of old TV Guides from the 
50s and while you're at it, you 
might as well keep that 1952 
nine-inch-screen receiver you've 
been meaning to throw away. 

Reeords. Another possible 
investment item is those little 
45 rpm recordings. Some of the 
earlier 45s of the 50s and 60s 
are already collector’s items or 
“golden oldies.’’ Whether or not 
you enjoy rock ’n’ roll, it’s part 
of our musical history and will 
one day be looked upon as fond- 
ly as we look upon the jazz 
music of the 20s and the big 
band sound of the 40s. So don’t 
be too quick to get rid of those 
stacks of records the children 


leave behind when they marry. 
Hippie items. Regardless 
of your feelings about the hip- 
pies and pseudo-hippies of the 
60s and 70s, this colorful sub- 
culture will one day be recalled 
nostalgically just as we remem- 
ber with a smile the era of flap- 
pers, jazz bands, bootleg booze, 
public enemies and_ raccoon 
coats. | believe that within a 
couple of decades, nostalgia 
buffs will avidly seek the ban- 
gles, beads, patches, stickers, 
incense, peace Signs, wigs, post- 
ers, sandals and water beds 
many sneer at today. 
“Now” products. Just as 
today’s collectors advertise for 
the products that typified a by- 
gone era, so will the collector 
of tomorrow. So store your junk 
mail away as lovingly as you 
would any gilt-edged_ invest- 
ment, and along with it save 
those cereal boxes, soap wrap- 
pers, soup can labels and 
toothpaste cartons. Remember, 
old soap cartons that once con- 
tained such familiar products as 
Gold Dust, Silver Dust, Oxydol, 
Duz and Fels Naptha are now 
bringing about $15, and per- 
haps twice as much if the soap 
powder is still in them. Just as 
our collectors are paying many 
dollars for old Log Cabin syrup 
cans, Avon containers and 
those flat 50-cigaret tins, so to- 
morrow’s collector will do like- 
wise for syrup bottles in the 
shape of Mrs. Butterworth and 
plastic honey bottles in the like- 
ness of a bear. 

My own personal prediction 
is that the product-collecting 
rage of the future will be aero- 
sol spray cans in which virtually 
everything is packaged today. 
And here’s another personal 
prediction: In the early 60s, 
there appeared a new kind of 
photographic printing process 
called xography, in which a 
three-dimensional image ap- 
pears on a perfectly flat sur- 
face. Since the process is ex- 
pensive, it has never become 
widely used, but | think a col- 
lection of items on which it has 
appeared will turn out to be a 
very worthwhile investment. 

Another phenomenon of our 
time has been the demand for 
equality and human rights by 
minority groups and females. | 
predict that mementos of these 
struggles will become collec- 
tor’s items. In fact, as the black 
people take their rightful places 
in American society, collectors 
are already buying up the dis- 
appearing mementos of their 
former status. 

So take a second look at that 
empty dishwasher detergent 
carton and that worn-out wood- 
en toy your child has outgrown. 
Before you toss them out, stop 
and think: They could be worth 
a king’s ransom someday.

In this green-acre world, 
the sweet breath of country 
air, home-grown roses and 
patchwork blows through sun- 
ny rooms that are peaceable 
kingdoms of Kilim rugs, Gus- 
tavian chairs, English oak and 
all manner of furnishings that 
vary in genealogy and genre 
yet come together stylishly 
under the barn’s venerable 
hand-hewn chestnut beams. 

The place reflects one fam-

not far away. If ever there was 

a statement that one can go back to 
the simple life with elegance, this 
is it. It’s an Easthampton cottage, 
remodeled and winterized for 
round-the-calendar living by an 
owner whose desire to pare down 
possessions and the mechanics of 
housekeeping dictated every 
design choice from the terra-cotta 
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tile floors to the blue-and-white 
spectrum of its total color scheme. 
Mrs. Manheim feels small furnish- 
ings in a small room create clutter, 
making the room seem crowded, 
less significant.

W:th a comfortably lived-in 
and lived-with air, this 
house seems like a natural 
country aristocrat. But its 
past wasn’t so glorious or 

its current style so easy 

to achieve. Originally, it was 
a small horse barn (around 
1840) and then a doorknob 
factory (1890), then an 
artist's studio (1930). Not 
until it was adopted by 
Architect Richard Bergmann 
and his wife did the aged 
structure in Silvermine, 
Conn., begin to assume 

its present charm. After they 
first rented (and then even- 
tually bought) it, the house 
grew on them—literally.

of old and new: under the old 
wood-beamed ceil ng, 
contemporary furnishings 
and appealing hand-crafted 
accessories reign. The 

color mood is built, partly, 
around the artwork— 

here a red-white-and-blue 
contemporary painting and 
a red woven wallhanging. 
The sofas, upholstered in 
woven neutral-color Haitian 
cotton, are filled with plump 
and inviting pillows. A 

trip to Europe sparked the 
building of an orangerie 
(left), an idea they found a 
romantic tie with the past. 
This small nook, located 

off the dining room, is nearly 
all glass, ideal for plants. 
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The beamed ceilings—in 
the living room, dining room, 
kitchen and guestroom— 
are structural as well as 
striking. The Bergmanns 
have always loved old 
barns, and the beams in the 
bedroom (lower right) are 
barn beams they obtained 
in exchange for architectural 
services. Even the garage 
(not shown) sports the 
nice country touch of old 
and mellow wood beams. 
In the dining room (left), a 
round, ornately carved 
Victorian dining table with 
paw feet and gleaming 
1890s spindled chairs mix 
with a contemporary fabric 
wallhanging in bull’s-eye 
design. (A like contrast 
developed in Bergmann’s 
career also—and he 
found that more and more, 
he enjoyed the challenge of 
planning modern houses 
during his working hours and 
then coming home to 
a house with a history.) The 
large window, purposely 
uncurtained, and the plants 
here and in the orangerie 
just beyond all serve as 
transitions between indoors 
and out. Old and new join 
once again in the kitchen 
(right) with its wall of shiny 
copper pots, Spanish-style 
chandelier and the compact

The guest bedroom has a 
southwestern feeling with 
its clean whitewashed walls, 
shuttered windows and 
decorative grillwork along 
the wall.

Editor LESTER GRUNDY [) Why does 
this oasis of cool on the hot, hot 
beach in Fire Island, N.Y., evoke 
images of the Tangiers visitors re- 
member from travels or from films 
of the 30s and 40s?

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By ELVIN McDONALD [(j One day last September, House Beautiful Food Editor Helen 
McCully and I re-discovered the all-but-forgotten taste of honest-to-goodness fresh 
vegetables, picked that very morning by Mrs. David Burpee from her personal gar- 
den at Burpee’s Fordhook Farms. With some of the country’s best greengrocers in 
walking distance of where Helen and I both live in Manhattan, we thought we had 
been eating pretty well. Yet, on the drive to Pennsylvania, we both confessed to 
hoping that something special would happen at the table of Lois Burpee. And most 
assuredly, it did. One bite of the Romano broad beans and I was transported back to 
my mother’s table in Oklahoma, where we had just-picked vegetables. Helen’s 
trip back to childhood began before we got to the table. ‘‘When Mrs. Burpee washed 
off the vegetables right in the garden, I thought of my own mother and Nova Scotia.” 

Well, it was a day of reawakenings and our jaded palates will never again be quite 
the same. Besides the Romanos, we had Tenderpod and Burpee Golden beans—each 
with its own delicate, distinctive taste. ‘I boil them in lightly salted water until the 
raw taste disappears, then drain and put them back to steam off any excess moisture. 
A little butter, a sprinkle of salt and they’re ready for the table,” says Mrs. Burpee. 
Then we had corn pudding, broiled zucchini and a salad of Oak Leaf and Green Ice 
lettuce (‘‘these two stay mild in summer heat’’) with Delicious tomatoes. For dessert, 
there were home-grown blueberries on homemade raspberry sherbet. ‘Never re- 
frigerate blueberries. Chilling turns them sour. At room temperature they have the 
sweetness you remember when you went a’berrying as a child.” With that finish to 
a glorious meal on the terrace, shaded by 200-year-old linden trees, Mrs. Burpee 
and Helen went off to the kitchen to talk recipes and cooking (see the next page). 

David Burpee and I moved over to big old rocking chairs and, with a view across 
fields of flowers, talked about how to grow vegetables in today’s gardens, especially 
in small spaces. ‘‘Concentrate all your energies on what you have space for, and 
forget what you can’t grow,” he advises. “I never cease to be amazed at the amount 
of season-long harvest possible from one small piece of ground. Disease comes only 
when a garden is overcrowded. Plants need free-circulating fresh air the same as 
they require well-drained, reasonably fertile soil and irrigation when there isn’t 
enough rain. No one sits two guests at one dinner plate, yet this mistake is made 
over and over again with plants. That’s why it’s so important to thin vegetables to 
the distance recommended on the seed packet.’ Mrs. Burpee’s own vegetable garden 
is not exactly in cramped quarters, but in a small fraction of an acre, she manages 
to produce all they can eat fresh and freezes plenty for the winter. Her patch of 
ground is on a slight incline toward the south in full sun. After mechanical tilling in 
early spring, she drills furrows with a firefly (‘‘an old-fashioned tool that Sears still 
sells’). A light dusting of 5-10-10 fertilizer is made in the bottom of each furrow, 
then stirred up with a fork or trowel. The furrow is refilled with enough soil to 
make tne correct depth for each kind of seed. This procedure places the fertilizer 


just under (but not touching) the seeds. Later, at the time (Continued on page 114)

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By HELEN McCULLY [( Fate, that sly minx, 
played a delicious trick on Lois Torrance 
when she steered her away from medicine 
to botany, which took her to Burpee’s, 
the seed company, as a technical 
correspondent. In due course, she met 
David Burpee, son of the founder, at a 
flower show (he’s hung up on flowers, she 
on vegetables) and as fate would have it, 
they married and have lived happily ‘‘ever 
after.’’ Born in Palestine, daughter of a 
Scottish medical missionary, Mrs, 
Burpee still looks back nostalgically to 
Arab food and sometimes tries to dupli- 
cate such dishes as stuffed grape 
leaves, lentils with onions and Kibby (that 
incredible mixture of ground lamb and 
burgul). She remembers, too, how their 
Scottish tastebuds thirsted for fresh 
greens, which their laundress attempted 
to assauge by bringing them weeds to eat. 
Sometimes even today in early spring, 
she herself ‘‘plays Arab,’ picking dock, 
chard and mallow leaves growing 
in a compost heap in her garden. As a 
child, she had a consuming interest in 
flavors and her enormous curiosity about 
vegetables was undoubtedly stimulated 
by the desert’s lack of vegetation. After 
the death of her father, the family crossed 
the Atlantic, settling in Norfolk, Conn., 
with her maternal grandparents. There, for 
the first time, she felt the excitement 
of watching a garden grow— ‘everything 
grew so fast and so green.”’ It was then, 
undoubtedly, that she first sensed that 
gardening was her natural métier. But it | 
was a visit to Nantucket Island, where she 
saw pine trees dying from a blight, that 
persuaded her she wanted to be a 
plant doctor rather than a medical doctor. 
So, at Wellesley, she majored in bot- 
any. Her first foray into the kitchen was a 
disaster. Although she hung around the 
doorway constantly, she was inhibited or 
prohibited from entering by her older 
sisters. Luckily, all the family was away 
at one time. She jumped at the chance to 
bake a sponge cake ‘‘to surprise them.”’ 
She did! She tripled the recipe. Inevitably, 
the batter rose to such heights it ran all 
over the oven and sarcasm ran all around 
the kitchen. Lois Burpee has come a 
long way since then. A thrifty perfectionist 
(to her husband’s amusement), she

plants and maintains her own vegetable garden, which, she 
confesses, is influenced by her husband’s likes and dislikes. 
What he likes and, therefore, she raises: Illini Xtra-sweet corn, 
the sweetest corn, several varieties of green beans (Romano, 
Tenderpod, Burpee Golden and Burpee Pole Limas), four kinds 
of lettuce (Green Ice, Oak Leaf, Salad Bowl and Fordhook), 
carrots, red beets (old-fashioned Lutz, whose leaves are best 
for cooking) and new Burpee Golden, Italian green-sprouting 
broccoli, all the squashes (except Hubbard), onions, oyster 
plant, kohlrabi, endive, parsnips, collards, eggplant, Burpless 
Hybrid cucumbers, celery and its French running mate, ce- 
leriac, and, of course, tomatoes and herbs. She puts up her own 
jellies, jams and pickles and, like any good gardener who's also 
a good cook, she is a veritable gold mine of homely aphorisms. 
To wit: ‘‘Brussels sprouts are at their best after they've been 
touched with frost; keep things on hand so you can produce on 
the spur of the moment; be a quick cleaner-upper by working 
on newspapers; save the paper your butter comes wrapped in 
and use it to butter pans and dishes; beat egg whites before 
you beat the yolks to save washing the beater; freeze fruits and 
vegetables the day they are picked—and never freeze wilted 
ones; pickles, like wine, should be allowed to mellow;

Anyone with a good book for guidance and an 
expansive pocketbook for providance can 
serve the right prestigious bottle of wine.

Dry, claret-style wines—Bordeaux is the prototype of dry 
red wines, those with a slight astringency and a brisk 
taste. The classic grapes of Bordeaux—Cabernet 
Sauvignon, Merlot and Malbec—are also grown in many 
other wine regions and produce wines similar in style. 
In addition, there are wines from other grapes that are 
vinified to bring out their tannic quality. The dry reds: 
Bordeaux Rouge, Médoc, St. Emilion; Rioja and older 
Rioja Reservas from Spain; Chianti and Chianti Classico 
(many examples fall into this category, especially those 
marketed in Bordeaux bottles; some of the less expensive 
brands sold in straw-covered fiaschi are lighter and 
fruitier). California Cabernet Sauvignon: Cabernet Sau- 
vignon wines from Chile, Yugoslavia, Bulgaria and 

Israel: Merlot from Ticino in Switzerland; Malbeck and 
Cabernet from Argentina; Egri Bikaver from Hungary; 
Chinon and Bourgueil from the Loire Valley; Greek wines. 
Full-bodied red wines—The wines of Burgundy, such as 
Nuits-St. Georges, Pommard and Gevrey-Chambertin, are 
the classic examples of rich wines with a marked 
vinosity. No other wines are exactly like them, since even 
those made elsewhere from the same grape, the Pinot 
Noir, generally lack the body and style of French Burgundy.

White Wines 
Light, dry white—These are wines whose greatest virtue 
is acrisp, refreshing quality. Muscadet from the Loire; 
Sylvaner and Riesling from Alsace; Verdicchio, Soave, Fras- 
cati and the Castelli Romani wines from Italy: Rioja from 
Spain; Neuchatel, Fendant, Aigle, Yvorne from Switzerland; 
Aligote from Burgundy; California Chablis and Riesling. 
Full-flavored dry white—These wines cover a w'de 
range of taste, but they have in common a big flavor, 
compared to the more delicate wines listed above: 
Bordeaux Blanc, Entre Deux Mers. and Graves from 
the Bordeaux region; Bourgogne Blanc, Chablis, Pouilly- 
Fuiss3, Macon, Meursault and Chassagne-Montrachet 
from Burgundy; Retsina from Greece, along with nonresi- 
nated wines that also have a great deal of flavor: Sancerre 
and Pouilly-Fumé from the Loire; California Chardon- 
nay, Pinot Blanc, Dry Sauvignon Blanc and Dry Semillon. 
Semisweet white—The flowery wines of the Rhine and 
Moselle are a good example of this category, as well 
as certain examples of Graves from Bordeaux. Many of the

In mid-afternoon, Mrs. Bur- 
pee and Helen join us on the 
terrace to continue our talk. 

How about weeding and culti- 
vating? “‘l find a lot of people 
make the mistake of scratching 
too close to the plant stems. | 
never get closer than three 
inches. That way all those vital 
feeder roots are not disturbed.”’ 

Does Mrs. Burpee use a 
pesticide? ‘‘l use rotenone. Un- 
less you dust broccoli, a little 
green worm gets on the young 
heart growth and eats it right 


over the silks. Rotenone will 
also stop the bean beetles."’ 
Remembering the way the 
squash bugs used to descend 
overnight like the plague on my 
mother’s garden, | ask what to 
do about them. ‘‘You can dust 
with rotenone, but this year | 
have had good luck controlling 
them just by spreading a mulch 
of heavy aluminum foi! on the 
soil underneath zucchini and 
other squash.”’ And what about 
all of those marigolds mixed 
among their vegetables? ‘‘l al- 
ternate the rows of marigolds 
to scare away the nematodes, 
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Depending on your available space and interests, you can copy or 
adapt this little kitchen garden that measures all of 8 by 10 feet. 
The designers, Grant and Holly Gilmore, have used new varieties of 
midget vegetables in a mini-nursery system combined with succes- 
sion planting, interplanting, high fertility, one inch of water a week. 
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The Gilmores’ garden in summer and fall takes advantage of mini- 
nursery technique. For example, parsley, tomatoes, peppers, 

kale and Chinese cabbage can be brought to planting-out size in 
flats kept elsewhere (either in the garden or purchased at a 
nursery). This keeps actual garden space working hard. When you 
remove one crop and replace it with another, you are practicing 
succession planting. When you plant vegetables of different 
maturity times in the same row, you are interplanting. Study the 
plans to see how the two practices increase productivity.

those nasty microscopic worms 
that can do monstrous damage 
to beets, carrots, other root 
crops—and also broccoli.”’ 
Besides the ideas sketched 
for growing a maximum vegeta- 
ble crop in small space, Mrs. 
Burpee suggests, ‘‘Let squash, 
cucumbers and melons climb 
on a fence. If you're growing 
any of the Japanese cukes, 
Burpless for example, the fruits 
are much better if the plants 
can climb. Again, remember the 
necessity for free air circula- 
tion.’ To get the most out of a 
given piece of ground, she 
recommends succession plant- 
ings of lettuce and beans. (This 


idea is more fully explained in 
the three garden plans shown.) 

“When you pick your vegeta- 
bles, don’t leave them in the 
sun. Put each batch in a shady 
place while you pick the rest. 
Let tomatoes ripen on the vine. 
They lose two-thirds of the vita- 
mins if ripened off the vine. 
Some gardeners who have 
staked tomatoes break off some 
of the leaves so the sun ripens 
the fruit faster. Unfortunately, 
these tomatoes will not be near- 
ly as sweet as those left to ripen 
in the natural shade provided by 
their leaves. Broccoli is also far 
superior when it is taken 
straight from the garden to the

TIPS FROM MRS. 

BURPEE ON THE 

PREPARATION OF 

VEGETABLES 

Never allow vegetables 
to wilt because it tends to 
toughen them. Clearly, Mrs. 
Burpee means vegetables gar- 
nered from your own garden. 
In cooking green veg- 
etables, add just enough 
boiling water to cover and a 
little salt. Never cover with a lid. 
Taste leaf vegetables 
(spinach, for example) after 
they have cooked five minutes. 
lf raw taste has disappeared, 
dump into a colander and shake 
to drain thoroughly. Season to 
taste and serve at once. 
Dowt let cooked peas 
and limas dry out. Once 
they’re cooked, drain through a 
colander, then place colander 
over steaming water if they are 
not to be used immediately. 
Never leave vegetables 
sitting in cooking wa- 
ter. Drain and reheat quickly 
in butter or boiling water. 
Add ‘a little you’ to 
commercial cream soups with 
leftover vegetables. 


HOW MRS. BURPEE 
USES HERBS WITH 
VEGETABLES 
To add a fillip to vegetables, 
Mrs. Burpee suggests you use 
herbs now and then, and she 
further suggests that you use 
them with a judicious hand. As 
she points out, fresh herbs are 
better if they are available but 
you can, obviously, use dried — 
remembering that dried are 
three times as strong as fresh. 
With beets, she likes dill or 
bay leaves; with green beans, 
summer savory; with carrots, 
parsley or celery leaves; with 
tomatoes, basil, oregano, mar- 
joram or Summer savory; with 
eggplant, summer savory plus 
a touch of lemon, and with Chi- 
nese cabbage, parsley, chives 

or summer Savory. 


Golden Beet Pickle Salad 


Mrs. Burpee takes young fresh 
lettuce, such as Romaine, the 
heart of a stalk of celery with 
its leaves (cut up, of course) 
and combines them with some 
of her Golden Beet Pickle (see 
page 118), dressing it lightly 
with some of the pickle brine.

Fillets of Sole Veronique 


The original recipe called for 
white grapes, but at her hus- 
band's suggestion, Mrs. Burpee 
substituted golden raisins for 
the grapes—with great success.

Arrange double-duty foil large 
enough to encompass the fillets 
on a shallow pan.

Dot with 1 table- 
spoon of the butter and sprinkle 
with salt, pepper and_ herbs. 
Seal with the foil; baxe in a pre- 
heated 400° oven 20 minutes. 
While the fish bakes, make a 
beurre manié. Melt the remain- 
ing butter in a small saucepan. 
Stir in the flour until smooth. 
Cook, stirring constantly, three 
to four minutes or until the 
mixture froths. Do not brown. 
Take the fish from the oven. 
Open one end of the foil and 
with care pour the juices into 
the beurre manié. Beat the 
cream in with a wire whisk. You 
should have two cups of liquid. 
If not, add more cream. Place 
back over medium heat and 
cook, whipping constantly, until

the sauce has thickened lightly. 
Set aside for the moment. 

Lift foil with the fish fillets 
to a heat-proof platter.

Plunge 
immediately into cold water to 
cool and stop the cooking. Peel 
off the skin. Cut into fairly small 
dice and place in a bowl. Add a 
few thin slices of green onion 





bulbs, some chopped parsley 
and some shopped fresh mint. 
Dress lightly with Sauce Vinai- 
grette (salt, pepper, vinegar and 
oil). Present on lettuce leaves. 


Golden Beets 


As with all beets, you leave 
about an inch or so of the stem 
on the roots while the beets are 
cooking to prevent their ‘‘bleed- 
ing.’’ Wash, place in a large pot, 
cover with boiling water and add 
a good pinch of salt. Bring to a 
boil, reduce heat somewhat, 
cover and cook for about 30 
minutes or until the beets are 
tender when pierced with the 
point of a sharp paring knife. If 
water boils away, add more, so 
that beets are covered through- 
out the entire cooking period. 
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Drain, peel, slice and dress with 
butter and a sprinkling of salt 
and chopped parsley. 


Golden Beet Pickle 


24 beets (about two inches 
in diameter) 

6 to 7 small yellow onions, 
peeled and sliced thin 

Salt 

5 cups white vinegar 

5 cups white sugar 

1144 teaspoons turmeric 

2 teaspoons mustard seed 

1 teaspoon celery seed 


Cut leaves off beets, leaving 
about 1 14 inches on roots. Wash 
and place in a large kettle. Cov- 
er with boiling water and boil 
until almost tender when pierced 
with the point of a paring knife 
—about half an hour. Drain, 
peel and slice rather thin. Layer 
into the kettle alternately with 
onions, salting lightly. 

Combine all remaining in- 
gredients in a saucepan. Bring 
to a boil and stir until the sugar 
has dissolved. Pour over beets 
and onions. Bring to a boil very 
slowly. Take off the heat. Pack 
beets and onions into hot, 
scalded pint jars. Cover with the 
pickle brine, leaving 1% inch at 
top of jar. Seal at once. Makes 
about five pints. 

Note: Any pickle brine left 
over is excellent for basting 
ham, lamb or pork. 


Golden Beet Salad 


2 cups diced cooked 
Golden Beets 

1/4 pound green beans, cut 
in one-inch lengths, cooked 
but still firm to the bite 

1 cup diced celery 

1% yellow onion, 
peeled and chopped 

14 green pepper, peeled, 
seeded and chopped fine

Are oleomargarine and margarine identical? 


Yes. A Frenchman, Mége-Mouriéz, the originator of margarine, 
called his invention ‘‘margarine’’ because it was largely com- 
posed of what he called ‘‘margaric acid.’’ Then he added the 
prefix ‘‘oleo,’’ a name for beef fat (from the Latin oleum). So 
until the 1930s, when all-vegetable margarines came on the 
market, oleomargarine was the fixed name and ‘“‘oleo’’ the 
slang. Today ‘‘margarine’’ is the accepted word everywhere: 

Regular margarine is an all-purpose margarine, the most 
popular and the most economical. Most come packed in one- 
pound cartons of four quarter-pound sticks. It is used as a | 
table spread, in cooking or baking, for pan frying or broiling. | 

Soft margarines, soft in texture and consistency, are, there- | 
fore, more spreadable and spoonable. Because of their softness, 
they are packed in half- and quarter-pound tubs. Soft mar- 
garines, always vegetable oil products, are all-purpose shorten- 
ings for general cooking and baking. The same amount of soft ee = = 
margarine can be substituted for regular. In some recipes (like & ; 
refrigerator cookies), the softness is a real plus. = 

Whipped margarines, aerated to increase their volume by Come home to Barcalounger. 
50% or more, are lighter, more spreadable and yield more 
servings per pound. Each one-pound package contains six sticks 
instead of the usual four. This type is good as a topping for 
cooked vegetables, pasta, pancakes and waffles, because it 
melts faster.

Diet margarines are, more precisely, low-fat margarines that 
differ from all other forms in two respects. One, they contain 
half the fat and, as a consequence, half the calories of regular 
margarine; two, because of the reduced fat content, they must, 
by federal law, be labeled ‘‘imitation margarine.’’ They are not | 
imitation and the only way in which they differ from federal 
standards is in the amount of fat. Because of their lower fat 
content, diet margarines are not recommended for baking. 
They are excellent table spreads and toppings for cooked foods, 
as well as in sauces, cake fillings and frosting. For pan frying, 
they should be measured into a cold pan and heated slowly. 

Liquid margarine, relatively new on the market, is always 
liquid, even when refrigerated. It is used for basting, frying, in 
sauces, on pancakes, waffles and toast. 

Specia! margarines. We quote here from The Story of Mar- 
garine by S.F. Riepma (Public Affairs Press, $6): ‘‘This is a 
term originating with medical writers to identify margarines | 
made with a higher than usual proportion of polyunsaturated | 
fat. Special margarines usually have a ratio of polyunsaturates 
to saturates of 1.25 to 1. Such proportions are achieved by 
utilizing vegetable oils naturally rich in polyunsaturates, espe- 
cially corn oil and safflower oil, and by emphasizing liquid or less- 
hardened oils, which are usually higher in polyunsaturated fatty 
acids.’’ The cost of special margarines is usually higher. 

Premium margarines are margarines already covered that 
combine special features and usually have higher prices. 

Other specialized margarines include those that may bear one

plus a view of some salvaged 
treasures). From May until 
November, it could be game 
fishing in pursuit of tuna, bar- 
racuda, pompano. It always 
means swimming on unduked- 
up beaches (no wall-to-wall bod- 
ies), picnic excursions to seclud- 
ed grottoes or top-of-the-ocean 
hills. You may also take in a 
cricket match and get the habit 
of afternoon tea. You don’t have 
to look for ways to go native or 
search for local color—you're 
living it, which explains why 
the Bermudians are so jealous 
of preserving the character of 
their own terrain. 
Bermudiams are generous 
in opening their doors to visitors 
—not that every visitor is auto- 
matically invited in—but if good 
luck puts you there during 
March and April (when the lilies 
are in flower), house and garden 
tours sponsored by local garden 
clubs and charities give you a 
chance to see how handsomely 
life is lived in those pretty pastel 
houses and Georgian mansions. 
Typical features are ‘‘wel- 
coming arms’’ front steps, 
breezy tray ceilings and ankle- 





height and waist-height _ fire- 
places and family heirlooms, 
so often related to England.and 
a maritime history. Traditional 
wood is the fragrant cedar and 
your eye soon recognizes the 
characteristics of Bermuda’s 
own genre of furniture—some- 
thing of a modified Queen Anne 
with distinguishing deeply scal- 
loped aprons, all executed in 
native cedar. Verdmont, a 17th- 
century mansion, furnished ap- 
propriately, is open all year as 
a museum, as is the Tucker 
House in St. Georges, both 
evoking the domestic past. 
The town of St. Georges, 
oldest in Bermuda, is a nostal- 
gic, prowl-around place _ for 
history buffs and anyone be- 
guiled by such picturesque 
street names as Old Maid’s 
Lane and Shinbone Alley. Here 
is a replica of the tiny Deliver- 
ance, a Sailing ship that carried 
the doughty early settlers over 
the seas to this isle. 

You can sit in the stocks on 
King’s Square, drop in on Mrs. 
Gleeson, who makes dolls of 
Bermuda's native plants, work 
the Gutenberg press at the 
Featherbed Alley Printing Press, 
muse through several museums 
—the historical collection, a 
carriage collection and, espe- 


cially if you're from Dixie, the 


Confederate Museum. My own 
favorite place is St. Peter’s 
Church and its poignant church- 
yard where the gravestones tell 
of the hardships and courage 
of the early days and, which is 
unexpected in a_ graveyard, 
bring the old days back to life. 
As one who has always be- 
lieved that if you’ve seen one 


cave you’ve seen them all, | ° 


must admit that Bermuda’s two, 
Leamington and Crystal are 
beauties of their ilk and go to 
prove what a fascinating piece 
of geology this place is. (There 
are also caves under the Grotto 
Bay Hotel.) At Leamington and 
Crystal you'll find the full set 
of buddhas, organ pipes and 
strips of bacon among the sta- 
lagmites, which, as seems true 
the whole cave-world over, were 
discovered by nosey little boys 
who fell into a hole many years 
back. You could make this sub- 
terranean exploration a morning 
excursion, moving on to the 
Blue Grotto to shake hands with 
a dolphin (these charmers put 
on a great show, almost reduced 
me to tears with their beguiling 
ways) and then wend your way 
to Tom Moore’s Tavern for 
lunch. In this 16th-century 
house where the roguish poet 
penned some of his penitent 
rhyme on the effects of the 


grape and the unruly love life, 
you can get one of the best 
cheeseburgers in the vexed 
Bermoothes and catch your 
breath under the same calabash 
tree that Tom wrote about. 
Bermuda has something like 
110 places to stay, ranging 
from small guesthouses that 
accommodate no more than 12 
to large hotels, some of which 
are virtually self-contained re- 
sorts, like the Holiday Inn in St. 
Georges (you will not see the 
well-known sign here), the Cas- 
tle Harbour, the Belmont and 
Southampton Princess (these 
three all sport their own golf 
courses), the Elbow Beach and 
the Sonesta Beach, both of 
which have an enthusiastic cli- 
entele of the young. 
My favorites, simply be- 
cause | have personally enjoyed 
them, are Castle Harbour, Glen- 
coe, Newstead and Pomander 
Gate (courts for the tennis- 
minded). The last three are cat- 
egorized as small hotels, but 
they operate like guesthouses. 
Others | have visited and think 
I'd like to sample one day as a 
guest are Harmony Hall and 
Deepdene, which is Bermuda’s 
only health and beauty spa 
where you can lose weight and 
pull yourself together or per- 
haps (Continued on page 174)

Visit as a friend 


—learn their language before you go 


By LEONARD S. BERNSTEIN (J 
Everybody has his own insani- 
ties about traveling. Some want 
to see 14 countries in three 
days, and some want three 
countries in 14 days. One per- 
son carries four cameras. An- 
other carries three restaurant 
guides. 
Tower is a must. Others avoid it 
on purpose, as a tourist trap. 

| point this out to excuse my 
own peculiarity—lI won't visit a 
country unless I’ve learned the 
language. Before you say, ‘‘Isn’t 
that terribly difficult?’’ let me 
tell you how to do it. It’s not dif- 
ficult and it can and should be 
something to enjoy. 

First, it is not necessary to 

be fluent in a language. | try to 
get to the point where | can al- 
ways be understood, and can 
understand most of what is said 
to me if it is said slowly. | have 
two fundamental steps: First, | 
buy a Berlitz Self-Teacher book, 
which covers about 40 lessons. 
Second, | find a tutor. 
I dewote an hour a night to 
the lessons and finish them in 40 
days. Some people prefer a tu- 
tor at the beginning. | find that 
a mistake. When you don’t know 
the word for ‘‘book,’’ a tutor 
only slows you down. You simply 
don’t need him to build basic 
vocabulary. True, you will be 
more sure of learning correct 
pronunciation at the start, but | 
have never found that a serious 
problem. The book does an ex- 
cellent job of sounding out the 
word, and you can refine your 
pronunciation later. 

With 40 hours and $4.95 (for 
the book) invested, | have de- 
veloped a basic vocabulary of 
500 words. | can speak in the 
present tense and perhaps han- 
dle a few important verbs in the 
past and future. The fact is, you 
use the verbs to have, to want 
and to be more than all the 
other verbs put together. 

My own approach to 
verbs saves me hours of learn- 
ing. Purists may frown, but | 
have a specific objective—to be 
able to handle as much of a 
language as | can in a short 
time. | learn only verb infini- 
tives. | do not learn their con- 
jugations. Aside from six or 
seven of the most common 
verbs, the only verb | learn to 
conjugate is to want. For exam-

ple, in Spanish, | learn to con- 
jugate querer. | learn to say 
| want, he wants, | would like— 
perhaps six applications. Then 
| learn the verb infinitives: to 
go, to see, to order, to buy, to 
pay. When | enter a store or a 
restaurant and am asked what | 
would like, | always say, ‘‘! want 
to buy’’ or “I! want to order." 
When | enter a cab, | say “I 
want to go.’’ Thus | learn 50 
verbs and use 50 verbs, instead 
of 50 verbs in a billion tenses. 

| also choose carefully the 
words | learn. | ignore closet, 
wall and floor. But | learn soap 
and towel and restaurant words: 
glass, knife, wine, check, be- 
cause | spend a lot of time in 
restaurants. | avoid names of 
flowers or animals, because | 
never use them. | was in Portu- 
gal this summer for two weeks 
and there were magnificent 
flowers blooming all over the 
place. | found that | never used 
a flower name once. 

If flowers are your hobby and 
you buy your food in super- 
markets, learn the flower names 
and skip the restaurant words. 
Try to learn what you will use. 
After 40 hours, you will be 
amazed at how much you know. 
Now get a tutor. | call Interna- 
tional House in New York, which 
is the residence for 500 foreign 
students. Most of them are de- 
lighted to give lessons in their 
language and earn some money. 
They charge $7 or $8 an hour 
and will come to your office or 
home. | spend two hours a week 
and it is mostly simple conver- 
sation. When the tutor uses a 
word not in my vocabulary (of- 
ten enough), | jot it down and 
learn it later. | need the tutor’s 
time for talk. | don't want him 
to say, ‘‘The word for book is 
libro. Now repeat after me.”’ 

The evening before | leave on 
my trip, | try to spend three 
hours with the tit?tor—perhaps 
at dinner, or walking around the 
city. We speak only his lan- 
guage. | will miss 10% of the 
words he uses, but.! can still 
follow him. Now and then | have 
to stop him to repeat slowly. 
A fringe benefit to this is 
that you are not only learning a 
language from the tutor, but 
learning about a country, too— 
and chances are you are making 
a friend. | still (Continued)

correspond with Luciano Stecca, 
who taught me Italian three 
years ago. It was exciting just 
being with him, a bright, in- 
formed student at Columbia. 

Luciano was going to be sure 
that | learned Italian. We spent 
my last evening in New York at 
a Chinese restaurant (a new ex- 
perience for Luciano) and spoke 
Italian for three hours. When | 
got on the plane the next day, | 
felt | was ready for anything. 

| was ready with Italian 
and | also had an invitation to 
visit Luciano’s uncle who owned 
a leather goods shop in Rome. 
And | had two great family res- 
taurant recommendations—with 
instructions to try some dishes 
that are not on the menus of 
New York Italian restaurants. 

Restaurants are the best rea- 

son to learn the language. You 
are free to go anywhere. Res- 
taurants | enjoy most are those 
where English is not spoken and 
where 1 do not meet the Great 
Neck P.T.A. Name restaurants 
are very good, of course, but 
they are not the spirit of the 
city. And even if | go to one for 
dinner, | prefer an out-of-the- 
way place for lunch. 
One thing about the latter. 
In Italy, they serve great food. 
There are no ‘‘luncheonettes”’ 
in Italy. in the small unheralded 
restaurants, Mama stands be- 
hind that stove and turns out a 
ravioli that is delicious. 

My wife and | landed in 
Rome, unpacked and headed to 
such a restaurant for lunch. | 
was a little nervous, but that 
didn’t last long. When Mama 
heard that | could handle a little 
Italian, she gave me a big hug 
and three other waiters came 
over, smiling, to say hello. 

One waiter spoke a little Eng- 
lish and tried to help me when 
| got stuck. Mama wouldn't hear 
of it. ‘‘In Italy you speak Ital- 
ian,’’ she said. ‘‘We will under- 
stand you.”’ She certainly under- 
stood—lunch was sensational. 

Quickly | found that a lan- 
guage is very elastic. There are 
five ways of saying everything. 
For example, when you are fin- 
ished with lunch, and don't know 
how to say, “‘l am finished,’’ you 
can say, ‘‘Enough’’ or ‘‘No 
more.’’ Your vocabulary will 
adapt to most situations. 

A restaurant is not the only 
place where you will enjoy being 
able to negotiate the language. 
Another is a hotel that does not 
cater only to American tourists. 
Usually much less expensive, 
just as nice and with natives to 
talk to—an interesting change. 

We visited Luciano’s uncle. 
The Italians are warm to begin 
with, but when you bring news 
of a nephew from New York 
City, you are part of the family. 

It was my second day of 
speaking Italian and | was im- 


proving. | discovered one good 
way to use and practice the lan- 
guage was to take cabs. You 
have a captive audience. It’s not 
easy to walk up to someone at 
your hotel and start talking Ital- 
ian (although it can be done), 
but in a cab it is perfectly nat- 
ural to ask the driver, “‘Do you 
live in Rome?’’ or ‘‘What is the 
name of that building?” 

We left Rome after five days 
and drove to Florence, where | 
had my most exciting experi- 
ence with the Italian language. 

| have loved the painting of 
the Italian Renaissance ever 
since college. In particular | like 
the frescos of Masaccio and 
Piero della Francesca. 


The greatest work of Ma- | 


saccio is a series of frescos in 
the Brancacci Chapel of Sta. 
Maria del Carmine, a_ small 
church in a rather tucked-away 
part of Florence. It is certainly 
among the half dozen greatest 
works of the 15th century. 

We arrived at the church. The 

frescos were magnificent. But 
there was nobody there to an- 
swer questions or explain the 
significance of the work. | scur- 
ried off to find help and finally 
found a monk in the church who 
could talk about Masaccio—but 
he didn’t speak any English. 
I begged him to try in Ital- 
lan, and he agreed. The suble- 
ties of early Italian fresco paint- 
ing are difficult to understand 
even if you do understand the 
language. It taxed my equip- 
ment to the maximum. But the 
monk realized how anxious we 
were to learn about the frescos, 
and of course the frescos were 
the pride of his church. He 
spoke very slowly and explained 
every corner of the work. And | 
understood most of it. 

All things didn’t go as well 
as that, of course. One embar- 
rassing incident happened when 
| began talking to a young stu- 
dent in Florence. After about 15 
minutes, | lost the thread of the 
conversation and then finally 
realized that he thought | was 
seeking a lady companion for 
the evening. | could only apolo- 
gize and explain that my wife 
was waiting for me. It is wise to 
know such things can happen. 

Still, it didn’t discourage me. 
Florence is one of the grand 
cities of the world. It is a joy 
to be there, to walk the streets, 
to see buildings a thousand 
years old, to buy an apple, to 
give a coin to a beggar. If you 
speak the language, you're free; 
you are so exhilarated. You be- 
come a citizen of the world. 

So | heartily endorse my pro- 
gram. Try it—just once. It will 
not cost much and | promise 
that you will experience a differ- 
ent kind of trip. And after trying 
it, | suspect that you will not; 
visit a country any other way. @

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BRITISH BUILDERS’ 
HOUSES: NOT OUITE

By DAVID LAMPE © When my wife and | arrived in Maryland 
in May, 1973, to begin house-hunting after having lived in 
England for many years, friends warned that we were in for 
a hard time. Both house and l/and prices had risen scandal- 
ously, they said. A good 10% in the previous year. 

“You don’t know what a housing problem is,’’ we told 
them. In England, we'd just watched housing prices more 
than double in 12 months. 

Job for job, Britons earn about half as much as their 
American counterparts and they pay higher taxes. Yet 
their new homes cost almost twice as much as ours cost us. 

The British housing problem began in 1940 when the 
German Luftwaffe began to damage or destroy a third of 
their housing. For more than a decade after the war, the 
British home-building industry was prohibited by law from 
undertaking anything except the rehabilitation of bombed 
buildings and the erection of emergency public housing in 
the worst-damaged areas. Though the population rose by 
several million during this period (making Britain today 
about 1014 times as densely populated as the 48 continen- 
tal states), the British built no builders’ houses. 

Home building has never caught up with demand—be- 
cause of skilled manpower and materials, because mortgage 
money has never been allowed to flow evenly for very long, 
most of all because of a land shortage. The British rarely 
allow home building on agricultural land or woodland, and 
so land available for the equivalents of our least posh sub- 
divisions was running $12,500 to $19,000 per 14-acre lot 
by the time we left. 

“But the British housing situation really came apart about 
18 months before we left, when the Tories decided that 





public housing (in which about 40% of Britons live) should 
no longer be subsidized and that plenty of money should be 
made available to the building societies which finance most 
home purchases. Every year since World War Il, British 
home prices had risen an average 8% while other prices 
had risen about 5%. During the last two years, prices 
jumped still more, although since August of 1973, the mar- 
ket has softened. The new conditions created wild inflation 
of home prices as public housing tenants, seeing their rents 
almost double, joined the housing rush. 

Even in times of tightest mortgaging, finding builders’ 
homes in Britain is agony, for multiple listing and commis- 
sion-sharing by estate agents isn’t done. Buyers must do a 
lot of leg work, trooping from agent to agent. 

The houses they finally find are seldom exciting. Plopped 
down on 4 acre of land, today’s average British builders’ 
house comes with few frills—not even bathroom mirrors. 
Strangely, the average Briton would have it no other way. 
He prefers to buy—or improvise—extras one at a time 
rather than mortgage them along with his house. Fitted ap- 
pliances are rare, except for garbage disposal units. 

Many builders’ homes in Britain come with no kitchen 
units other than the one supporting the sink. Most kitchens 
have vinyl or linoleum flooring, but other floors are usually 
unfinished pine tongue-and-groove. 

Storm windows aren’t standard and central heating sys- 
tems raise prices so much and temperatures so little that 
many new-home buyers prefer to install their own systems. 

Kerosene stoves still heat many middle-class British hall- 
ways, and various other makeshift heating devices are used. 
One, very much promoted by the state-owned (Continued)

friend gave up and declared the loan forgiven. As soon as he did, the part-time 
salesman had to declare the $500 as current income and pay taxes on 
it that year. Internal Revenue Service looks on any forgiven personal loan as 
income and expects to collect taxes on the sum. 

This nettling twist to the tax laws is one of many buried in the lengthy reg- 
ulations for taxpayers prepared by IRS. While it’s no fun to learn about 
taxable income outside your regular salary and dividends, these are the kinds 
of disturbing facts IRS agents dig out during a tax audit. If outside income 
is discovered in an audit by an agent, he will bill you for taxes plus penalties. 


In short, it’s better to learn about these regulations now—before an audit. 

Here, then, is a round-up of IRS regulations on uncommon income. 

@ Life insurance payments to a widow or widower is nontaxable, of course. 
But let's assume the money received is wisely invested in gilt-edge securities 
or a bank savings account. In such an instance, the interest income from 

these investments is taxable. 

However, if the survivor chooses to accept planned payments from the 
insurance company over a specified time period, the picture changes. Interest 
accrued on the sum held by the insurance company and payable to the 
Survivor is tax-free up to $1,000 per year. 

@ Money received as a result of a successful suit for damages to one’s 
character or for personal injury or illness is nontaxable income. But damages 
received for loss of income are taxable. Say a pedestrian is injured by a 
moving taxi. He misses.a full two months of work and is paid by his employer 
for only one of those months. In a suit against the taxi (Continued)

electricity companies, is called the ‘‘night storage heater,’’ an 
enameled steel case the size of a cedar chest, enclosing an 
electric heating element embedded in bricks. Charged during 
the early morning hours with specially metered, lower-rate elec- 
tricity, this, radiator slowly dissipates its accumulated warmth 
during the daytime. On unexpectedly warm days, windows must 
be thrown open to allow unwanted heat to escape and on cold 
days, supplemental heating must be provided, usually by heaters 
using more expensive electricity. Not classed as permanent fix- 
tures, night storage heaters don’t raise property taxes, and a 
few Britons take these heaters with them when they move. Of 
course, the Central Electricity Generating Board has never pub- 
licized the fact that a noticeable number of these ponderous 
makeshifts have crashed through floors of older dwellings. 

While U.S. home builders continue to offer relatively spacious 
homes, British builders’ houses continue to get smaller. Family 
rooms would be considered a Victorian extravagance, and I’ve 
never seen a house with a recreation room in the basement 
because most new British houses don’t even have crawl space, 
much less basements. Thus, Britons spend more on drop-down 
attic ladders and the erect-it-yourself storage shed. 

Although somewhat less imaginative and modern, British 
builders’ homes are at least as sotidly built as ours. The build- 
ing societies see to this. They prefer masonry for mortgage rea- 
sons, so few homes are of frame construction. Aluminum and 
vinyl siding materials are beginning to appear—but not on 
builders’ houses. Interior walls are either plastered or dry wall: 
prefinished veneer and hardboard paneling haven’t yet been dis- 
covered by these builders. British roofs are good. Usually inter- 
locking concrete tiles that will probably last as long as a ceramic 
tile roof | saw a farmer uncover in one of his fields in East 
Anglia. The building beneath it had sagged into the earth and 
become worm fodder, but the roofing tiles still interlocked as 
when laid by Roman roofers some 1,800 years earlier. 

My wife and | quickly found land in Maryland, keeping inside 
our tight budget by compromising on an acre instead of the two 
or three we'd hoped for. The low-cost modular structure we were 
able to accupy within three months contains features our British 
neighbors wouldn’t dream about. Big, built-in clothes closets in 
each bedroom! Electric outlets on every wall—almost as many 
in the kitchen as many British builders’ houses have in all 
rooms! Oh, we’ll miss the heated towel rail rack in our British 
bathroom. But that’s about all.

company, he collects damages for the injury (nontaxable) and 
a sum equal to his lost earnings (taxable). 

Contest winnings, as if you didn’t know, are taxable. That 
includes cash, of course, as well as the cash value of new cars, 
vacation trips, fur coats and so on. And winnings from gam- 
bling—even illegal gambling—are taxable. 

However, expenses run up while pursuing the contest goal or 
betting on your favorite horse can be deductible, provided you 
can justify them and provided they are never more than the 
amount of winnings. 

Private gambling losses—the monthly poker game—are also 
deductible, again only to the extent of your winnings, and as- 
suming that everyone at the table is prepared to add these items 
(winnings and losses) to his tax return. 

@ Americans frequently relocate. While many moving expenses 
are deductible, a reimbursement by your employer for a loss 
sustained in the sale of your house is considered income. 

@ There are a great many scholarships and fellowships offered 
to aspiring students. While most of these are tax-free, those won 
in a contest in which there is no requirement that the money be 
used for education are taxable. And there are at least four more 
cases of taxable education money. 

1. When an employer reimburses an employee for tuition and 
expenses to return to college, the employee must report the 
reimbursement as current income. 

2. Grants to journalism students are taxable when the student 
works on the staff of a commercial newspaper that finonced the 
grants through the college. (Continued)

@ The new attitude toward women notwithstanding, alimony 
payments are taxable income to the spouse receiving alimony, 
provided payments are periodic and of a fixed amount.

Paying taxes on income is an accepted fact of life. The dis- 
covery that income can sneak into your life in different forms 
may come as a shock to some people.

Up until a few years ago, only a hearty few made their own 
quilts. But now the word is out that quilting isn’t so difficult. 
In fact, it has become an immensely popular craft for do-it- 
yourselfers. If you’d like to join the group, here are a few aids. 
Design. The Patchwork Primer by Distlefink Designs is the first 
kit to help you create your own designs. It has no material, 
thread or batting. It does have small vinyl geometric pieces 
and a laminated graph board. The idea is to arrange the self- 
stick (and easily removable and reusable) pieces on the board 
until you come up with a design that pleases. A booklet, in- 
cluded in the package, gives patterns and instructions for 
translating designs into actual projects. Available for $10 
postpaid through Distlefink Designs, 718 Broadway, New York 
City 10003. Also available, for 25 cents: a catalog of quilt 
kits ranging from $8 for pillows to $55 for a king-size bed 
coverlet. All materials for the finished projects are included 
in the kits. 

Sewing aids. Two products from 3M for machine stitchers: 
Scotch Pinless Pattern Holder is an aerosol spray adhesive 
that temporarily holds patterns to fabrics without pins; Scotch 
Sewing Tape helps make a straight seam with a tape that can 
be sewn over and pulled off. 

Equipment. Quilting isn’t the only phenomenon at the 1974 
Crafts Materials and Equipment Show, but it’s a part of it. 
Sponsored by the New York State Craftsmen and held at the 
New York Coliseum March 28 to 31, the show is open to the 
public ($2.50) and features exhibitors of looms, wools, wheels, 
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For beginning quilters, one of the many quilting kits on the 
market might be a good place to start. This one, by Paragon 
Needlecraft, is available in stores nationally for about $10. 
Designed by the Mountain Artisans, the kit contains screen- 
printed top in the cat design, quilt filling, muslin, cording, 
embroidery thread, fabric for back and instructions. It 
combines embroidery and the quilting stitch; 16 by 19 inches.

What do 70 million Americans have in common? 
Backaches. According to a panel of doctors at a seminar re- 
cently sponsored by the Simmons Co., this pain-in-the-back now 
rivals the respiratory ailment (including the common cold) as 
the nation’s number one ailment.

°° picked it up at an auction sale.’’ | have said this often, 
for over the years a good many of the furnishings in my house 
have been ‘‘picked up at auction’ and at a bargain price. 
Buying at auction sales is a serious business. The amateur is 
bidding in competition with dealers and professional buyers. 
He has to know what he is doing or he is going to get stung! 
From long experience | have learned several important rules 
that may serve as guides to the person who would like to try 
his hand at auction sales but does not quite know how. 
@ Never bid on anything without inspecting it before the sale. 
How easy it is to forget this rule if guided by impulse! ‘‘Oh, 
there’s a Toby jug just coming up—lI hadn't seen it.”’ (And you 
collect Toby jugs.) You thrust your hand up when bidding starts; 
the item is knocked down to you on the third or fourth bid for 
more than you should have paid and when you claim it after 
the sale you find it has a broken spout. Had you examined it 
you would not have bought it at any price. 
@ When you have viewed the contents of the auction room and 
decided what you are going to bid on at the sale, be sure to 
set a maximum bid. Do some comparison shopping at second- 
hand and antique shops. It is better to pass up a desirable 
object than to be carried away in the bidding. 
@ Plan to bid no more than half a retail dealer’s price for a 
comparable piece. For a really first-rate item you might permit 
yourself to go much higher. But in setting the maximum bid 
allow some leeway. For example, you decide to go as high as 
$22.50 on a china table lamp. You are one of two bidders. The 
bidding starts as $15, goes up $2.50 at a time and reaches 
$22.50, with your opponent bidding. If you are flexible, you 
will go one more bid and may get the lamp for $25. 
Attend a few sales as a spectator till you have a pretty fair 
idea of an item’s price range. Ask (Continued)

He will give you an honest 
estimate, for he has had enough experience to be within shoot- 
ing distance of the final price. 

@ Avoid overbuying. Getting bargains can go to the head. From 
time to time you will have to take yourself in hand and ask 
yourself, do | really need that tilt-top table? 

mM Keep your eyes open. In the jumble anything can turn up 
and much can remain hidden. It takes a sharp eye to spot the 
treasure buried in a carton of bric-a-brac. 

@ Don't buy a lot of trash to get a piece of blue Wedgwood 
Jasper ware. A dealer can afford to pay $40 for a basket of junk 
to get that one thing; he can sell everything at a profit. Leave 
the bulk lots for secondhand dealers. 

@ BUT, if you can’t resist grab-bag buying, be sure after you 
have decided to bid on a carton of oddments containing a piece 
of antique needlepoint that your desired item is there at bidding 
time. Hundreds of viewers make a mess of an exhibition; things 
get tossed from one carton to another. 

@ Bid openly. The timid bidder is likely to be overlooked. Arrive 
early enough to get a far-front seat, preferably on the aisle, so 
that the auctioneer can see you and when bidding raise your 
catalog high enough to get the auctioneer’s attention. If you get 
your bid, an attendant can conveniently reach you to get your 
name, address and the usual deposit of 10 or 25% of the 
bid, which most auction houses require of the unknown buyer. 
@ When you're not bidding, don’t fidget or you may find your- 
self in a little predicament such as this: On the hottest day of 
summer in a midtown Manhattan auction room the auctioneer 
paused and whispered to his assistant and there was a lull as 
the assistant came down the aisle to lean over and speak to a 
lady sitting behind me. ‘‘Lady, you had better not fan yourself 
with your catalog while the auctioneer is selling. You nearly 
bought yourself a china cabinet.”’ 

You may, of course, bid by proxy. The auctioneer will accept 
a written commission to bid your maximum, saving you the 
anxiety of making your bid seen or heard and saving time. You 
can telephone after the sale to inquire whether you got the bid. 
@ Finally, be alert at the sale. The alert person who bids crisply 
is the one likely to benefit from slack bidding. 

There is a rhythm in bidding. An energetic auctioneer gets 
off to a flying start. But wait a while. In 15 or 20 minutes the 
frenzy subsides, the pace slackens and prices begin to level off. 
Buyers start chatting among themselves while waiting for par- 
ticular items to come up. In the s!ump the auctioneer is likely 
to Knock down something valuable to a watchful bidder. 

During such a lull some years ago in London, when the deal- 
ers weren't paying attention but were gossiping among them- 
selves, | bought a 1760 Chippendale mahogany octagonal wine 
cooler for 12 pounds. In those days that was $48. 

Today it is worth at least 10 times that, the most valu- 
able piece | ever ‘‘picked up at auction.”

Manufacturers 
take pains to continually improve on mate- 
rials and workmanship to insure a quality 
product. 


Generally, the following features are avail- 
able when you buy home furnishings 
through trade professionals. 


e Furniture that you buy through a profes- 
sional interior designer is from a resource 
that is a top professional in the field, and 
who will see to it that you get a top quality 
product. 

e Furniture can be ordered and designed to 


scale andcolor so that an environment will 
be created to suit your specific needs. 


eA great deal of the merchandise encom- 
passes hand workmanship; and therefore 
has had more personal care in assembly 
and finishing. 


e Fabrics are generally selected for style 
and durability and tailored to fit custom 
frames. 


e Window treatments and draperies are also 
custom designed for the particular needs 
of your window area. 


Thus, when purchasing such furnishings 
you're dealing with professionals at each 
level. The people involved in the planning 
and execution of the merchandise, as well 
as the person helping you make the pur- 
chase that suits your particular personality 
and environment, are trained to provide 
good quality and good service.

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WITH A DECORATOR 








By CONSTANCE BOGEN { Are you thinking of hiring a decorator 
but feel unsure about whether you really need one? Billy Baldwin 
has always said that if you have the lucky combination of 
marvelous taste and knowledge of what you want, then a 
decorator is unnecessary. But you can have good taste and an 
idea of how you want your home to look, and still be unable to 
apply them to excellent decorating. Scale, form, shape, color— 
the component parts of a room demand an expert's knowing 
touch for the finest arrangements for living. 

It doesn’t really matter where you live but how you want to 
live that should determine your decorating decisions. Whether 
your home is one large room or a multi-level dwelling, that space 
must be filled eventually: designed, colored, made atmospheric 
and comfortable above all. Now your alternatives: You can 
do it yourself at your convenience or seek professional advice 
only or take that next step and hire a designer to do all or 
part of your home over a specific period of time. 

Where to find a decorator? The circumstances surrounding 
the hiring of a decorator may be atypical, as in the case of 
Marvin and Trudy Schlachter—a young Manhattan couple who 
originally planned to decorate their seven-room apartment 
themselves, then opted for a professional. Mrs. Schlachter, a 
graduate of the New York School of Interior Design, had 
decorated their previous apartment and felt enthusiastic (in fact, 
enged) about working with seven rooms from the beginning. 

of which stylistic direction to take, she pored over 





the work of professional decorators, getting back issues of 
decorating magazines from the last five years. ‘‘l spent about 
a month tearing through them, searching for rooms | liked. 
If they ap} me or seemed like | might be able to do it 
myself, | kept the picture and filed it in a portfolio.” 

Mrs. Schiachter went ahead with her plans—going to 
carpenters, doing some look-see shopping for background 
effects, for wall ings. Suddenly, the matter of designing a 
complete home began to feel like a staggering job. ‘‘Over-

whelming!’’ she exclaimed. ‘‘| knew what | wanted but couldn’ 
realistically handle seven rooms that would have to be done 
from the very beginning.”’ It was clear to the Schlachters thai 
working with a decorator was the answer. 

A friend recommended Albert Hadley of Parish-Hadley Inc. 
to Mrs. Schlachter, who was familiar with his work by reputation. 
She met with Designer Hadley and immediately knew that he was 
the man she wanted to work with. She recalis: ‘‘His qualities of 
warmth and naturalness impressed me. And most of all, he 
was definitely interested in knowing exactly what my husband and 
| wanted in our home.” 

As with Mrs. Schlachter, recommendation from a trusted 
friend is often how to find your way to a responsible decorator. 
Magazines like House Beautiful are a consistently fine showcase 
for talented designers. Never neglect window displays and model 
rooms in department and home furnishings stores (and dc 
investigate the store’s designer services and fees). Visit showcase 
houses and any special decorators’ exhibitions. If you’ve heard 
of a designer and haven't seen examples of his work, make an 
appointment and ask to see pictures of what he or she has done. 
Finally, you can contact the national offices (or local chapters) 
of two professional organizations for names of decorators in 
your locale: the American Institute of Interior Designers, 730 
Fifth Ave., New York City 10022, or the National Society of 
Interior Designers, 315 East 62nd St., New York City 10021. 

Good rapport with a decorator is essential. Designer Audré 
Fiber contributes her point of view: ‘‘What you’re doing is making 
friends. You make people aware that the designer is on your side. 
It’s like being a doctor or lawyer. A designer/client relationship 
is exactly that. They must have complete confidence and faith 
in you... but you have to earn it. It doesn’t just happen.”’ 

With Mrs. Schlachter, the experience with Hadley was give- 
and-take throughout. ‘‘We were in tune with each other to the 
point that he could tell me something and I'd be able to visualize it. 
He didn’t have to make renderings or sketches. (Continued)

Working with a decorator

We just discussed the ideas for 
each room in the apartment.”’ 
How does an_ apartment 
‘“‘happen?’’ How does it begin? 
Decorators ask many important 
questions before ever touching 
on the rooms themselves. First, 
they will discuss your view- 
point on living: where you live 
and how is considered; whether 
your house is in the country or 
in the city; the style and fre- 
quency of entertaining; if you 
have help; your family’s activity 
patterns and how they are mani- 
fested in your surroundings. 
Hadley had to understand 
the Schlachters in this way be- 
fore undertaking anything. They 
are an energetic New York 
couple with three children: He 
is president of Chess/Janus 
Records; she is involved with 
her husband’s business, active 
in the children’s schools, and 
both are very socially-oriented 
(entertaining frequently). Cer- 
tain practical designs had to be 
included to accommodate two 
children who were under 10 at 
the time and a third child born 
about the time the apartment 
was completed. The apartment 
had to be captivating, comfort- 
able and versatile. It had to be 
easy enough for flexible family 
life, yet establish a flow from 
living room to foyer to den to 
allow for large gatherings. 
Next, budget. To clarify, the 
word ‘“‘budget’’ describes the 
amount of money that’s avail- 
able to the designer to com- 
plete the job. It’s not another 
way of saying very inexpensive; 
nor does it suggest a lack of 
spending power. Budget is in 
trinsic to the development of 
the apartment: A designer must 
know what you intend to spend. 
The Schlachter'ss discussed 
the initial budget at the onset, 
but about half of it was used 
for what Hadley called ‘‘back- 
ground for living’’—the look for 
walls and floors. (The floors 
were bleached and walls were 
glazed.) At first, Mrs. Schlachter 
was distressed and_ thought 
they'd have to limit the final 
decorating to one room. ‘‘My 
husband didn’t agree,’’ she 
said. ‘‘He felt we were getting 
the kind of quality and style 
that we couldn’t achieve with- 
out Hadley. So, we went way 
over our original budget. But,”’ 
she added decidedly, ‘‘if we had 
it to do over again, we would.”’ 
Some of the cost went into 
small but beautiful details, like 
the 18 brass and six silver door- 
knobs put into the apartment. 
“The price was astronomical,” 
Mrs. Schlachter remarked. ‘‘It’s 
the only expense that my hus- 


band never did digest... and 
to this day he jokes about it.”’ 
To get what pleased them, 
this couple agreed to exceed 
their original budget. Of course, 
how the budget is spent—with- 


in its initial limit—will vary 
with the decorator and your 
particular choice of _ interior. 


Most decorators charge in one 
of several established ways: 
Cost plus percentage—here, 
the designer’s fee is arrived at 
by adding an agreed percentage 
to the cost of materials. Hourly 
and per diem—designers usu- 
ally charge this way when called 
in for consultations, unusual 
problein-solving, shopping time, 
preparation of working draw- 
ings. Flat fee—there, the client 
pays the workroom charges, 
merchandise cartage and other 
expenses, including all the de- 
signer’s services for the job. 
Flat fee plus percentage—the 
designer will quote a fee and 
specify that he will also receive 
a percentage of all the costs 
over the original budget. Retail 
—the decorator will bill the 
client for all merchandise at its 
list price; there’s no discount. 
Moving to a new apartment 
often means assessing the old 
one—decide what furnishings 
are adaptable, usable, versatile 
enough to fit in with a totally 
new scheme. The Schlachters’ 
previous apartment was done 
in the French mood, but now 
they wanted a more contempo- 
rary styling. Hadley’s evaluation 
of their old furnishings elim- 
inated everything but two chairs 
and a mirror—both of which 
were refinished and taken to 
the new apartment. ‘‘Other than 
these,’’ Mrs. Schlachter  ex- 
plained, ‘‘We kept nothing.”’ 
Hadley’s total concept of the 
apartment was conceived first: 
living room and dining room 
(both elegant in low-key colors); 
the foyer (muted tones and 
textured walls and spacious 
enough to serve as a small 
gallery for their art works with- 
out any need of remodeling); 
library in a deep navy (shut- 
tered, masculine) and the mas- 
ter bedroom (country French in 
blue and white). Hadley con- 
sulted in the children’s room 
but only had the built-ins made 
for them. ‘‘The kitchen was my 
baby,’’ Mrs. Schlachter noted. 
‘| went to a kitchen planner to 
be sure that this room was done 
before we moved in. But | did 
confer with Albert Hadley first, 
since | didn’t want the beige- 
and-white color scheme that 
we'd chosen to conflict with the 
rest of the apartment. Hadley 
was pleased when he saw it.”’ 


The Schlachters had a few 
basic preferences for furnish- 
ings. The steel-and-glass living 
room table is a Mascheroni de- 
sign (which is in the collection 
of the Museum of Modern Art's 
architecture and design depart- 
ment). Mrs. Schlachter wanted 
an old brass bed and Hadley 
located one. Preferring a steel- 
base extension table for the 
dining room, they ordered a 
John Vesey design that seats 12. 

Not every designing job in- 
volves completely new furnish- 
ings unless you, as the Schlach- 
ters did, particularly request a 
radical change. Fine decorators 
know this rule: Work with what 
people have. Reupholster, re- 
shape furniture if you can. . 
take a client’s treasures and 
put them in better looking sur- 
roundings and those treasures 
become more important. 
Down to the basics now. 
What’s it like living in an apart- 
ment while it’s under construc- 
tion? ‘“‘Terrible!”’ Mrs. Schlacn- 
ter exclaimed. ‘‘I like things 
neat and orderly. | don’t like 
anything left undone, yet at the 
same time, | can’t stand people 
working around me. | dislike 
dirt and clutter and lack of pri- 
vacy most of all.”’ 

Mrs. Schlachter had not ex- 
pected to be living in the midst 
of the major structural work. The 
family had moved to the new 
apartment in May, were away 
on Fire Island for three months 
(‘except my husband who was 
subjected to the noise and work 
because he was here during the 
week’’) and thought that by 
September they'd be living in 
a finished apartment. ‘‘But,’’ 
she said, ‘‘The floors, wall-glaz- 
ing, carpentry and wallpapering 
still weren't done. There was 
Supposed to be no mess but 
for about a month the workers 
were here. | had them putting 
in bookcases, hanging wallpaper 
and then the floors—the tar 
kept coming up, so that meant 
doing them three or four times. 
That consumed another week.”’ 
Although schedules were off 
(things do happen), only one 
minor catastrophe occurred. 
The wall-glazing, which was a 
difficult process—paint, oil, 
sponge—had to be done after 
the floors. Unfortunately, the 
children put their fingers 
through it while it was wet and 
the wall had to be reglazed. 
“Hadley wasn't aware of chil- 
dren and of the damage they 
can do,’’ she commented. ‘‘He 
realized it more and more as we 
got further into the apartment."’ 

The Schlachters decided on 
leather dining chairs—and not 


antiques—as they had to be 
sturdy. These work beautifully 
with the bleached floors, which 
have a dull finish on them. ‘‘The 
fabrics we have chosen—the 
tweeds, linens and leathers— 
everything works. The children 
have a lot of friends visiting 
after school and that means 


sheavy traffic on our foyer rug. 


It's a Treganowan and_inde- 
structible. | mean, bikes and 
carriages go through the foyer 
and nothing's happened to it. 
The wall glaze has chipped, but 
honestly, | don’t care.” 
Accessories warm a home. 
Paintings, artifacts—even the 
smallest bud vase personalizes 
a room. Mrs. Schlachter felt that 
choice of accessories should be, 
as she says, ‘‘an expression of 
ourselves and our travels. We're 
very interested in art and | 
wanted the paintings to be of our 
selection. Albert Hadley agreed. 
He didn’t try to impose his taste 
in art or bric-a-brac on us. 
Everything that we've bought— 
from the minerals to the books 
to the art—all have a certain 
meaning to us.” 

It's almost an _ understate- 
ment to say that the Schlach- 
ters are pleased with Hadley’s 
design. Whether it’s an intimate 
dinner party for six or for a large 
wine-and-cheese gathering, their 
apartment is ‘“‘perfect.’’ Plus, 
they have great esteem for

Whether they're for 
the most popular movie of the year, the best writer or excellence in 
the area of home furnishings, awards given by professionals to pro- 
fessionals are telling—giving us all a perspective about ourselves, 
about our tastes, about our lifestyles. 

The third annual Product Design Awards Program sponsored by 
the Resources Council is no exception. The council—a national as- 
sociation of interior furnishings manufacturers—presented awards 
in all segments of furnishings for the home and office: traditional 
and contemporary furniture for indoors and out, fabrics, floor cov- 
erings, wallpapers, lighting fixtures, tableware, domestics (sheets 
and towels) and accessories. A jury of top interior designers 
judged items in these areas on the basis of outstanding creative 
design: excellence of adaptation or reproduction, if applicable; in- 
novation in design; imagination with material and color; craftsman- 
ship.

Kor the letty 


—some new right-thinking designs 


By SUE NIRENBERG [ In this 
land of unliberated minorities 
struggling for recognition, an- 
other one cries out: the 10% of 
the American population who 
are left-handed! If you are in the 
right-handed majority, doubtless, 
you're unaware of the irksome- 
ness of life for the lefty. 
Although some left-handed 
people can train themselves to 
use right-handed things in a 
right-handed way, those who 
cannot are living counterclock- 
wise in a clockwise world. Alice 
Through the Looking Glass. 
Topsy turvy. Upside down. In- 
side out. Utter confusion. 
Everyone and everything, it 


can't see where he’s going 
through his crossed arms, 
there’s definitely a risk of cut- 
ting off a finger or two or three. 
Handedness is so obviously 
important in the kitchen. Sink 
units are normally placed so 
that the draining board is on the 
left. In washing dishes, the 
dominant hand is usually the ac- 
tive one, with the lesser hand 
placing the crockery or cutlery 
on the board. For the lefty, an- 
other case of cumbersome arm 
crossing. (The left-hander often 
feels that he is going through 
life as a pretzel.) 

Pity the presser. With irons, 
the flex is usually attached to

seems, is happily revolving 
clockwise (from left to right) 
—clocks, doorknobs, books, 


screws, jar tops, can openers, 
corkscrews. An endlessly hostile 
environment surrounds a lefty. 
Left-handed violinists, gui- 
tarists and banjoists must re- 
string their instruments. Gum 
chewers face a gum wrapper 
geared for the right-handed gum 
chewer; apple-corers, too, and 
cameras. A more complicated 
tool such as a power saw can be 
more than irksome—it can be 


menacing, or even dangerous. 


To use it, a left-hander must 
cross his arms, and since he 





the right-hand side of the iron, 
and the cord is not free of the 
ironing board. Consider handles. 
The standard position for the 
handle on a refrigerator door is 
on-the left. Why? We do not 
know, but at least it is not as 
necessary to be careful in open- 
ing a refrigerator as it is in op- 
erating a power saw. Still, for 
the lefty, that means opening 
and closing the door with the 
lesser hand and removing items 
with the dominant one. 

Something as simple as a 
frying pan becomes a nuisance 
if there’s only one pouring lip. 
Scissors are ordinarily a calam- 





ity for the left-hander, who finds 
the cutting blade obscured from 
his view unless the blades are 
switched—and this is only pos- 
sible (and also expensive) with 
two pairs of scissors. 

And that’s not all. Can open- 

ers, wristwatches, playing cards, 
adding machines and check- 
books are a problem. (Many 
banks have thoughtfully come to 
the aid of left-handers by sup- 
plying left-handed checkbooks.) 
Left-handers must admit that 
the typewriter is a concession to 
their preference since most of 
the most-used keys are situ- 
uated on the left. 
As we see, one of society's 
most neglected minorities is 
that group of left-handers. 
Everywhere they turn, they find 
the world and its artifacts ar- 
rayed against them. 

But help is—as it were—at 
hand. This minority, one out of 
every 10 Americans, has found 
a spokesperson in June Gittle- 
son, who runs a store called The 
Left Hand in New York. Here, 
more than a hundred items are 
designed for the left-hander. At 
The Left Hand, a_ left-handed 


iron—as well as_ left-handed 
scissors, knives, apple-corers, 
etc.—await the needy ones. 
**Manusacturers are often 
unwilling to go to the expense of 
making an item for this mar- 
ket,’’ says Ms. Gittleson, a left- 
hander herself. ‘‘So | design my 
own and order many from Eu- 
rope. | recently designed a left- 
handed corkscrew, and then | 
talked an Italian manufacturer 
into making it for me.”’ 

Ms. Gittleson has always been 
troubled by  left-handedness. 
“All left-handed people feel awk- 
ward,’’ she says, ‘‘but they think 
they’re clumsy when actually 
they don’t have proper tools. 

“For example, you really have 
to take off a watch to wind it 
properly. When | park a car, | 
can parallel park better on the 
left side than on the right side. 
Even though many left-handers 
are seemingly ambidextrous, it 
is difficult to tell which hand 
they favor except when they 
light a match. You can always 
tell if a person is left-handed by 
the way he lights a match.” 

To see how the left-hander 
faces life, take a tape measure 


or ruler. The normal procedure is 
to measure—and read—from 
left to right, starting with zero 
and working up. Holding a ruler 
in that position can be awkward 
for the lefty, so now there’s a 
specially designed tape measure 
and ruler to let the left-handed 
person measure more easily— 
the larger numbers start on the 
left and work toward zero and 
his dominant hand is marking 
the point he’s measuring to. 
This unique little shop sports 
all kinds of other practicalities, 
such as frying pans, greeting 
cards that open from left to 
right, lettering pens for left- 
handers, knitting and crocheting 
books, scissors (the scissors 
happen to be the most frequent- 
ly requested article). 
Ms. Gittleson offers 
handcrafted ceramics by ‘‘tal- 
ented Aunt Pearl’’ that include 
a soup ladle with a spout that 
pours toward the lefty instead of 
away from him. There are dou- 
ble-lipped saucepans, chef's 
aprons (for men and women) 
with the pocket on the left-hand 
side, potholder mitts for left- 
handed cooks with the thumb on 


the left side instead of the right, 
sports equipment for children 
and adults, musical instru- 
ments and even a classroom 
notebook with the spiral on the 
right so lefties can avoid any 
elbow ridges from leaning on 
the spiral bindings. 

Some articles are pure 
whimsy—and bravado. T-shirts 
say ‘‘Lefty!’’ and buttons say 
“Kiss Me, I’m Left Handed,”’ to 
give only two examples. 

Why is all this necessary? No 
one knows why, but if you think 
about it, you realize that even 
the language is unkind to the 
left. The Oxford Dictionary sums 
up the four meanings of the ad- 
jective left-handed as: (1) hav- 
ing the left hand more service- 
able than the right, (2) crippled, 
defective; awkward, clumsy, in- 
ept, (3) characterized by under- 
hand dealings; ambiguous, 
doubtful, questionable, and (4) 
ill-omened and sinister. 

“Left hand’’—in any lan- 
guage—has at least one deroga- 
tory meaning: either weak or 
clumsy or downright evil. Witch- 
craft has quite a long and a 
seamy (Continued on page 121)

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EASY TO GROW 
HOUSE PLANTS 




















> If you need a sizable 
shrub or small tree for 
: your house, con- 
sider the 
schefflera. You 
can pinch out the 
growing tips to encourage 
bushy growth, or let 
each stem grow upward 
to the ceiling. Thriv- 
ing, established plants 
. four feet tall, like 
\ _ this one, cost about 
$50. Keep shiny and 
healthy by cleaning it fre- 
quently with a damp cloth. 
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The schefflera 
makes anice 
pet, but you don’t have to walk it 


if you want a big, leafy house plant that tolerates all kinds of 
neglect, forget about the schefflera. However, if you want a hand- 
some shrub or tree-size foliage plant that will respond to some 
tender care, consider the schefflera. By tender care | don't mean 
you have to humidify the house or mist the leaves twice a day, al- 
though doing either or both wouldn’t be a bad idea. What | do 
mean is giving it a place where daylight is bright enough so you 
could enjoy sitting by the schefflera and reading, and remembering 
to play rainmaker whenever the soil approaches dryness. And when 
you need a little soothing tranquility, turn on the stereo and take 
your sweet time wiping off the dust from every leaf using a soft 
damp cloth. In other words, the schefflera is really a very sociable 
sort of plant, a nice pet that doesn’t have to be walked. In proper 
horticultural terms the schefflera will grow indoors in a place 
where light varies from bright to full sun. It needs average house 
warmth and as much humidity as possible. Soak the soil, then let 
it approach dryness before drenching again. When your schefflera 
shows signs of having its pot completely filled with roots, repot. 
A mistreated schefflera speaks a sign language you can in- 
terpret easily. Carol Portman, the plant lady at Bergdorf Goodman 
in New York, says that blackened new growth is a sure sign of too 
much water. ‘‘Scheffleras have sensitive roots. If you pour on the 
water, never allowing the excess to drain away, root damage is in- 
evitable. And that means browning leaf tips.’’ Large scheffleras 
brought straight from the ideal environment of a greenhouse are 
sure to drop some leaves before they get accustomed to your en- 
vironment. Be especially careful about overwatering in cold, cloudy 
weather. Mealybugs sometimes attack schefflera, depositing their 
cottony-white masses on leaf undersides; red-spider mites turn 
leaves a dusty, yellowish, unhealthy green—and in terminal cases 
leave telltale webs. Ms. Portman suggests spraying once a month 
with malathion or a house plant pesticide aerosol. Or, if it’s a big 
plant, seal it in a sheet of plastic (a painter’s dropcloth will do) 
with a Shell pest strip for 48 hours [) By ELVIN McDONALD 
(Next in our series on house plants: Fig trees for shade indoors.)

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For antiques 


—there’s no place like London 


By RICHARD PECK (J London is 
the antique fanciers happy 
hunting ground. It’s the place 
where the Germans go to buy 
back Méissen, where the French 
reclaim their armoires, where 
American tourists stretch shrink- 
ing dollars for flightbag-sized 
treasures, as bigtime American 
dealers bulk-ship home an esti- 
mated $30 million worth of an- 
tiques and near-antiques annu- 
ally and where the Japanese are 
buying everything in sight. There 
is somewhere—in Stuttgart or 
Osaka, San Francisco or Mel- 





London offers at any price. 

The antique trade is one of 
London’s best attractions—for 
buyer and browser alike. After 
centuries of selling, the nation 
of shopkeepers has gone con- 
sumer-conscious with a dozen 
multiple markets, crammed with 
individual, free-wheeling dealers 
in warehouse halls or in the 
open air. Every day of the week 
is market day in London—if you 
know where to look. 

The stall holders can trim 
overhead when there’s no roof 
above. Even indoor stall space 
rents for much less than an 
entire shop in a promising loca- 
tion. And the sellers are a spe- 
cial London breed—whether 
they be reduced gentlewomen 
or Bermondsey-bred costermon- 
gers who've discovered that 
selling old porcelain beats sell- 
ing new potatoes. They are a 
giant alliance who shop one 
another and look after one 
another's wares while someone 
goes for coffee for all. 

They include the stiff scholar 
who gives you a lecture on 
Georgian silver even when his 
stock is depleted and the sharpy 
who tells you soberly that an 
Edwardian tea caddy is extreme- 
ly early Queen Anne. But wheth- 
er they offer you guarantees or 
guff, they’re engaging people, 
an intensely human element ina 
very dignified city. 

Most markets are in unex- 
pected corners of London. But 
once he’s found them, the visi- 
tor is confronted by as many as 
500 independent dealers. Three 
of the greatest markets are 
largely outdoor extravaganzas: 
Camden Passage on Wednes- 
days and Saturdays; vast Ber- 
mondsey on Friday mornings; 
famed Portobello on Saturdays. 
The rest are indoor bazaars, 
open five or six days a week. 
There’s even one, the South 
London Antiques Centre, open 
Sunday afternoons for those 
who don’t need a day of rest. 

A find is what you want. A 


bargain is what you can afford. 
Dealers everywhere tend to 
know their wares better than 
the wisest buyer. Most prices 
are labeled. There is another 
one, known in the trade as the 
“haggle” or ‘‘browbeat’’ price. 
‘| can take five pounds off that 
for you”’ is the recurring Lon- 
don litany. But the haggle price 
is relatively firm. 

Each market has its own 
character. Some markets are 
tea shop-gentee!l; others are 
sets for Oliver Twist. It will take 
all your staying power and your 
most wearable old shoes to begin 
to know London’s antique land. 
Portobello Road: Porto- 
bello Road is London’s best- 
known antique spectacular. This 
Saturday carnival draws more 
tourist/shoppers than dealers. 
Many items have passed re- 
peatedly through dealers’ hands 
earlier in the week, especially 
on Friday at Bermondsey. 

Prices reflect the quick, re- 
tail deal, and the haggle price is 
usually but a fraction off the 
marked one. A few shopkeepers 
get huffy if the shopper asks, 
“‘Is this your best price?’’ more 
than once. But there are still 
bargains to be had. 

Whether you buy or not, Por- 
tobello is one of the liveliest 
sights in Europe. From the Not- 
tinghill Gate subway stop down 
Pembridge Street and left at the 
second turning, the mob is surg- 
ing in one direction from early 
Saturday morning until mid- 
afternoon. Portobello begins as 
a residential street, lined with 
little row houses in Bermuda 
pastels. It gathers momentum 
with curbside stands up by Den- 
bigh Mews. On that corner, one 
of the first inside stores is 
Alice’s, which is crammed full 
with old brass bedsteads and 
stripped country furniture. 

From there on, the carnival 
begins in solid lines of street 
stands, permanent shops and 
thundering great arcades. The 
road is closed to cars, a ‘‘pedes- 
trian precinct”’ in British terms, 
but the human traffic jam would 
give a New Yorker pause. There 
is plenty of bizarre entertain- 
ment: the monkey men, for ex- 
ample, who thrust live monkeys 
wearing weird crocheted baby 
clothes into your hands and 
then photograph you for a fee. 

You won't complete the prom- 
enade without meeting someone 
from back home, carrying a 
proud purchase wrapped _ in 
newsprint. For the standard 
wrapping is newspaper—often 
redolent of last night's fish and 
chips. A seasoned (Continued)

An ancient law, occasionally 
still invoked, decrees that con- 
tracts are only binding in Ber- 
mondsey between sunup and 
sunset. The dealers are there 
ind ready by 5 a.m. The stall 
1olders, muffled against the 
nist, unload a week’s haul from 
their lorries and vans. Flashlight 
beams cut across nearly an acre 
of canvas-roofed stalls. The 
dealing begins. 





A satinwood box moves from 
hand to hand, to reappear Sat- 
urday at Portobello and next 
week on Madison Avenue in New 
York. A small ormulu commode 
rests briefly on the damp pav- 
ing stones and is gone. The odd 
bit of old ivory and true pewter 
changes hands long before the 
sun rises above the jagged 
Southwark skyline. Sunup 
comes earlier in Bermondsey 
than anywhere else. 

Before breakfastime, every- 
one is a dealer at Bermondsey 
—even you and |. But the open- 
air stalls and the sagging ware- 
houses surrounding them are 
mobbed till early afternoon. 

The stalls are unnumbered— 
perhaps numberless, though 


| one estimate puts them at 450. 


The genial old gentleman in the 
disreputable bowler hat down at 
the south end features Victorian 
toy locomotives and automobile 
‘mascots,’ custom radiator 
ornaments from vintage cars. 
A prime Bermondsey mover 
is a former advertising man, lan 
Whitfield. He owns an_ indoor 
market, formerly a bacon fac- 
tory, overlooking the outdoor 
stalls. Not too long ago, Whit- 
field made the news as the first 
Western importer to negotiate 
a deal with Red China for a 
major shipment of _ ivories, 
quartz, jade and porcelains. He 





estimates that Bermondsey 
dealers export $5 million worth 
of antiques annually, largely to 
wholesale sources. 

Bermondsey is not a place of 
comfy tea shops. It doesn’t need 
to advertise and its location is 
baffling. Take the subway to the 
Elephant and Castle subway sta- 
tion. Rise in the creaking ele- 
vator and board a red double- 
decker bus, either No. 1 or No. 
188; buy a fivepence ticket to 
Bermondsey. It was once known 
as the Caledonian Market at 
another location. The Caledo- 
nian name survives in certain 
guidebooks and tourist listings. 
South London Antiques 
Centre: The newest market 
on the London scene is well 
worth a visit after Bermondsey. 
The contrast is profound. South 
London Antiques Centre is 
housed in an abandoned tobac- 
co warehouse at 159-161 Cam- 
berwell Rd. The stalls are rooms 
or spacious corners in a four- 
story structure, carpeted and 
spotless. There’s a delightful 
lunchroom overlooking a rose 
garden dotted with white iron 
furniture. The polite tradition is 
alive and well though Bermond- 
sey is only a mile away. 

South London is the creation 
of two experienced dealers, Jef- 
frey Prime and Keith Watson, 
whose shop, Harley Antiques, 
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occupies most of an upper floor. 
They have a well-priced collec- 
tion of Victorian jewelry and sil- 
ver picture frames and London's 
largest selection of royal com- 
memorative objects—a whole 
room stiff with items emblaz- 
oned with the likenesses of all 
the royal family. Some even pre- 
date Victoria, and the cumula- 
tive effect is staggering. 

This is the only market sell- 
ing on Sunday, when additional 
stalls invade the garden. You 
can dicker amid the rose trees 
on a day when nearly everything 
else in London is shut—-save 
only churches and pubs. 

The departure point is the 
same Elephant and Castle sub- 
way stop as for Bermondsey. 
Then buy a threepence ticket on 
any bus heading south from 
there to the Camberwe!l Road. 
South London Antiques Centre 
is closed on Mondays and open 
Tuesday through Saturday from 
10 a.m. to 5:30 p.m. On Sun- 
day, the hours are 2-6 p.m. 
Camden Passage: |n 
north London, there’s a subway 
stop simply and strangely called 
Angel. The neighborhood is less 
than heavenly. Its terrain. still 
hints of weedy bomb damage. 
The area is Islington, home to a 
new breed of young artistic 
types who buy and restore the 
terraced houses. Simon Ward, 
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the actor who portrays the 
young Churchill, lives with his 
wife and children in this neigh- 
borhood of Victorian red brick 
and working-class Georgian. 

Islington High Street rises 
north from the subway stop to 
Upper Street. Running parallel 
is Camden Passage. It’s an in- 
door-outdoor market. The roofed 
shops are open six days a week; 
on Wednesday and Saturday, 
the outdoor stalls bloom. The 
effect is picturesque: An 18th- 
century oak desk stands in sin- 
gular splendor in a window 
as a stall out front sells Victo- 
rian pottery emblazoned with 
“Souvenir of Blackpool Pier.’’ 

Kelley’s, at Number 2 Pierre- 
pont Row, is an indoor shop 
with a fine line in Staffordshire 
figures, ribbon plates and war 
souvenirs. Angel Armoury, at 
320 Upper St., features ship 
and soldier models and military 
memorabilia. Strike One, at 1A 
Camden Walk, guarantees its 
fine old clock collection for a 
year of accurate timing. 

The twice-a-week stall owners 
are often theater folk, who find 
antiquing a promising fill-in be- 
tween more dramatic. roles. 
Peter Stenson is typical. When 
he’s not off staging a summer 
theatrical, he stall-keeps here. 

“Actors go mad waiting for 
the agent to call,’’ he says. 


“One day | looked around my 
house while waiting and found 
I'd accumulated enough to keep 
a stall going for a fortnight. At 
the end of that time, | was 
permanently in business."’ 

Camden Passage rambles on 
as far north as a vintage pub, 
The Camden Head, an antique 
itself, probably priceless. The 
shops are open 9 a.m. to 5:45 
p.m. Monday through Saturday. 
Kensington Hypermar- 
ket: Kensington High Street 
is the shopping thoroughfare 
for the Royal Borough west and 
south of Kensington Gardens 
and Hyde Park. It runs from 
Princess Margaret's palace in 
the park to the elegant gardens 
of Holland Park. 

Next to the private road to 
Kensington Palace at 26-40 
Kensington High St. stands the 
Hypermarket behind a facade of 
caryatid columns. The Hyper- 
market is the glossiest of Lon- 
don marts in appearance and 
price, with 64 shops on two 
floors. It is also the best source 
for furniture, most of it on the 
basement level. At the rear of 
the main floor, a plush and 
paneled Victorian railroad din- 
ing car dispenses lunches and 
snacks. The exhausted can col- 
lapse over coffee and _ peer 
through the windows out across 


| a wilderness of mahogany and 









oak and smaller decorative ob- 
jects, all artfully displayed. 
Edward J. Howe, the Hyper- 
market manager, stresses in- 
tegrity and authentication. The 
Hypermarket offers the buyer a 
guarantee of up to 500 pounds 
(about $1275) compensation 
for any item proved less authen- 


tic than it is claimed. A guaran- 
tee paid off twice in the Hyper- 
market's six-year history. The 
original plan was to feature 


18th-century furniture. ‘‘We've 
moved ahead to Victoriana,”’ Mr. 
Howe says, ‘‘But we're staying 
away from the fads for Art 
Nouveau and Art Deco.”’ 


The Hypermarket seeks to 
impose a quality control on in 
dividual sellers rare and diffi- 


cult for the London markets 
“We can only suggest to our 
sellers that authentic dating is 
good business, but then we 
don’t house fly-by-night types.”’ 

Hypermarket attracts celeb- 
rities. ‘‘Princess Margaret Rose 
often comes round,’’ says Ana- 
bel Gregory, assistant manager- 
ess. ‘‘She only lives next door.”’ 

How does the seller respond 
to royalty? ‘‘We call her Ma’am 
and extend normal courtesy.”’ 

Members of the Dutch royal 
family are also Hypermarket 
habitues when they’re in town. 
Queen Juliana ‘‘simply pops in.”’ 
This caused one unwary sales-

Miss de Havilland is the most 
arresting figure in London an- 
tique land. A former Richard 
Avedon model, she’s a stunning 
creature with great green-and- 
black butterflies painted around 
her eyes.

The Bond Street Antique Cen- 
tre has 10 a.m.-5:30 p.m. hours 
Monday through Saturday.

Pat Hequet makes tapestries 
in the traditional way and de- 
signs her wares to customers’ 
specifications.

It’s a 20-story 
high rise with enclosed glass 
balconies which afford good 
views of the city and surround- 
ings. Each floor has a different 
decor, replete with lovely handi- 
crafts made by local artisans. 
There is a lovely swimming pool 
for relaxing; and if you like golf, 
the Hilton has a special arrange- 
ment with the Santa Anita Club 
de Golf, just fifteen minutes 
away, which has 18 holes. Their 
cocktail lounge and restaurants 
attract the local citizenry, and 
the folkloric nights add local 
color with the mariachi players. 
Check box 8. 


No matter where you go in Mex- 
ico, you'll no doubt spend a 
few days in Mexico City—the 
focal point. This cosmopolitan 
city exudes excitement. In the 
evening, the ‘‘Angel’’ is floodlit 
atop her pedestal on the Paseo 
de la Reforma, and the whole 
world seems to be out strolling 
in the springlike air. There’s a 
wealth of sightseeing: the Zo- 
calo and the Cathedral, Chapul- 
tepec Park, the striking new 
Anthropology Museum, to men- 
tion just a few places to visit. 
But it is the shopping and 
dining that add the fantastic 
touch. You must visit the San 
Juan Market, a multi-storied 
building with hundreds of booths 
of merchandise. Dining is al- 
ways late—1:30 for lunch, 9 
p.m. for dinner. The fare can 
be Mexican, Polynesian or con- 
tinental.

Editor JACK MACURDY Fabrics take on a 
secial style in the hands of Fashion Designers 
Albert Capraro and Carmine Porcelli. Whether 
they're designing dresses or choosing a print 
for room schemes in their New York City apart- 
ment, their feeling for fabric and its use is nat- 
ural. In Porcelli’s bedroom (below), three differ- 
ent blue-and-white patterns merge in harmony: 
tiny stylized flowers on the walls and easy 
chairs; quails on the ottoman; batik birds on 
curtains and quilted bed /sofa. A refreshing 
contrast for the deeper colors in the rest of the 
duplex, this room serves often as a quiet sitting

room for after-dinner cordials. “It’s calm and 
relaxed,” says Porcelli. “You don’t feel the city 
around you at all.” This is true throughout. 

In the dining room (right and above), floral 
print fabrics in blue, rose and burgundy make 
an all-over splash. This small room has been 
artfully divided into a dining corner and a con- 
versation area around the fireplace. Banquettes, 
chairs and sofas are covered in one print, walls 
in another and the table dressed in several more. 
All are joined in spirit by their colorings and the

THESE BASIC FABRIC tricks 


THINK OF ALL THE OBJECTS around the house that can be 
glamorized by covering them with fabric. Start in the bedroom: 
Make a headboard by having a plywood shape cut to size, 
then pad with foam rubber, cover with fabric stapled to the back. 
Sheets will work well for this. Or, go to the living room, where 
you can cover a Parsons table. (This looks especially well with 
all the snake-vinyls around now.) Either staple or glue the fabric 
over the complete surface, then top with glass. The remainder 
could be given a Scotchgard or polyurethane finish. 








FABRIC UNDERFOOT: Cover a floor with fabric and you 
can create something that’s one-of-a-kind and stylish to 
step out on, too. This is made particularly feasible by using 
sheets because they offer such a wide area of seamless fabric. 
Stretch the sheet on the floor, apply with adhesive. Then 
size the fabric with commercial sizing. When this is 

dry, give the floor a coat or two of polyurethane varnish. 
Some of the new designer sheets ought to make great floors. 





COVER THREE WALLS with printed fabric, then mirror the fourth. 





IF A MEDITERRANEAN EFFECT attracts you, place 
exotic scarves (be sure that they’re sheer) over regular lamp 
shades. Light will be filtered; the color diffused, sultry. 





PAPER MATS for pictures are passé. Substitute fabric to mat a 
print—or even another fabric. (Geometrics? Primitive, floral, too.) 
Or dress up a plain wooden or plastic frame with fabric. Use for 
mirrors as well as prints. Glue on trimming for more detail. 





SAVE ALL LEFTOVER fabric scraps and use as 
replacements for worn areas. Scraps are a natural for 
patchwork, too. Make a quilt, a pillow sham, a hostess skirt 
and any number of original creations to wear. 





TRICKS FOR THE TABLE: Tablecloths can be made from squares 
of fabric—or ready-made napkins, scarves—joined together. 
Seams can be covered with ribbon, broad rick-rack or decora- 
tive edging. This same switching of functions can occur 

between napkins and pillow covers. One of our editors was 
once quite impressed with a tablecloth made by lacing 

broad, six-inch-wide strips of felt. With stylish colors, this type 
of cloth can look rich, lush . . . even extravagant. 





MORE FOR THE TABLE: Why not mix media by placing 
fabric under Plexiglas? Use rectangular pieces for placemats, 
circular for coasters. One-of-a-kind fabrics such as batiks 
(homemade ones, of course) can then be used without 
worry over food spills. Tie a ribbon on the back of a chair, 
mix colors just for an extra decorative dash at the table. 





WALLPAPER AND FABRIC COORDINATES can achieve a total unity, 
a quiet opulence. Transform walls with the same fabric that’s 
chosen for draperies and upholstered pieces. Think of completing 
the picture with a matching table skirt and throw pillows. 





HANDSOME OLD DAMASK TABLECLOTHS assume a 
contemporary look when dyed a delicious color that 
complements dining accessories. Intense colors do it. 





USING A STAPLE GUN and staples, cover walls with fabric, 

then glue on braid or finishing-off trim to cover any staples 
that happen to show. Stapling fabric. to a wall is actually 

a practical approach to wall-covering. When soiled, it comes 
off easily, can be washed and put up again. Moving? You can put 
the same fabric up the same way, trimming here and there to fit. 





ROOM DIVIDERS: 
should you be able to see 

to establish any entirely different room? If you want a 

modified kind of privacy, make a divider of panels of sheer 

fabric. Thread rods through the top and bottom and fasten to the

from area to area or do you want 


ceiling and floor. To close off areas, hang several panels 

of opaque printed fabric side by side on rods ussended from 
the ceiling. Sew the same fabric back to back or use one 

design on one side, a contrasting one on the other. If you want 
to close off an area but be able to bring it back into the 

room at whim, treat a length of fabric like a window shade that 
can be rolled up or down. This works nicely in dining room/ 
kitchen areas that are divided only by a counter or cabinets. 


The shades should be hung in the open space above. 





DON’T NEGLECT ARCHITECTURAL DETAILS when using 
fabrics: For example, you can glue fabric on beams 

to match (or contrast) with the fabric on the wall for a 
unifying effect. Frame a window, too, the same way. 





THINK OF FABRICS when refinishing. Old lampshades, trunks, 


tables or a tray can be recovered to match a color scheme. 





SOME FABRICS are as pretty as a picture. With this in 
mind, why not consider mounting a favorite fabric sample 
in an old or new frame? Plexiglas box frames work well. 





THINK OF FABRIC AS ART. This has the advantage of providing 
more than one texture as well as design to the wall. In place of 
paintings, commercial fabrics, unframed, but beautifully mounted, 
can make decorative accents that are sure to cost very little— 
depending, of course, on the fabric you choose. An already 

printed fabric could be used, but you could make this wall-hanging 
by (1) vegetable dying, (2) appliquéing, (3) batiking, | L) tie 
dying, (5) embroidering or (6) hand- printing or silk-screening.

FABRIC AS TWO-DIMENSIONAL ART: Hem fabric and hang 
it by a rod against the wall in sizes ranging from 

small accent pieces to middle-sized wall hangings to 

mural proportions. Pattern suggestions: An American Indian 
design on commercial fabric (say, at $5-$10 a yard) 

might have the graphic effect of a Navajo rug (at $200 

plus) or an oil painting. A Chinese design glued to 

a standing screen is always effective and very chic. 





FABRIC AS THREE-DIMENSIONAL ART: Make soft sculpture 
—especially good for children’s rooms. Choose a fabric that’s 
printed with animals or flowers in large scale. Cut out the 
design, back it and stuff like a pillow. B Jatting, fiberfill or kapok 

is fine. Or, start from your own design and proceed the same way, 
making oversized sculptures worthy to be viewed by the press. 





OPEN THAT OLD TRUNK and see if there’s a hidden 
treasure (an aunt’s bridal shower dress, a 30s silk print, a 
wool challis scarf) that could be “recycled” into the 
coverings for pillows, window seat covers, lap robes. 





HERE’S AN IDEA that originates in Louisiana. Cover bottle caps 
with varied patterns of calico, then stitch them together to make a hot 
pad. It looks quite chic when completed—a mini-patchwork. 

The method: Cut out circles of fabric large enough to wrap around 
the bottle cap, shir them closed tightly on the underside. 


Attach the covered caps to each other with invisible stitches.

‘since its three layers (patched top, batting and backing) are tufted —joined % 
together by ties rather than by quilting stitches.

in making choices, worrying too much 
about other people’s reactions to what 
they’ve chosen. The reason for buying 
fabric is to add the qualities of color and 
texture to a room—and | believe we 
should all respond emotionally, happily 
to the colors and textures we live with. 
So buying fabrics for practical reasons 
doesn’t have the same validity as prac- 
ticality has in selecting a dishwasher. 

In shopping, look first at the best— 
usually the most expensive. This is good 
training for the eye. Even if you must 
end up buying in the bargain basement, 
you will be more selective for having 
seen the best. | feel that an admixture 
of fabrics and qualities of fabrics makes 
the most interesting rooms. The single- 
dimension room—where all fabrics are 
very expensive, very dressy or all home- 
spun—is dull. Contrasting silk against 
linen crash, or satin against flannel pro- 


/duces more interesting effects, besides 


helping the budget. A great fallacy 
among consumers is that they budget 
interiors the same way they budget rou- 
tines. If they need 120 yards of fabric 
in toto and have $1,000 to spend, they 
think they‘ll come out on target if they 
spend $8 a yard on every fabric. A bet- 
ter approach would be to cover some 
pieces with relatively inexpensive 
staples, like ticking or sheeting, then 
splurge on fabrics used as accent pil- 
lows and in small-use areas, like dining 
seats. I’d never stint on pieces that are 
bound to take a lot of wear, like papa’s 
chair, which needs a good, durable, 
soil-resistant fabric. Now that the cost 
of covering a chair is rising four times 
faster than the cost of fabric, it’s only 
wisdom to use fabric that will last. 
“Cost per yard” thinking is another fal- 
lacy. If the labor for making draperies 
is $200 and fabric A costs $100 while 
fabric B is $300, fabric B is not three 
times as expensive as fabric A. It’s only 
80% more, or the difference between 
$500 or $300 for the finished draperies.

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And if the more expensive fabric will 
last twice as long, then it will be cheaper 
in the last analysis. 

Most laymen are still intrigued by the 
“new magic’ promised by new fibers 
and finishes—and | don’t put them down 
because | use many of them. But the 
fibers and finishes thot have been 
around a long time are use-tested and 
you can expect them to age gracefully. 
Soil- and stain-resistant finishes are fine 
but people tend to expect too much of 
them. Nothing can make a white sofa 
carefree if you put it in a dirty situation. 
In the immediate, fuel-saving future, | 
see the return of denser draperies, which 
will keep heat in during the cold weath- 
er and keep out solar heat in summer. 


Color is the language I speak best, 
because color to me is the greatest 
thing in the world. It can set me up for the 
day or it can kill the day. In 28 years of 
designing home furnishings and fashions, 
I’ve observed that most people, women 
especially, have an instinctive appreciation 
of color that they themselves may not 
even realize. Trouble is that not too many 
people are sure enough of themselves and so 
they let themselves be influenced by what 
they see everybody else doing. I want to 
tell women that they can really follow their 
own instincts instead of watching their 
neighbors. I think they should make color 
combinations of their own, instead of being 
tied into conventional tabus. It’s the try-it- 
you'll-like-it idea. My greatest advantage as 
a designer is that I’m boss of my own 
studio and can do what I want to do. I can 
put colors and patterns into my lines that 
are a satisfaction for myself. I’ve no guar- 
antee theyll be generally accepted, but 
frequently when I’ve taken such chances 
they’ve been successful—other people like 
what I like and buy it. I was one of the first 
to use pink with orange and the unheard-of 
combination was a great success. | love 
oranges and yellows but was cautioned 
that California women wouldn’t buy them 
because they were supposed to be uncom- 
plimentary to suntanned complexions. Red- 
heads won't buy pink, I was told, because 
their color is green. It was said no one 
would buy sheets patterned in black or 
brown but then Burlington Mills was 
open-minded enough to let me try it. All

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those shibboleths turned out to be non- 
sense. Surely good design had something to 
do with the public acceptance of the uncon- 
ventional, but it was as if the women were 
expressing a fundamental sense of “I don’t 
know why I like it, but I do.” If I have 
had any success at all, | believe it’s be- 
cause | have always painted “up” to con- 
sumers’ tastes. In my experience, a woman 
is apt to buy something that is pretty in 
patterns she can relate to—flowers and ferns 
rather than abstract designs. | work in 
abstractions, love them, but as a nature 
buff, I first started working with simple 
nature forms—l’ve made the lady bug my 
trade mark—and now I’m coming back to 
nature subjects because there’s an increas- 
ing interest in them, especially among 
young people and | think we have to look 
to them for inspiration. I’m impressed with 
what I see them doing—experimenting with 
color, making cushions out of towels and 
curtains out of sheets, creating their own 
backgrounds, not being afraid to change. 
They are not pushed by convention: they 
follow their own instincts, which is what | 
wish people of all ages would feel freer to 
do. We should all be a little daring in 
choosing fabric because it doesn’t have to 
be permanent. I am all for neutral back- 
grounds that you can color and_ pattern 
with fabric. Synthetics have revolutionized 
the way we look at decorating—you can do 
so much with the drip-dry sort of thing. 





i feel that it’s part of my job as a 

designer to go out all over ithe 
country and meet consumers face to face, 
answering their questions. | generally 
find that | am face to face with their 
paint chips and carpet swatches, hand- 
bags full of them, because the usual 
decorating approach is to choose wall 
and carpet colors and then, as a second 
or third thought, select the fabrics for a 
room. That is not as it should be—a 
room should be planned as a unit, all 
parts considered as a whole, even if you 
have to do the job in stages. Paint and 
carpet first, and you will have locked 
yourself in. If you come upon a fabric 
you love that may suggest a different

color approach—for instance, in curtains, 
draperies or a ready-to-put-on-the-bed 
bedspread, which are my products—you 
can always, of course, repaint the walls 
—and if that sounds simple, there are 
people who would rather move than go 
through that upheaval. | think that if 
you can dress yourself, you can dress a 
room. You know how to take a basic 
black dress and accent it with a color, 
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Vice. President, Crosceill Curtain Co,,. 
who makes ready-mades look custom-made 


distributing that color in hat, belt, 
jewelry, in little bits. That’s how the ac- 
cent color should be distributed about 
a room. There is a close correlation be- 
tween fashion and home furnishings 
today. In designing, | watch ready-to- 
wear very closely because if there is a 
pervading look or color in fashion, you 
may be sure it will be reflected in home 
furnishings. This year’s polka dots and 
plaids are a good example. The young 
have been influencing the look of things 
for some time. They are more selective, 
more individualistic, unwilling to buy 
any packaged deal. They were the 
original pattern-mixers. Now, two pat- 
terns in one bedspread is high style. 
Ten years ago it would have been called 
a job lot. The His-Ms. thing, the way 
things are becoming more neuter, less 
masculine as opposed to feminine or vice 
versa, is affecting fabric design just as 
it is everything else. Men are very much 
concerned with what's inside their 
homes—only many of them won’t admit 
it. Women do the buying but it’s his 
money and he can be tough to live with 
if he doesn’t like what he’s living with. 
It is a joint-taste market—a new era.

may not exist in the pattern. There might 
be 20 ways to color a room with just one 
print as a springboard. I'd say you were on 
the right track if you borrowed the least 
obvious color from the pattern or tints of it. 
They'd be easy. friendly, with the over-all 
look of the print. If you have a patterned 
rug—an Oriental, say—don’t try to match 
those funny beiges and dull reds. Back away 
from it, sense its over-all color look. Then 
buy a yard of fabric that seems in the mood 
—try it, throw it away if it looks bad. That's 
not an extravagance because it could save 
your room from being a failure—meaning 
something you yourself don't like. It’s easi- 
er to adjust a wall color than to replace 
fabrics, but it’s not wise to risk a wall color 
until the fabrics are chosen. Try to see all 
the color components together—and in the 
same light, because lighting is the most un- 
derrated influence on the look of a room 
and color changes fantastically in different 
lights. So many European rooms have this 
unmanipulated. unobvious color look of 
beautiful things put together and left alone. 
| think more women could achieve this if 
they would trust their own judgements more. 
because | believe most of them have this 
sense of being attuned to color, but they 
often don’t know they have it, don’t exert it.

.Domestics—that’s a nice, old-fash- 

ioned word for bed linens, which 
are not linen at all these days but cotton 
or cotton-and-polyester no-iron sheets 
and pillowcases—are now such a bo- 
nanza of color and pattern that they’re 
changing the whole household fabric 
scene. When you can have seven or eight 
colors in a washable print—a durable 
print, too, because a sheet has to be 
able to take a lot of wear—in designs 
that can look anything from handcrafted 
flower baskets to sophisticated tatter- 
salls, in almost any shade or tone you 
can think of, you have a wide—and | 
mean wide—variety of decorative ma- 
terial to work with. Moreover, a sheet 
is the best fabric buy in town—you get 
color, pattern and a seamless 90-inch 
width of material for $8 or $9, or less at 
the semi annual white sales. 

The sheeting business, because it is 
a volume business, is fast-moving. We 
bring out three or four collections a year, 
which means that there must be a con- 
stant input of new ideas and new de- 
signs. We have to keep our eye on every- 
thing that might influence a consumer’s 
taste. | go to Europe to see what’s going 
on in fashion because what goes on in 
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home furnishings is now closely related 
to fashion. The two fields feed back and 
forth in a cross-pollination of design 
ideas. The words “home fashion’’ seem 
to be replacing the words “home fur- 
nishings.’’ We have our own design 
staff, but we also call on outside de- 
signers from the fashion field itself— 
name designers like Mark Bohan, Cecil 
Beaton, Donald Brooks, Kasper. This 
puts sheets, once mundane, utilitarian 
necessities, into the category of high 
style, something that was once available 
to only a few. Now it’s for everyone. 

Young people especially have been 
quick to catch on to the decorating po- 
tential of sheets, because they’re a 
vaiue-conscious lo}. They turn sheets into 
curtains, quilt them into spreads or head- 
board covers, staple them onto walls, 
even cover floors with them. And when 
they get tired of them or when new pat- 
terns come on the market, they like the 
idea that they can change their surround- 
ings with a change of sheets, without 
raising Cain with their budgets. 

As for bedrooms themselves, these 
patterned sheets are transforming them. 
The whole concept of the bedroom is 
changing, of course, becoming sitting 
room, study, hobby room, and sheets, 
used not only on the bed, but as drap- 
eries, slipcovers, headboard coverings, 
can give the room a total look of one 
pattern—a look of total luxury, which is 
what everybody wants in a bedroom. 

The bed itself is becoming more like 
an upholstered piece of furniture, a great 
place to spend time. | think people are 
just beginning to understand how luxuri- 
ous and handsome a bedroom can be, 
with utter, washable practicality. 


The best investment anyone can 

make in household appearance is in 
quality upholstery fabric. No matter what 
else is in a room—fine lamps. fine wood. 
fine carpet—the minute the furniture fabric 
shows signs of soil and wear, the whole 
room looks shoddy and tacky. As the sofa 
fabric goes, so goes the room. Fabric should 
look alive, vibrant and fresh for the dura- 
tion, and when it’s changed. it shouldn’t be 
because total disintegration has set in. but 
because you feel the time has come to give 
the room a new and different look. Only a 
well constructed and engineered fabric can 
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assure you this continual freshness. I say 
this not only because quality fabric is my 
business, but because [| know what reuphol- 
stering costs are today—if you have to re- 
place fabric that has deteriorated too soon, 
you might as well buy new furniture. [ want 
to emphasize something I wish more con- 
sumers were aware of: No matter what the 
surface look or pattern of a fabric may be. 
it is its construction and engineering that 
determine its durability, its capability of 
standing up well to constant use. These are 
hidden assets to a layman’s eyes and buying 
fabric can be as tricky for the uninitiated 
as buying furs. My best advice is to buy 
from a reliable firm which has access to the 
reliable materials made by a reliable fabric 
company. I'd say that most fabrics on the 
commercial market today can not stand up 
to the applications they are put to. Children, 
for instance. are hard on any fabric, and 
although stain- and_ soil-resistant finishes 
can be effective, you can not expect miracles 
of them under juvenile assault. Most people 
have not the time or the help to take care of 
their fabrics—and fabrics do need taking 
care of. The simple act of plumping up the 
pillows improves the texture of a fabric. It’s 
on the same principle as raking up the pile 
of a shag rue or smoothing a bedspread. 
From a design point of view, I think that 
the fabric on furniture should be as excit- 
ing as tapestries on walls. We live in a vis- 
ual world and I think we need this visual 
excitement on our furniture. To achieve 
this. a motif should not repeat itself too 
often. We should get away from the tradi- 


tional static repeat we ve seen for centuries. 
I’ve been delving into this for years and 
now, using the medium of the Jacquard 
loom and an understanding of tapestry 
weaving, I’ve been able to weave such tap- 
estrylike fabrics 54 inches wide with no 
repeated motifs. In a sense the fabric is an 
artistic achievement. | did it because I'm a 
designer with 40 years’ experience in the 
technology of weaving. Not many designers 
have this advantage, and this is of a great 
concern to me because the future of woven 
decorative fabrics will depend upon de- 
signers who understand the loom and the 
techniques of weaving as well as the artistic 
aspects of design. I think consumers should 
know about this because the future of qual- 
ity fabrics is also in the balance. We have 
the shuttleless loom—the greatest advance 
in the fabric industry in 75 years—but 
we have a dearth of fabric designers 
who are as intimately acquainted with the 
loom as they are with the drawing board. 
The potential of the loom is fabulous—it 
can cope with up to eight different colors, 
so you can imagine what an explosion of 
color and new design concepts could lie 


ahead. But the results could also be hor-. 


rendous unless we train up designers oy 
have acquired its technology. This will 1 

quire as many years of study as medicine or 
architecture and surely many students will 
have to be subsidized. ’m working with 
the Philadelphia College of Textiles and 
Science to create such a center to insure 
future quality in educating designers for the

THEIR VIEWS 





HOW WILL the American home look in five years . . . 10 
. . . 50? Less space used more efficiently? Futuristic cubicles? 
More space with interchangeable parts: modular living? Can we 
expect what Ant Farm, one contemporary design group located 
in San Francisco, proposes: a “stay-at-home community” that’s 
void of automobiles but serviced by cable television and public 
transportation? Considering the energy crisis, a logical next step. 
Will the one-family house become obsolete in deference to the 
monumental high-rises: stackable living? Or will we opt for 
“suitcase” style as Architects Buchsbaum and Korenstein see it 
(right) or adapt this concept to other viable forms? 


WHAT DO WE NEED for the future; what can we ask of our 
designers? House Beautiful asked four specialists in four areas 
of home living what they were anticipating, how they see the 
times shifting. The four are Interior Designer Angelo Donghia, 
Furniture Importer Charles Stendig, Lighting Consultant Kate 
Carmel and Architect Khristos Karastathis. 

Looking historically at interiors, we know that every period 
in design was defined by stylistic rules of the period. These 
stylistic features have been successfully adapted, newly devised 
and have proved quite flexible for today’s interiors. Now 
Designer Angelo Donghia believes that we’re becoming more 


‘involved with ourselves and therefore less involved with things. 


“The perfect room has purpose and function. It’s void of anything 
encumbering but filled with everything you need.” 

In terms of less involvement, many designers foresee the de- 
mise of the collection—whether it’s Louis Quatorze furniture or 
Art Nouveau bibelots. Others, like Decorator Richard Ohrbach, 
want to eliminate the traditional dining room. Space is what's 
news for now (and the future) and the catchword is uncluttered. 
Donghia envisions this kind of simplicity in living as the important 
next step. “The trend is toward pointedly reducing the number 
of objects to contend with, for these reasons: the inability to 
obtain them and the lack of people to take care of them. You 
cannot,”’ he adds, “buy the once fabulously made furniture any- 
more. And, the age of servants is gone. Major interior changes 
have always had to do with social, economic and political con- 
ditions and so we end up where we are now.” 


ESSENTIAL TO CONSIDER is materials. Donghia believes 


that materials have to change. For example, plastics that don’t 


scratch or aren't harmed by water. New electronic devices. With 
servaniless homes will come more practical items—throwaways, 
anything to ease life and increase leisure time. ‘Nothing is more 
luxurious to sit on than a down cushion,” Donghia says, “but | 
believe in furniture that’s comfortable and soft, but that you can 
walk away from—so you don’t have to get up and refluff.” 

Another Donghia opinion is that some people are still holding 
on to the warmth, for example, of the French country look. Still 
holding on to tradition. “! don’t think that a room should be 
the same color for 20 years because no human being could be 
happy with that one background.” Donghia believes strongly 
in change. “I! prepare rooms with this in mind because | feel 
that people should be comfortable with change.” 


HERE’S A PREVIEW of what he has in mind: “I’ve planned 


a room that’s done all in gray flannel and all the furniture is 
on wheels. This means flexibility in room design, since the 
furniture can be moved easily and at whim.” Donghia hasn’t 
stopped here. The furniture comes with three sets of slipcovers: 
one in gray flannel to match the walls, one in black-and-white 
stripe for contrast and one red with yellow pillows. “Of course, 
I'm not saying that this room is for everyone,” Donghia admits. 
“It's accessible and | think non-guilt-provoking. | say this because 
if you design your home with change as a consideration, then 
there’s no guilt when change does occur.” 

Donghia wants to make beautiful designs available to the 
mass market—something that’s happened already in the sheeting 
industry. “Designers must utilize the same design concepts on a 
mass-produced level that can begin to give the consumer some- 
thing which is tasteful and usually available only to people who 
can afford it. | think the general public is underestimated and 
manufacturers should realize that people really like beautiful 
things. There’s no reason why a manmade preduct that’s beau- 
tiful can’t have the unanimity of appeal.” 

Donghia, a designer, has begun the changeable home, but 
how does a professional not directly related to design itself 
perceive the field? Are designers innovative? Furniture Importer 
Charles Stendig thinks not. “There's not enough expression of 
individuality today from most of the young designers. We’re 
going through the Bauhaus style, and have been going through 
it for 40 years now and it’s time that American designers 
abandoned it and went on to something else.” 

Stendig is referring to the crisp, clean but inhibiting factor 
of the Bauhaus . . . “acceptable, but boring today,” he says. 
“We have to develop a new kind of interior design than the 
one we've had up to now. The French, English and Italians are 
doing their thing, but we Americans are stuck in the Bauhaus 
like a needle stuck in a record.” 


IT’S NOT A LACK of products that he thinks limits designers. 
“They’‘re not utilizing the range of marvelous fabrics, lamps and 
carpeting, for example, that’s available today so that they can 
create more individual interiors.’ This is his greatest complaint: 
There aren’t enough designers trying to do individual work. 
There’s a sameness about the work and because it’s uncluttered, 
it’s being called contemporary, and therefore, praised. 

“We have designers who are as good as, if not better than, 
the Europeans,” Stendig contends. (Continued on page 120)

Living out of a suitcase on a large scale is a logical next 
step for today’s mobile Americans. And in the designs shown 
at right, New York Architects Alan Buchsbaum and Howard 
Korenstein of the Design Coalition demonstrate how this can 
be accomplished in a scheme they devised for the Owens- 
Corning Fiberglas Center. For compact, flexible living, they 
suggest a complete home packed in three giant-sized, bright 
red molded Fiberglas suitcases on wheels (one closed suit- 
case is seen at lower left). On the shelves of the living-enter- 
fainment suitcase (top right) are foam blocks for build- 
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ing a comfortable sofa and a coffee table and throw pillows. 
Within the walls of the unit are a telephone, television, 
video tape recorder, clock, tape and record gear and stor- 
age space and a plant area. When you’re hungry, open the 
second suitcase—to a flip-out table, stacking plastic chairs, 
dinnerware, bar, sink and refrigerator (lower right and , 
center left). The third suitcase is a dream, too, with a double £ 
bed (complete with its own reading lights), plus a built-in 2 
storage chest and lots of closet space. During waking hours, 2 
tuck the bed back in, unplug the unit and forget it—S.L. = 
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to conjure up a lovelier rural 
spot than Litchfield County, Conn., 
replete with rolling hills, lush

Architect Francis Booth set about 
making this red barn (above) in 
Warren, dating back to the 
Revolution, liveable for his wife 
and two daughters.

The barn sits in a high enclosed 
valley that the Booths are con- 
tinually developing (expanding 
the pond, building a swimming 
pool, rebuilding the old stone 
fences) and it has been treated 
as sensitively inside as out. Booth 
let the existing structure be the 
governor of the design, removing 
no structural members and adding 
only those for the upstairs rooms. 
The old beams and posts also 
gave the clues for window place- 
ment in the living room with its 
collection of African and Oceanic 
masks over the sofa (left). The 
grandfather clock (right) was 
made by a Booth ancestor around 
the time of the Civil War, and the 
blue-and-white quilt on the wall of 
the master bedroom, seen.through 
an opening at the top of the 
stairs, was made by his grand- 
mother. Behind the fireplace is a 
tas] meet teste mes miL-ls 
friend Michael Small entitled 
Booth-Barn Music.

‘We 
understand this structure's past,"’ 
Booth says, ‘‘and though our 
family might not even be part of 
its future, we want other genera- 
tions to enjoy it as we do. So 

we do things like planting trees we 
will never see in full growth.”

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Because Joe Wasserman created 
a series of spaces that easily 
flow into each other, one is not 
consciously aware of the large 
size of this house. The juxta- 
position of the kitchen (below) 
with the dining room (left) and 
living room (previous page) 
gives one a feeling of intimacy 
that belies the house’s 4,000 
square feet. The formal dining 
space with its four brightly 
lacquered Italian chairs and 
large square table gives the 
adults the option of dining 
without the children when 
guests are up for the weekend.

Wassermans wanted to make the 
kitchen so self-evident that 

men, women and children alike 
could find what they wanted 
when they felt like helping. 
“This is a kitchen for people to 
participate in,” says Bay 
Wasserman, who very early in 
the game decided she didn’t 
want to serve as the maid. Even 
though there are usually 

four Wasserman women working 
in the kitchen together, the 
space is never overwhelming 


when one person is there alone. 


Bay had two other require- 
ments on her list for the 
new kitchen: that it must be 





sunny and that it should not feel 
like a hospital.

CHICKEN WITH 40 CLOVES OF GARLIC 


2 31,4-pound broiler-fryers, 
quartered, or 8 leg quarters 
(drumstick plus thigh) 

2 to 3 large heads of garlic, 
peeled (up to 60 cloves) * 

2/3 cup olive oil 

4 ribs celery, sliced thin on bias 

8 to 10 sprigs parsley 

1 generous tablespoon salt 

Freshly ground pepper 

Freshly grated nutmeg 


Drop the garlic into a saucepan of 
rapidly boiling water for 10 seconds or 
so. Drain and run under cold water. 
Trim tops and bottoms and slip off the 
outside skin. Set aside momentarily. 

Pour the oil into a large, heavy cas- 
serole with a lid. Turn the pieces of 
chicken over in the oil so they are well 
coated. Lift out half the pieces. Then 
scatter half the celery, parsley and 
garlic on top. Sprinkle with half the 
salt, a generous amount of pepper and 
a nice dash of nutmeg. Return the re- 
mainder of the chicken to the casse- 
role. Add the remainder of the celery, 
parsley, salt and garlic. Finish off with 
more pepper and nutmeg. Cover with 
heavy-duty foil, sealing the edge tight- 
ly, and then add the cover. 

Bake in a preheated 375° oven for 
11% hours. Do not open during the bak- 
ing period. Serve straight from the cas- 
serole with freshly made toast or thin- 
ly sliced pumpernickel, spreading the 
bread with the buttery garlic. Serves 
six and all you need to accompany it is 
a nice green salad and a dry red wine. 

*One head of garlic will yield about 
20 cloves and if you’re apprehensive 
about the amount of garlic, relax. The 
long cooking subdues it and turns it 
into a delicate, delicious butter.

garlic has a voice that is loud and clear. References to garlic 
crop up throughout recorded history, even as far back as the 
Old Testament. And although Italy, Spain, Greece, Russia and China, among 
others, have produced garlic dishes of great originality, only Provence in 
La Belle France has created a cuisine in which garlic is more often than not 
the indispensable ingredient. The amount of garlic in a dish doesn’t always 
determine the strength of its flavor; how it is cooked is the controlling factor.”

Combine the onions, oil, garlic, toma- 
toes, the bouquet garni tied in a cheese- 
cloth bag and salt and pepper to taste 
in a heavy skillet.

Take off the heat, dis- 
card the bouquet garni and cool. 

Beat the eggs lightly with a whip (do 
not use an egg beater) and stir into the 
vegetable mixture.

Cut the fish into generous bite-sized 
serving pieces. Set aside. 

Combine the fish bones, onions, bay 
leaf, thyme, peppercorns and parsley 
stalks and about 1 tablespoon of salt 
in a large heavy casserole with a cover. 
Add 4 or 5 cups of boiling water. Bring 
to a boil, reduce heat and simmer for 
25 to 30 minutes. Then strain. Rinse 
out the casserole and add the fish, 
then the strained broth. If there is not 
sufficient broth to cover the fish com- 
pletely, add more boiling water. Bring 
to a boil, reduce heat to simmer and 
cook 10 to 12 minutes. Lift the fish 
to a heated soup tureen. Cover and 
keep warm in a low oven. Measure the 
broth; you should have 3 to 4 cups. If 
there is too much, reduce over a high 
heat. Mix the aioli into the broth, whip- 
ping constantly. Place over moderate 
heat and bring almost to a boil. Taste 
for seasoning. It will probably need 
both salt and pepper. You may even 
want to add a bit of lemon juice.

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LINDA B. DOWNS (J Gin has, of 
course, a long (and not ‘always highly 
respected) history in lands of English 
influence. Even today, most - major 
brands sold here either are imported 
from England or carry the designa- 
tion Dry Gin—to distinguish the Eng- 
lish type we know from its ancestor, 
the original Genever or Dutch Gin. 

In recent years, gin has not been 
as popular for mixing as the more 
neutral vodka. But it has always had 
an affinity for limes—witness the tra- 
ditional Gimlet and the lime garnish 
usually served with Gin and Tonic. 
And the lime is most necessary in 
these two . . . The Red Baron: Mix 
together 114 ounces gin, 34 ounce 
Grenadine, 11/2 ounces orange juice 
and ’% lime: pour over ice cubes in 
an Old-Fashioned glass .. . and The 
Blackberry Patch: Stir together 114 
ounces gin, 114 ounces Blackberry 
Kijafa and 4 lime with ice cubes in 
a tall glass; fill with quinine water. 

After all, gin was the base for 
many fruit-flavored drinks long be- 
fore vodka became widely known in 
this country. ‘‘l like The Bronx best,”’ 
hayseed song writer Fred confides 
after beginning to discover New York 
night life in Ring Lardner and George 
S. Kaufman’s June Moon. Although 
we think this play definitely creaks 
with age (even in the fine recent edu- 
cational TV production), this nostal- 
gia craze is bound to be with us a 
‘while longer. So, to get you in the 
mood to go see Robert Redford as 
Gatsby, here’s that classic, The 
Bronx: Shake 1 ounce of gin, 4 
ounce dry vermouth, 14 ounce sweet 
vermouth and 14 ounce orange juice 
with cracked ice. 

Strain into a cock- 
tail glass and 
decorate with an 
Orange slice. 

Rum, too, 
has been filling 
our glasses 
for years on 
years and it 
was, so the 
legends 
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say, the liquor used in the first cock- 
tail (Supposedly, a fruit juice-and- 
rum mixture served to some French 
soldiers during the Revolutionary War 
decorated with feathers from a Tory’s 
rooster—le coq’s tail). But the rum 
of pirates and other sailors was fre- 
quently dark rum; now we find more 
mixing versatility for the popular fruit 
drinks in the white or light rums, 
which come from the Virgin Islands, 
Puerto Rico and now Hawaii. 

The Mai-Tai and the Daiquiri have 
been popular for several years, and 
if you like those, you might also enjoy 
the Moo-Cow: Pour 11% ounces of 
light rum and a tall glass of cold milk 
into the blender container. Add a dash 
of any flavoring you like—chocolate 
or fruit liqueur, peach or strawberry 
jam, etc. Blend for 10 to 20 seconds 
and serve in a saucer-type Cham- 
pagne glass or a sherbet glass. If you 
want to make it even richer, add a 
scoop of ice cream or sherbet before 
blending. (If your glasses are small, 
this will make two servings.) 

In the same vein, you might want 
to try a Honeyed Rum: Combine 11 
ounces of light rum with 11/4 tea- 
spoons honey in a shaker. Shake hard 
until the honey dissolves, then add 1 
tablespoon cream or _ half-and-half. 
Shake well with ice and strain into a 
stemmed glass to serve. 

For Hot Buttered Rum, you should 
use dark rum—and that’s true also 
for most of the winter rum cups. 
These two, though, are quite nice with 
the light rum... The Moo Grog: Mix 
1 teaspoon powdered sugar with a 
dash of Curacao, a dash of orange 
juice and 2 ounces light rum in a high- 
ball glass. Fill

meg...and 

Apple Grog: 

Combine 2

with either 3 ounces of hot apple cider 
p!us a spoon or so of sugar (depend- 
ing on how sweet you prefer hot 
drinks), or with 3 ounces hot apple 
juice, plus a dash of lemon juice. Stir 
or shake until well mixed, pour into a 
heated mug and dust with cinnamon. 

Only six years ago, Alec Waugh 
wrote in the Wine and Spirits book of 
Time-Life Books’ Foods of the World 
series that he thought tequila would 
never become popular with northern 
palates. Now, tequila seems here to 
stay. It is potent, yes, but all those 
cowboy movies of our young Saturday 
afternoons did tequila a great dis- 
service. The tequilas in the U.S. are 
not just fiery cactus Juice. In fact, one 
recent convert we know thinks te- 
quila martinis the smoothest of all. 

Like the Marguerita or the Brave 
Bull? Then add these to your tequila 
repertoire .. . El] Diablo: Squeeze the 
juice of half a lime into a tall glass, 
then drop the shell into the glass. Add 
1 ounce tequila and 14 ounce creme 
de cassis. Stir; fill glass with g'nger 
ale. . . . The Caramba!: Shake 114 
ounces tequila with 3 ounces grape- 
fruit juice, 1 tablespoon sugar and 
cracked ice. Pour into a tall glass and 
fill with club soda. . . . The Revolu- 
tion: Combine 2 ounces tequila with 
34 ounce Rose’s Lime Juice and 14 
ounce Grenadine. Shake with cracked 
ice or serve on the rocks. 

The Screwdriver started it, and our 
friendship with vodka has since taken 
us a!l through so many Bloody Marys, 
Black Russians and Moscow Mules 
that vodka can no longer be con- 
sidered new. But just as we say that, 
someone comes up with a fresh way 
to mix it—and here we are again. 

Simplicity itself is Green Gold: 
Pour 114 ounces vodka and 114 
ounces Rose’s Lime Juice over ice in 
a cocktail glass. Fill with pineapple 
juice. Or try the Volcano: Shake 14 
ounce vodka with six dashes of light 
rum, 2 ounces of Southern Comfort 
and cracked ice, then strain into an 
Old-Fashioned glass and add a twist 
of lemon peel. And then there’s the

It has been sug- 
gested that those who ‘‘find 
the aioli indigestible should 
take a trou or coup du milieu 
(a pause) in the form of a little 
glass of marc in the middle of 
the meal.”

Drain and dry between paper 
towels. Roll in flour, shaking off 
any excess. Heat the butter and 
oil in a large, heavy skillet. Add 
as many of the legs as the 
pan will accommodate without 
crowding. Sauté over fairly high 
heat until golden on both sides 
—a matter of minutes. As the 
legs are cooked, place in a 
heated serving platter and keep 
warm. Sprinkle with the lemon 
juice, salt and pepper. 

Combine the minced garlic, 
tomatoes and vinegar in a 
saucepan. Bring to a boil and 
cook over a high heat for five 
minutes. Pour over the legs and 
sprinkle with the parsley. Note: 
Usually about four pairs of legs 
are adequate for one person. 
*The amount of garlic depends 
on your garlic tolerance. We 
used four to five cloves. 


Claiborne-Franey’s 
Soupe a I’Ail Provencale 
(Garlic Soup in

24 cloves garlic

Crush the cloves of garlic with 
a heavy knife, then peel off the 
skin: Place in a saucepan with 
all the ingredients except the 
bread and cheese. Bring up to 
a boil, reduce heat and simmer, 
uncovered, for 15 minutes. 
While the soup cooks, slice 
the bread about 14 inch thick 
and toast lightly on both sides. 
Once the soup is cooked, 
place the yolks in the bottom of 
a heated soup tureen and beat 
with a wire whip. While beating 
vigorously, strain half the pip- 
ing hot soup over them. Then 
add the toasted bread and 
sprinkle with cheese. Strain in 
rest of broth. Stir and serve 
in hot soup plates. Serves four. 


Gazpacho 
1 teaspoon salt 


6 very large, very ripe 
tomatoes or 1 can (16-ounce 
size) peeled tomatoes 

2 tablespoons white 
wine vinegar 

1 cup fresh 
white bread crumbs* 

3 large cloves garlic, 
peeled and minced 

4 tablespoons olive oil 

Garnish: 1 large cucumber 

2 large sweet 
green peppers 


Peel and seed fresh tomatoes 
and chop coarsely. If canned 
tomatoes are used, push 
through a sieve. Sprinkle the 
vinegar over the bread crumbs 
in a mixing bowl. Add the gar- 
lic, salt and olive oil. Work 
together with a wooden spatula 
into a smooth paste. Combine 
with the tomatoes in the con- 
tainer of the electric blender 
and blend at high speed until 
smooth. Add 1 to 2 cups of ice 
water, depending on how thin 
you like it. Refrigerate. 

Garnish: Peel the cucumber, 
cut in half and scoop out the 
seeds. Dice into small cubes. 
Slice the ends off the peppers, 
then slice in two. Cut out the 
ribs and wash off the seeds. 
Dice. Place each of the gar- 
nishes in a separate bowl so 
that each person can help him- 
self. Serves four to six. 


Baked Tomatoes Provencale 


These tomatoes are best made 
at that time of the year when 
“large, ripe, sprawling toma- 
toes,’ as Elizabeth David so 
aptly puts it, are available. 

Allow one whole, ripe tomato 
per person. Slice off the tops, 
score the surface, press in 
some salt and when it has dis- 
solved, turn the tomatoes up- 
side down on a plate or paper 
towels for an hour or so. 

Meanwhile, take firm day-old 
bread (allow about 14% slice per 
tomato) and grate in the con- 
tainer of the electric blender. 
Chop some parsley sprigs very 
fine (about 1 tablespoon, 
minced, per tomato). Now 
mince some garlic cloves. Here 
you have to be guided by your 
garlic tolerance. A good French 
Provencal would probably use 
one clove per person. Whatever, 
mince it fine. Mix with the 
breadcrumbs, parsley and 
enough olive oil to dampen the 
mixture. Season with salt and 
freshly ground pepper. 

Back to the tomatoes. 
Squeeze out any surplus juice 
and pulp from the tomatoes. 
Press some garlic mixture into 
each one and sprinkle with a lit- 
tle more olive oil. Arrange in an 
Ovenproof serving dish and 
bake in a preheated 350° oven 
for 15 minutes. They’re a per- 
fect hors d’oeuvre when served 
either hot or cold. 
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Bagna Cauda 
(Garlic and Anchovy Sauce) 


Meaning literally ‘‘hot bath,’’ a 
specialty of Piedmontese cook- 
ing, this is a hot dip for raw 
vegetables and bread. It is es- 
sential for the sauce to be kept 
warm (not hot) and it is cus- 
tomary to serve it from the 
earthenware pot in which it was 
cooked, placed over a_ spirit 
lamp or candles.

Are green oranges ripe? 


Yes. The Valencias, in season from February to November, are 
unique in that they undergo a natural phenomenon known as 
“regreening.’’ As the fruit ripens on the tree (government regu- 
lations require that all oranges must be fully ripe before har- 
vesting), it turns orange and looks ripe before it is actually ripe. 
As the temperatures rise, the warmer ground temperatures 
cause chlorophyll (the greening substance) to return to the 
skins of the oranges. Further, the longer the fruit remains on the 
tree, the sweeter it becomes and the greener the skins become. 
So, a green Valencia is sweet, juicy and fully ripe. 


Why are egg whites often cloudy or milky? 


Cloudy or milky whites are noticeable in freshly laid eggs or 
eggs that have been oil-treated while fresh. Cloudiness, the 
National Egg Board tells us, indicates that the carbon dioxide 
naturally present in fresh eggs has not yet escaped through the 
shell. As this gas escapes, the white becomes clearer. Fresh 
eggs are sometimes treated with an odorless, tasteless mineral 
oil to help maintain freshness. This process seals many of the 
shell pores and the carbon dioxide escapes more slowly. 


Why do some hard-cooked eggs have 
discolored yolks? 


The greenish coating you sometimes see usually results when 
the eggs were (1) cooked at too high a temperature (2) cooked 
for too long a time, or (3) were not cooled fast enough after 
cooking. The greenish color comes from sulphur and iron com- 
pounds in the egg. However, the eggs are perfectly wholesome 
and nutritious and the flavor is not affected in any way. 

To hard-cook eggs: Put the eggs in a saucepan, well-covered 
with cold water. Bring to a boil, turn off the heat, cover and 
allow to stand for 15 minutes. Cool promptly in cold water. 


Is there any difference between brown and 
white eggs? 


None whatsoever, except in the color of the shell. Nutritionally, 
they are of equal value. The reason for the difference in the color 
of the shell is due to the pigment produced by the hen. But 
certain regions have decided preferences. In New England, for 
example, housewives swear brown eggs taste richer. On the 
other hand, some cooks insist on brown eggs for cooking, white 
for eating. There is no advantage in paying more for either 
brown or white eggs of the same quality and size. 


Why are hard-cooked eggs often hard to peel? 
The eggs are too fresh. Use older eggs; they are easier to peel. 


Why does egg white often stick to the shell? 
Because the eggs are very fresh and whites are very thick. 


What are the new USDA labelings for hot dogs? 


As of January 1, hot dogs and other cooked sausages must be 
labeled in one of three ways: (1) Products made only from 
skeletal meat, which can include up to 15% poultry meat plus 
the normal ingredients for processing (water, sweeteners and 
curing substances), will carry their traditional, generic names— 
frankfurter, bologna or knockwurst. If all the meat is from one 
particular species, the label must say so. For example, ‘‘beef 
frankfurter."’ (2) Those made with the above ingredients plus 
meat by-products (variety meats such as hearts, tongues, tripe, 
etc. and poultry products). This type must be labeled ‘‘frank- 
furters with by-products” or ‘franks with variety meats.’’ The 
terms ‘“‘by-products”’ and ‘‘with variety meats’’ must be printed 
so that they can be easily seen, next to and in the same color 
and background as the generic name. (3) Those made with 
either of the above formulas plus up to 3.5% nonmeat binders, 
such as nonfat dry milk, cereal or dried whole milk, or 2% iso- 
lated soy protein. These, too, must be clearly labeled with 
names such as ‘“‘franks with by-products, nonfat dry milk 
added.’’ Also, common nicknames are now permissible. a

But, he adds, ‘‘! wish they 
would try to find a style of their 
own rather than trying to bor- 
row styles from the past.’’ Look 
at what the Europeans are do- 
ing, he suggests. We might de- 
cide that the design fails but see 
that at least the designer was 
trying to change style. ‘‘Our 
designers are so afraid to do 
something that will be laughed 
at. They’re just a little too afraid 
to fail. That stops them.”’ 
What does he want to see be- 
sides new approaches to interior 
design? A need for humor— 
something that’s becoming 
more apparent in home furnish- 
ings. ‘‘There’s no reason why 
furniture has to be absolutely 
dead serious. We're getting 
away from the leather-couch-in- 
the-doctor’s-office style and be- 
ginning to realize that a little 
tongue in cheek humor is fine.”’ 
But he insists that any piece 
of furniture that is humorous 
also must be functional. ‘‘It 
shouldn’t be a funny piece of 
art, otherwise it belongs in an 
art gallery, not a furniture 


showroom. It’s got to serve a 
purpose and if it does so with 
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or your color brochure 


a smile, that’s all the better.” 

Future space can be altered 
by innovative design, a touch of 
humor, or through the medium 
of lighting. Kate Carmel, light- 
ing consultant at Design De- 
cisions Inc. thinks lighting has 
the capacity of being a dramatic 
exponent and a significant meth- 
od of changing the character of 
a space. In fact, lighting is an 
economical way to change in- 
terior decoration. 

Lighting can work for the fu- 
ture home in many forms. Kate 
Carmel notes the _ following: 
“Fluorescent paint when acti- 
vated by any ultra-violet source 
has the tremendous capability 
of returning light. Don’t,’’ she 
says, ‘‘think of fluorescent paint 
only in terms of garish colors. 
It comes in many degrees of 
white or tints close to white. 
Paint an architectural detail in 
a fluorescent paint, focus a 
black light on it and the detail 
stands out in nice relief. 

“Secondly, the variation in 
space could be extended by in- 
stallations—inexpensive, by the 
way—of magnetic systems that 
could hold fixtures to the ceil- 


ing. Both will work beautifully.”’ 
Since the average American 
family relocates often—once in 
every four years—Kate Carmel 
inciudes the portability of equip- 
ment as an important factor. 
“Lighting equipment is not ex- 
pensive,’’ she says, ‘‘so it’s fun- 
damental that families should 
be able to pack it up and take 
it elsewhere and reinstall it 
without much difficulty.’’ In the 
future of the lighting market, 
she thinks people will ask for 
technical advice from lighting 
professionals. ‘‘We think that 
people are going to spend as 
much money on lighting. fix- 
tures and equipment as they 
traditionally would on furniture. 
The market is going to change 
in character. Then,’’ she con- 
tinues, ‘‘as a method of ex- 
pressing themselves, the house- 
holders will exercise the tre- 
mendous capabilities of light- 
ing in terms of decoration.” 
The capabilities have already 
been demonstrated by Design 
Decisions but have not been 
widely adopted. A few of their 
ideas: A lighting system that 
works on the sonar principle. 


(Sonar emits a continuous low- 
level sound not audible to the 
ear.) Sonar has been used for 
a burglar-alarm system but they 
think it would make a success- 
ful light-control device. A hand- 
clap could turn the lights on; 


_ another clap turns them off. 


Builders, Kate Carmel believes, 
should plan for more imagina- 
tive and useful lighting systems. 
Why continue to build with fixed 
outlets in two or more spots on 
the walls? Continuous stripping 
around the baseboard, she 
thinks, would not be expensive, 
nor would it limit placement 
and would be a viable alterna- 
tive. Finally, further develop- 
ment of lighting-control systems 
that conserve energy—trans- 
mitters that can be programmed 
to turn lights on and off, with 
sender and _ receiver  requir- 
ing no further wiring than 
what’s already in the house. 
Kate Carmel wants to _ in- 
crease the consumer’s knowl- 
edge, to let people know that 
equipment is available to ‘‘con- 
serve energy on a national level 
and to allow them to cut their 
lighting costs. ‘“‘We want to 
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show them that energy can be 
used more efficiently.” 
Technology affects lighting 
designers and so does it shape 
the course of architecture. 
Khristos Karastathis, an archi- 
tect with Kenneth Walker Design 
Group, says it this way: ‘‘We 
work with real laws of static and 
dynamics . . . we work with the 
technology of any time.”’ 
Unlike art (painting, poetry, 
for example) which may go in 
any direction because it’s purely 
a singularly expressive vehicle, 
architecture must “‘reflect the 
value systems, the needs, func- 
tions and images of the people 
we build for. As these images 
change,’’ Karastathis points out, 
“so do the buildings change. 
Architecture is for people.”’ 
Karastathis feels that the 
vision of architecture is re- 
flected in terms of the house— 
“the house that reflects in fact, 
the vision of one client.’’ And he 
thinks the architect must in- 
terpret this individual vision 
without a ‘‘superimposed group 
of social, economic, demogra- 
phic and primarily functional 
patterns that are characteristic 
of hospitals and almost formula 
layout shopping centers.” 
Looking ahead, Karastathis 
suggests that we should not let 
the theories of Le Corbusier or 
the ‘‘fantasies of a Venturi’ in-

history of connection with the 
left—laying on of the left hand 
when casting an evil spell or 
walking in counterclockwise cir- 
cles to cast a spell.

It’s the 
combination of form and func- 
tion, he says, that produces 
excitement without becoming 
overwhelming. His example. ‘‘An 
apartment with minimal furni- 
ture where you find movement 
of space—of platforms rather 
than stiff structure of form ar- 
rangement.’’ This is what he 
calls, ‘“‘coming into experience”’ 
rather than coming into ‘‘some 
coercive, usually symmetrical 
shapes that force someone to 
act like he is neither part of the 
space nor living there.”’ 

And for the future? ‘‘! think 


we're headed toward an era that 
is looking toward ‘less correct’ 
space with more emphasis on 
the feelings of our time.’’ And 
this, Karastathis believes, ‘‘will 
be very exciting.”’ 

In every creative field—here 


including design, furniture, light- 
ing and architecture—there are 
clashes of opinion about what’s 
true, what is essential, what is 
the answer for tomorrow. What- 
ever the outcome, as Karasta- 
this says, it will be exciting.

screen in embroidered silk and 
beveled glass priced at $100. 

On the second floor is a con- 
temporary pottery shop near 
where Mrs. Taylor deals in Vic- 
torian copper. Miss Lovatt, late 
of Lake Forest, Ill., runs a coffee 
shop where she sells her own 
cakes and buttered scones. 

Hampstead is open 2-6 p.m. 
Monday; 10 a.m.-1 p.m. Thurs- 
day; 10 a.m.-7 p.m. Saturday 
and 10 a.m. to 6 p.m. on Tues- 
day, Wednesday and Friday. 
Barrett Street Antique 
Supermarket: Oxford 
Street was once Tiburn Road, 
down which the condemned 
were marched to the hanging 
tree. Today, it’s the busiest de- 
partment store street. Follow 
Duke Street (just east of Self- 
ridge’s department store) north 
a few steps and turn down tiny 
Barrett Street. There the An- 
tique Supermarket spills out 
from a three-story maze into 
street stalls and an annex. 

In basement stall 107, Vera 
Nielsen features her long-case 
clocks. She has sold as many as 
60 grandfather clocks in one 
shipment to Marshall Fieid’s. 

Kraupe’s, stall 111 deals in 
old wood carvings and a display 
of writing boxes. A rosewood 
one inlaid with ivory and beau- 
tifully fitted is about $80. Oth- 
ers begin at $60. Nearby, Mary 
Welland keeps enamel-faced 
wall clocks originally meant for 
factory and train station. 

Barrett Street is open Mon- 
day through Saturday, 10 a.m. 
to 6 p.m., the most convenient 
center-city market in London. 
Antiquarius: Two major, 
roofed markets are in Chelsea, 
the neighborhood that has be- 
come the center for London’s 
youth culture. West of Sloane 
Square, the subway stop, King’s 
Road throbs with kicky shops, 
kinky types and steady traffic. 

Antiquarius Market at 135 
imbibes the pervading spirit: 
1940s jewelry, 1930s Art De- 
co lamps, 1920s bronze flap- 
per figures frozen in Isadora 
Duncan attitudes. 

It isn’t all Depression-era 
kitsch, though. Brian Tipping, 
stall P2, offers only ‘‘smok- 
ers’ antiques''—aged meers- 
chaum pipes, Parisian Glambier 
Clay head pipes, bisque tobac- 
CO jars, brass pipe tampers. 

Another specialist is stall 
'M7’s owner Williams. His field 
is pewter. He'll deliver a lively, 
Cautionary lecture on the perils 
of false markings and how to 
distinguish the real thing from 
its baser brother, Brittania metal 

Antiquarius is open Monday- 
Saturday, 10 a.m. to 6 p.m. 


Chelsea Antique Mar- 
Ket: Farther along King’s Road 
at 245-253 is the Chelsea An- 
tique Market. Two floors house 
well over a hundred stalls and 
a coffee bar. The young collec- 
tor is catered to here, too, with 
the sensuous forms of Art Nou- 
veau and the zigzags of Deco. 

Suzy Marsh from New York, 
stall 80, features 1920-1940 
relics, including a pair of red 
lucite and chrome bookends at 
$50. At Chelsea the novelty co- 
exists with the authentically old. 
Buttons Unlimited, stall 19, 
specializes in early buttons and 


their casting dies. Stall 68 fea- 
tures early illustrated children’s 
books, prints and maps. William 
Barnes, stall 20, is into historic 
photography, optical toys and 
scientific instruments. Dilys and 
Moliy, stalls 103-105, offer old 
scales, country pine and oak 
furniture and Orientalia. 

Chelsea, like Antiquarius, is 
open Monday through Saturday, 
10 a.m. to 6 p.m. Buses 19 and 
23 from the West End go down 
King’s Road past their doors. 

A good guide to the current 
London scene is the weekly 
newspaper the dealers them- 


selves read, Antiques Trade Ga- 
zette, published at One New- 
port House, 15/18 Great New- 
port St., London WC2. It gives 
comprehensive listings of forth- 
coming auctions and _ fairs 
throughout Britain and Europe 
and its classified columns are a 
source for finding professional 
craters and shippers. 

If London only whets your 
appetite, personally conducted 
tours of antique shops in the 
English countryside are avail- 
able through Antique Tours, 33 
Braeside in Beckenham, Kent. 
Telephone number: 650 9308.

—for lilies that bloom a long season 


Photographer George de Gen- 
naro’s garden, shown in color 
on pages 104-107, is always 
filled with flowers, but hybrid 
lilies are the stars of summer. 

“| have them everywhere in 
all kinds of light from full sun 
to deep shade,’’ the photogra- 
pher explains. ‘‘The less light 
they have, the taller they grow, 
with more vivid colors and long- 
er lasting flowers.”’ 

De Gennaro spares no effort 
in preparing the soil for his lil- 
ies, and therein lies the secret 
of his success. ‘‘The key thing 
is perfect drainage. They will 
not tolerate a soggy, wet condi- 
tion. | prepare a rich soil using 
natural humus, ground bark and 
sand. If you don’t have good 
drainage, then you plant on a 
slope or in a raised bed. 

“When planting a lily bulb, | 
position it 214 times as deep as 
it is tall. Usually this means 
there will be approximately four 
inches of soil over the top of the 
bulb. As | prepare the hole, | 
put in a generous handful of 
steamed bone meal mixed in at 
the base, then two inches of 
sand in which | nestle each bulb. 
These almost always go in 
clumps of three or more bulbs 
of a kind together, spaced a 
handspread apart to allow room 
for root development. After cov- 
ering, | mark the spot with a 
tag indicating name and date.”’ 
One of the beauties of 
hybrid lilies is that you plant 
them well once and then leave 
them alone. De Gennaro finds 
they will go for four or five years 
with no attention whatsoever. If 
you have to transplant lilies, 
they can be moved in the same 
manner as an evergreen shrub 
or tree—with lots of soil all 
around the roots. 

De Gennaro transplants ‘‘even 
while clumps of lilies are in full 
bloom. Just keep them moist at 
all times. It is not unusual for 
me to overhaul a part of the 
garden when half of the bed is 
at peak bloom. | move out ev- 
erything—clumps of lilies, pen- 
stemons, columbines—work the 
bed, enrich the soil, then re- 
plant to get a new look. This 
may sound Hollywood, but actu- 
ally it is a technique borrowed 
from those superb old English 
gardeners.”’ No one lily blooms 
from late spring until autumn, 
of course, but by carefully se- 
lecting different varieties— 
there were more than 50 at last 
count—de Gennaro has lilies in 
bloom nearly six months of the 
year. And that is a record pos- 
sible in almost any climate. Ob- 
viously, where the season is cut 


short by cold, the bloom period 
will also be reduced, but all the 
lilies de Gennaro grows in his 
southern California garden can 
be grown in cold climates by 
using a deep mulch in winter. 

De Gennaro does most of his 
lily planting in late fall and early 
winter and at the same time 
plants tulips and other spring 
bulbs. However, it is possible to 
plant hybrid lilies in the spring. 
Most important is to buy bulbs 
that are plump and moisture- 
filled, never those that have 
been allowed to shrivel up. 
Besides hardy lilies, de 
Gennaro uses many other per- 
ennials, plus annual sweet- 
alyssum by the pound. “‘I strew 
the seeds wherever | want a 
blanket of white.”’ 

One favorite perennial in his 
garden is the penstemon. It is 
a plant that deserves to be bet- 
ter known—and one of the few 
flowers native to virtually every 
state. De Gennaro also plants 
an abundance of campanulas, 
coral bells, coreopsis, felicia” 
(blue daisy), geum, iris, holly- 
hocks and delphiniums. Basket- 
of-gold alyssum splashes over 
and down rocky areas, along 
with arabis. In September, 
clumps of Japanese anemones 
send up masses of bloom that 
sway in the slightest breeze. 

There are also familiar an- 
nuals in the de Gennaro garden 
—marigolds, zinnias, cosmos— 
some of them planted in the 
ground as flowering-size trans- 
plants for instant effect, others 
potted for movable color. 

Apart from beds of flowers in 
a garden that terraces to many 
levels, de Gennaro grows con- 
tainers of flowers and greenery 
in a lath-shaded area just out- 
side the dining room. There are 
hanging ferns, tuberous begoni- 
as, fuchsias and asparagus- 
fern. “‘l always bring potted 
lilies into this area when they 
are in full bloom. At the time | 
do planting in the garden, | al- 
ways pot up three each of my 
favorite lilies.’’ These are left in 
his garage until rooted, then 
they are brought along in a 
partly shaded nursery, garden- 
work center until buds show. 
Both Marjorie and George 
de Gennaro obviously love the 
garden outdoors, but they are 
equally enthusiastic about flow- 
ers in the house. ‘‘We don't 
have a cutting garden as such. 
We do selective cutting from all 
over the garden—a little of this, 
a little of that. We start at one 
end, wind up at the other with 
an armful of flowers. To us, 
they’re pure country charm.” @

A family moving out of a low-income, high- — 
crime neighborhood in New York City and 
relocating to a middle-class suburban area 
will, as likely as not, go unnoticed. But it’s 
news if the order is reversed—a middle- 
class family sells its suburban home and 
chooses to live in a racially-mixed sector of 
New York. One couple who did is Bill and 
Jean Houseman—ex-suburbanites who now 
reside in a century-old house in the Bronx. 
Specifically, the area is called Mott Haven, 
an inner city region of New York City’s 
borough of the Bronx. It’s ethnically hetero- 
geneous, with Puerto Ricans making 
up about 65% of the population. The 
remaining 35% is black, with scatterings of 
Irish and Italians. Their Bronx home is a 
brownstone that they purchased and 
remodeled. (The house is shown in detail 
beginning on page 98.) 
The Housemans came here five years ago 
from the pleasant suburban community of . 
Hastings-on-Hudson, approximately six miles 
north of the New York City line. They had 
lived in Hastings for 18 years, seeing their 
two children through the local public schools# 
and, eventually, college. Then, an unexpected 
liaison with St. Peter’s church in the Bronx 
and a Lutheran church in Dobbs Ferry (a 
nearby town) put the Housemans in touch 
with the ghetto community. Bill Houseman 
recalls: ‘St. Peter’s had a rather dynamic 
young minister at that time who made a brave 
effort to go to the suburbs and remind us 
that there were, in fact, Lutheran inner city 
churches with special problems. He 
solicited our church’s help for a fresh air fund 
called ‘Operation Leapfrog.’ Thirty Bronx 
children were placed in Dobb’s Ferry and

Invitations to the Housemans’ Westchester ho 
were extended to the girls for their birthdays, Christmas, h 
days. Then, as the Housemans expressed it, ‘‘there came 
dawning. We had the sense that we were getting to the po 
in our lives where we were repeating ourselves socially. T 
experience with St. Peter’s and the kids led us to dip a t 
into this neighborhood,”’ he continued. ‘‘Just that gingerly.” 

During one of their visits to St. Peter’s, the Housema 
inquired about homes for sale in the area. The pastor did kn 
of one parish member—a retired schoolteacher then in h 
seventies—who was considering relocation because of her a 
and financial condition. ‘‘We went to her house,’’ Jean Hou 
man said, ‘‘knocked at the door, looked around... a 
bought it.’’ 

By ‘‘dumb luck’’ the Housemans had bought a building 
one avenue that happened to have a past in proud old Bro 
days: At the turn of the century, the street was called, ‘‘Docto 
Row.”’ Their house was one of the many which provided bo 
office and home for a doctor and his family. After their Hastin 
home was sold, the Housemans moved in, unaware that th 
street would eventually become a landmark. 

Jean tells about its original state. ‘Inside, it was tenemer 
tan with a lot of heavy wood and millions of little rooms wi 
three and four layers of linoleum in every room.” That fir 
winter, they and their two cats, lived on the third floor warm 
by space heaters. Meanwhile, Architects Richard and Judi 
York Newman directed the remodeling below. Little by little, t 
Housemans moved downstairs, until the house was finished. 

It’s only natural to wonder how a couple can move from th 
safe suburbs to a high-risk urban area. ‘“‘Easy,’’ Houseman sai 
simply. “‘The point is that we wanted a different experien 
than the one we knew in Westchester. Living here seems t 
work for us very well on a day-to-day basis. That, we think, i 
a pretty good pay-off.’’ Added to this, they feel good abo 
having bought a New York townhouse for a small amount 
money. In a low-rent district, one can afford to buy a hous 
remodel it and have the pleasure of city living without enormou 
expenditures of capital. 

True to their commitment to the three sisters, the Hous 
mans continued their relationship with them. Through the girl 
they’ve met many neighborhood children. Now, Jean is on th 
board of the Lucille Murray Child Development Center and las 
year headed the summer day camp program. Bill becam 
Chairman of the Board of the St. Peter’s Lutheran Day School 

The Housemans do not believe, as Bill said, that ‘‘truth an 
beauty can be found on this city block,’’ but something a 
important—a viable way of life. Bill sums up their experience 
this way: ‘‘When you reach a certain point in your life, yot 
question whether what you’re doing is more gratifying thar 
what you might do or what you have done. | think it’s fair tc 
say that Jean and | have had much more fun in the last five 
years here than we would have had by remaining in Hastings.”

How do you find the right stockbroker? The one who is 
right, that 1s, for you? By shopping wiseiy. In much the same 
way you select a doctor or architect or winnow out the right 
house to buy: with care, critical judgment and patience. You 
have plenty of brokers to choose from. 

Understand that the ‘‘broker’’ who personally handles your 
account is called a registered representative. In effect, he’s 
your agent in buying and selling securities, generatly for a 
commission. ‘‘Registered’’ means he is licensed to sell stocks 
and approved by stock exchanges as one who is trained well 
and of good character. The word ‘‘broker’’ refers to the firm 
that registered representatives work for. 

Of the 196,000 ‘‘reps’’ in the U.S., 51,000 do business with 
the two major market places, the New York Stock Exchange 
(NYSE) and the American Stock Exchange (Amex). Others trade 
over-the-counter (through National Association of Securities 
Dealers) or on such local exchanges as the Midwest, Pacific 
Coast, Boston. While almost a third of the reps operate in the 
New York metropolitan area, every state has them. So wherever 
you live—Amarillo, Spokane, Cedar Rapids or Portland—you 
should find enough agents from whom to make a selection. 

Employing the reps are some 580 brokerage firms that are 
members of the NYSE and Amex, plus 4,200 firms trading on 
other exchanges. Most large firms have branch offices around 
the country; NYSE firms a.one maintain 4,000. Chances are 
there's at least one branch office in or near your community. 

As your first step in comparison shopping, talk to friends 
and relatives whose financial acumen you respect, astute busi- 
nessmen you know, your lawyer, accountant or an officer of your 
bank. Ask fer names of brokerage firms or local registered reps 
who have produced good results for them. 

From all the brokers suggested to you, screen out three that 
strike you as most highly praised. Then make an appointment to 
see each one by one. 

When a recommended firm maintains an office in your city 
and you don’t have the name of a specific rep, step in and ask 
for the manager. All firms are eager for new customers, so 
you'll be welcome. It may help if you mention the name of the 
customer who referred you. (If the manager is tied up, an asso- 
ciate will see you.) Tell him what you’re looking for and the kind 
of investing you have in mind. He will introduce you to an ap- 
propriate rep with whom you can taik things out. Of course, if 
a certain broker was named by your friend, ask for him. 

Suppose no branch office is located in your town? Many 
people deal with brokers entirely by phone or mail. In choosing 
One, you can write to the three firms you’ve screened. When a 
rep is assigned to you, ask the same questions and compare 
the responses. Naturally, a personal visit is a.ways preferable. 
For some guidelines to enable you to make a choice, 
here’s what you'll want to learn from the rep: 
® Because of the services available to you, often the firm is 
more vital than the agent. Is it a large organization, equipped 
to do considerable research on companies issuing stock? Such 
research means looking thoroughly inte the industry and the 
company’s business affairs, analyzing its financial status, evalu- 
ating the management and future prospects of the stock. Has 
the brokerage firm issued regular reports on stock market 
trends to customers like you? Does it employ its own security 
analysts or buy research e‘sewhere? A small! firm usually per-

® How financially sound and profitable is the brokerage firm? 
Ask for its most recently audited statement of financial con- 
dition. Then get an officer of your bank to evaluate it. 

e As a test, ask the registered rep for a batch of his firm’s 
periodic market letters, with titles such as ‘‘10 Stocks We Fa- 
vor,’’ going back six months or more. Then, at home, check 
today’s quoted prices on the favored stocks against the prices 
at the time of the recommendations, to see how they fared. If the 
stocks are down, there should have been a follow-up report, to 
sell or hold. With only a few winners and many losers, a broker 
candidate can be scratched from your list. 

e Ask each of the three candidates for information and opinions 
of a given stock that you consider buying now. By comparing 
the answers, you will get some idea of how well-informed each 
broker was and what kind of research service each provides. 
e Invite the broker to suggest a stock to buy. Then inquire if 
it's his personal choice or one his firm has researched. (Often 
a firm does not like certain stocks pushed by a rep, so you may 
give a personal-choice broker a questionable rating.) 

To maintain happy (and profitable ) relations with 
a broker, stock exchange experts advise: 

Make your circumstances, objectives and instructions per- 
fectly clear to your broker. The more he knows about you, the 
more helpful he can be. Confidence in him generally increases 
as you get to know each other better. Remember, there's in- 
evitable risk in the stock market, so your broker is not always 
to blame for whatever goes wrong. And while you want his 
thinking, responsibility for decisions is yours. It’s your money. 

More help. You can avoid much of the common problems in 
broker-investor relations once you fully understand how the 
stock market functions. Don’t expect the broker to give you the 
ABCs on stocks and bonds. Learn the fundamentals yourself.

Forming a combo 


—a parent can be of real he 


By WILLIAM C. MULLIGAN 2 
Your teenager or sub-teen has 
discovered the fun of playing a 
musical instrument, and, in- 
spired by his favorite rock re- 
cording group, would like to 
form a combo with some mu- 
sically turned-on friends. Are 
you prepared to offer your 
youngster some advice and 
guidance or—like so many par- 
ents—are you totally in the 
dark when it comes to the mys- 
terious rites of rock-and-roll 
musicmaking? Inspired as they 
may be, your children are prob- 
ably also naive about the prob- 
lems and pitfails of forming 
such a rock music group. 

For starters, the best ad- 


vice is that you seek advice. A 


school music teacher, the band 
director, a parent with some 
professional music experience 
—all are valuable sources for 
information about the funda- 
mentals of ensemble playing, 
including arranging and chord 
changes and improvisation. But 
once the youngsters have been 
shown the basics, they invari- 
ably want to be left alone to 
discover new sounds and to find 
their own group personality. 

They have to decide, of 
course, what kind of group 
they're going to be. In the 50s 
and 60s, scores of kids were 
forming hard-rock groups; only 
a guitar, some drums and a 
keyboard instrument were nec- 
essary. Today, however, in emu- 
lation of Blood, Sweat and 
Tears and Chicago, they relate 
more to rock with a touch of 
jazz. Happily, this opens mat- 
ters up a bit since jazz-oriented 
combos call for the addition 
of winds—trumpet, saxophone 
and clarinet, for example. 
Sehools are reflecting a 
present-day trend by including 
in their music programs larger 
stage bands of the type popu- 
lar in the 1940s. Students who 
play in these bands make the 
easy transition to small spin- 
off groups of their own. Instru- 
mentation essential to the kind 
of groups usually preferred to- 
day are drums, two fretted in- 
struments (electric bass, elec- 
tric or amplified acoustic gul- 
tar), one keyboard instrument 
with sound modulators. 

The flexibility of the nature 
of the jazz-rock kind of combo 
allows for the addition of any 
instrument or group of instru- 
ments cesirable and also gives 
any young musician the chance 
to be in a combo—even if he 
or she plays a tuba or an oboe. 
Even violins (electrically ampli- 
fied) are coming into their own 



































in jazz-rock combos. Those 
play reed instruments are lea 
ing that, like their big-be 
predecessors, they should 
able to play all instruments 
the woodwind group—clari 
saxophone and _ flute.

John Lennon has sai 
that for a group to be good, i 
should practice 100 hours fo 
every hour of public perform 
ance. More realistically, thre 
three-hour sessions per wee 
should be called. To make re 
hearsal time more effective, bal 
admiring friends and onlookers 
Also, a lot of time can be savec 
by using microphones tha 
eliminate the bothersome whis 
tling sound of electrical feed 
back.

House plants are strangely subject to the whims of popularity. 
Today's ‘‘in’’ plant may well be tomorrow's old shoe, but just as 
sure as that graceful little nothing sandal is back on fashionable 
feet, the plant classics return. The rubber tree and fiddleleaf fig 
are perfect examples. No doubt, Jay Gatsby’s gardener would have 
grown magnificent potted fig trees, and they remained in vogue 
well through the 1940s. Then came those awful plastic plants 
(could there ever be such a thing?) and these big, bold leafy in- 
door trees got copied—copied so well, in fact, it was hard to tell 
at a glance what was real and what wasn’t. So the imitations be- 
gan to ‘‘grow”’ in all the wrong places and that was nearly the end 
of the real thing. But times change, in this instance for the better. 
Today, an artificial plant is unthinkable, and with our present love 
for nostalgia, the two fig trees shown have made a big comeback. 
Make no mistake, both Ficus elastica (India rubber plant) 
and Ficus lyrata (the fiddleleaf fig) are by nature lofty trees. They 
are not prim windowsill plants or knee-high bushes. A healthy, well- 
rooted cutting two feet tall at time of purchase (probably $15 or 
less) may well be twice your height in two years if you have high 
ceilings. To achieve this kind of growth success, give your fig tree 
bright light—-enough to cast a shadow when you pass your hand 
between it and the light source. Two or three hours’ direct sun is 
fine, but too much hot sun will burn spots in the leaves. Insuffi- 
cient light causes spindly, weak new growth. Keep the soil evenly 
moist; if it dries out completely or remains soggy and standing in 
water, the leaves will fall off as if the plague has stricken. These 
plants need cozy warmth in winter, the same as you do. Give them 
icy water and a good chill and they’ll protest by dropping leaves. 
Keep the foliage clean by dusting with a soft, damp cloth. If you 
do this once a month, it is doubtful any pest will ever attack. To 
shorten a ceiling pusher, air-layer the top growth. A 14-inch pot or 
tub is about right for a mature fig tree [] By ELVIN McDONALD

of me now is a batch of fraz- 
zled notes, written last spring 
during a drive around south- 
west France, and on page one, 
the first entry, scribbled on the 
way from the Merignac airport 
into the city of Bordeaux, Is, 
“This town is a sleeper.” 

| seem to have gotten drunk 
on Bordeaux before my first on- 
the-scene sample of the wine of 
the same name. And up until 
then, if | ever thought of the 
place at all, | pictured it as a 
sort of French Hoboken, a com- 
mercial nondescript of mean 
streets and docks. But immedi- 
ately | glimpsed the stone man- 
sions along the Boulevard Al- 
bert |, | was back in my fifth- 
grade French book, that archaic 
primer illuminated with little 
girls who wore low-slung sashes 
and rolled hoops in front of the 
parks of. precisely the same 
grand, substantial houses and 
whose papas were undoubtedly 
wealthy Bordelais. This will al- 
ways be my idea of a French 
house, and | love it, stone gates, 
canna lilies and all—except 
that in the real Bordeaux they 
were calla lilies. So much for 
first impressions. 
Bordeaux is not really all 
19th-century bourgeois. It’s a 
place where history has been 
stirred up even before the days 
of the Romans, who called it 
Burdigala and are said to have 
discovered what dandy drinking 
the grapes of the region pro- 
duced and that’s how its fa- 
mous claret and sauternes were 
born. And my friend, Eleanor of 
Aquitaine, was born here, too, 
for this is old Aquitania and it 
pleases me to believe, true or 
not, that | have walked through 
the same door that she did in 
1137 when she married Louis 
of France in the Gothic cathe- 
dral of St. André. 
There’s plenty more 
Gothic and medievalism here— 


the church of St. Seurin, the 
basilica of St. Michel and the 
St. Michel tower, the top of 
which gives you a fine view of 


the crescent harbor on the Ga- 
ronne River, the basement of 
which gives you a fine view of a 
bunch of Bordelais mummies, 
if the macabre is your thing. 

But basically the architec- 
tural impact of Bordeaux is of 
the elegant 18th-century, ruf- 
fles-and-flourishes variety, most 
of which has been sandblasted 
and polished up. Not so polished 
up, the long uniform ribbon of 
old wine merchants’ houses that 
line the quays. You have to look 


twice to 





see the loveliness of 
their balconied facades above 
the raffish army and navy stores 
and sailors’ bars that occupy 
the street level. However, it’s a 
good neighborhood if you're 
shopping for an honest-to-good- 
ness French matelot’s blue-and- 
white striped T-shirt. 

The real magnificence of the 
Louis’ is seen in the Place de 
la Bourse, a great fountained 
square framed in imposing gov- 
ernment palaces, and in the 
very heart of town, the Place de 
la Comédie, which is bordered 
on one side by the colonnaded 
Grand Théatre, built in 1780, 
garnished by nymphs and god- 
desses, renowned for its great 
staircase and acoustics—an 
odd ambience for Oklahoma!, 
which was playing when | was 
there. Sit across the square in 
the sidewalk café of the Grande 
Hotel de Bordeaux, which has 
its own air of Belle Epoque, 
and the theater itself looks 
somewhat like a stage set. 

Here, jus de citron in hand, 
you can watch the passing show 
of the Bordelais on prome- 
nade, which may be taking them 
all to the vast, bemonumented 
Esplanade de Quincones, where 
the rebellious, local Girondists 
of the French Revolution are 
memorialized, or to the green 
public gardens or to Rue Ste 
Catherine, the main shopping 
street. And this takes me to the 
subject of roses, which were 
everywhere in May, the garden 
supply stores doing a land office 
business in rose trees, ready to 
plant, as commonplace as to- 
mato plants are at home. 
Then more roses, miles of 
them, on the road north through 
the vineyards of the Médoc in 
this region of great wines. Wine 
and roses, two romantic sym- 
biotics, are indeed symbiotic 
here, for roses edge the grape- 
fields everywhere, whether for 
poetry or practicality | don’t 
know, but | suspect a bit of the 
poet in every wine guzzler, so 
why shouldn’t the wine-growers 
be poets, too? This is limestone 
country, the kind of land where 
grape vines (and horses) flour- 
ish. Obviously, roses do too. 
There are something like 
3,000 wine-producing chateaux 
within easy driving distance of 
Bordeaux, many of them visit- 
able. At the Bordeaux Wine 
Council, Maison du Vin, 1 Cours 
du 30-Juillet, you can find out 
which and when, and whether 
you're an oenophile or not, the 
whole wine-making mystique is 
quite a fascination, (Continued)

detailed, long-term. skill that 
seeing it in operation—and 
tasting the product compara- 
tively—makes you realize that 
wine, even any old wine, is 
miraculous at any price.

‘“‘We wanted to redo the baths when 
we moved in three years ago,” ex- 
plains the owner, ‘‘but with the ex- 
penses of moving and the new mort- 
gage, we told ourselves we’d make do 
‘for a while’. | couldn’t be more pleased 
that the broken pipe precipitated our 
bath remodeling.”’ 

Built in 1799, the Connecticut house 
had probably been through several 
bath remodelings before the current 
owners bought it. ‘‘We were so sick of 
the maroon tub and toilet installed by 
the last owner. | can’t imagine that that 
color was ever ‘in’. And our tile de- 
sign: pink hearts on a-white back- 
ground—it was unbelieveable! 

“The children’s bath was worse. The 
shower was an old-fashioned metal 
stall and at the sink there were two 
faucets and two spouts. 

“We're pleased about the new baths 
in another way. While the remodeling 
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eB Ste De 
was hardly cheap—nothing is today— 
we managed it without breaking our 
budget. Probably could have done so 
initially, but we were reluctant to start 
asking about remodeling prices.”’ 
Costs were held down for another 
reason. While much of the old piping 
had to be replaced, the new plan need- 
ed only one new piping run—to a sec- 
ond basin. By not changing the re- 
maining fixture locations, much costly 
behind-the-walls work was eliminated.

makeup. It’s bad enough to rise 
in the morning and face your- 
self in the mirror, but to see 
deep shadow lines when you do 
is really quite depressing. 

The solution: (1) Install light 
above the mirror. This can be 
directly over the mirror and 
might be a built-in ceiling fix- 
ture or a light in a soffit that 
extends out from and along the 
full length of the mirror. (2) In- 
stall light on either side of the 
mirror. Sidelights could be ver- 
tically mounted fluorescents be- 
hind diffusing plastic or glass, 
or several low-watt incandescent 
bulbs (as in theater dressing 
rooms) or decorative fixtures. 
lighting experts 








agree that incandescent bulbs 
provide the best, most agree- 
able and flattering illumination 
possible in a bath. 

We’re told we have an energy 
crisis and for that reason, 
fluorescent tubes become more 
attractive. Fluorescents produce 
more light at less wattage than 
incandescents, but some fluores- 
cent tubes shed an objection- 
able light in the bath. 

The most pleasing light is de- 
livered by what is generically 
called ‘‘deluxe warm white’ 
tubes. Somewhat further down 
the scale are ‘‘deluxe cool white”’ 
and ‘“‘warm white.”’ And trailing 
by far is the ‘‘cool white’ tube, 
which tends to drain the ap- 
pearance of natural color from 
the heartiest person’s face.

cent tubes delivers light that 
closely resembles sunlight. While 
these have their place, the bath- 
room is not the right place, ac- 
cording to its makers. ‘‘Too 
cool,’’ they say. 

General lighting: Light should 
fall into the room from over- 
head. This serves as a safety 
light, turned on with the first 
switch inside the bathroom door, 
and as ambient light to prevent 
fixtures elsewhere from appear- 
ing too bright or glaring. Often, 
this light is combined with a 
vent fan and/or an_ infra-red 
heat lamp. However, it could 
just as easily be a decorative 
incandescent fixture or a func- 
tional plastic pan with fluores- 
cent tubes placed above it.

Additional research by the 
council and its member com- 
panies has brought about the 
development of pre-grouted 
sheets of tile. In one five-minute 
demonstration of tile-setting 
using pre-grouted sheets, the 
entire tub surround was com- 
pleted. Of course, all prepara- 
tory work had been finished 
before the demonstration began. 
In your bath, the job would 
probably be completed in less 
than one hour. Again, less time 
on the job means less total cost. 
In the past, installing ce- 
ramic tile was one job most 
home handymen avoided. Set- 
ting tile in cement, or ‘‘mud”’ 
as the contractors call it, re- 
quired an experienced hand. 
But with advances such as 
those described above, it’s not 
only possible for amateurs to 
install the tile by themselves, 
they’re doing it. On the horizon 
are American-made ceramic 
tiles with self-adhesive backs, 
which will simplify the job even 
more. One English firm has al- 
ready developed such tile, noted 
in the news of new products be- 
ginning on page 62.

Color in ceramic tiles now is 
brighter, snappier and, where 
mixtures are used in textured 
tile, better mixed. Among the 
choices are brilliant poster pri- 
maries. Even the traditionally 
terra-cotta-hued quarry tiles 
range in color now from walnut 
and amber to olive and white. 
There are slim rectangles, 
large and small hexagonals, 
Moorish shapes. Three-dimen- 
sional surfaces are seen more 
often now— in patterns of arcs, 
circles, diamonds and squares, 
herringbone and cane, as well 
as lavish leaf and florals. 
Texture, too, is improving 
at a heady clip to include the 
informal look of hand-crafted 
tiles, similar to those preserved 
from the ancient Mayan and 
Aztec civilizations. 
Some tile patterns are pe- 
numbras——shadowy _ illumina- 
tions of what looks like incised 
design in low. relief. Other 
hearty textures, in a range of 
organic colorings, seem chipped 
out of some megalithic rock pile. 
Flashed bark, pebbles and 
shells, flowers and leaves, but- 
terflies and fish float across the 
tile scene, allowing you the 
chance to make a personal sig- 
nature on your new bath walls. 
Before that new bathroom 
wall or floor is applied, some 





thought must be given to the 
existing surface. The finished 
job is only as durable as the 
surface it covers. 

For walls and floors not in 
direct contact with water, ad- 
hesives can be used and new 
ceramic tiles can be applied 
over sound old tiles, as men- 
tioned above, as well as over 
gypsum board, fiber glass, wood 
paneling, brick, masonry, con- 
crete, plywood or vinyl flooring 
materials—but not wallpaper. 
There is no successful applica- 
tion of ceramic tile over wall- 
paper. The new wall may hold 
for a while, but there is a splen- 
did chance of seeing the entire 
wall collapse at some point— 
perhaps coming down in one 
magnificent sheet. 

Before new tile is installed, 
the existing wall or floor, of 
whatever material, must be 
sound, level and free of dirt, 
loose or peeling paint, oil or 
other coatings. Loose plaster 
ought to come out and all holes 
should be refilled with new 
plaster or spackle. Wall panel- 
ing is often installed with a 
minimum of fasteners to pre- 
serve an unblemished surface. 
Before applying tile, panels 
should be nailed securely to the 
original wall. If the floor or wall 
is in such bad shape that patch- 
ing would be too laborious,

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By SUSAN LEWIN (j With their grand ceiling heights (11 feet in this case), 
fine architectural details and symmetrically placed windows along the 
short wall, renovated brownstones have become familiar sights. It is a 
genre of remodeling that is especially interesting because of the variety 
of possible solutions within fairly standard boundaries (though this house 
is an unusually large 22 by 65 feet). Nina and Hal Einhorn, both archi- 
tects, approached their 1882 house in the Park Slope section of Brooklyn 

h a desire to restore spaciousness and light to what had become a 


aze nall rooms. Their purpose was greatly furthered when they 
Ur ered (along with natural brick walls) a light shaft (near right) to 
give natural light to the center of the structure, a rarity in brownstones. 
But what most distinguishes the Einhorn “parlor” are the rare jewel-toned 
Caucasian kilims and Greek artifacts and antiquities brought back from 
travels. Nina, v was born in Athens, is also an archaeologist and her 
collection of clay pipes over the mantel is the result of a dig (since all 
were less than 200 years old, she was legally free to keep them). Plexi- 
glas shelves hold Greek oil lamps and coins dating back to the 4th century 
B.C. The needlepoint pillows and samovar are Greek and the saddlebag 
from Kuwait. Modern paintings by two Greek-Americans, Osyczka 
and Zymarakis, hang over the sofa and on the rear wall, respectively. 
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Architecturally, the real challenge of the Einhorn house was the ground 
floor, a dark, dingy cellar. On the minus side was a tangle of ceiling 
Pipes and coal chutes that had to be eliminated and re-routed. But the 
plus side more than made up for this—there was a sensational 60-foot 
sweep of brick archways and natural stone foundation walls that, 
painted white, evoked the Mediterranean spirit the Einhorns love. The 
lack of light was solved by replacing the back wall with a sliding glass 
door that both lets in light to the kitchen and dining room (top center 
and far left) and opens onto a rose garden. The white marble floor was 
painstakingly re-cut from a demolished staircase in a Victorian hospital 
in Brooklyn. Every evening for two months, by trial and error, the 
Einhorns placed each piece, using the arches as their guide. The sitting 
room with its Cretan pillows (above) also serves as an architectural 
office.

Over 100 years ago, the 
street on which this 
townhouse is located was 
considered the most 
elegant in the Bronx, New 
York City’s northernmost 
borough.

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| a redcoais’ 
hospital starts a 
new american 
history 
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Despite a colorful history dating to 
the Revolutionary War, the old house 
in Philadelphia’s Society Hill section 
was in a state of ruin when it was 

first purchased by John and Brigitte 
Knowles, a husband-wife architectural 
team. Originally built as a British 
hospital, the house had finally been 
abandoned by its last owner in the 
1930s (an old sea captain who 
converted it to a “Greek Tea House”), 
and it had no heat, electricity or 
plumbing. Undaunted, the Knowleses 
were still eager to proceed. For one, 
the bad condition engendered 

an attractive price. Also, as architects, 
they wanted a place to express their 
architectural thinking about space 

in general and personal meaning of 
a house as “home” in particular. 
The double-story living room reveals

much of the way interior spaces relate 
to each other. The upstairs dining 
room and library (upper left) and the 
living room below them (right) are 
actually three separate rooms, yet all 
three are part of a single volume. 

One is always able to see—and sense— 

one space when in another. Light is 

brought in from the rear by windows 

in interior walls and by the new 

conservatory (above center) with its 

glass wall and skylight. Because John 

Knowles does not like to see the 

sources of artificial light, he hides them | 
' 











with a textural treatment he calls 
“ceiling eyelashes.’ The Knowleses 
feel their space is a piece of | 
sculpture and they therefore treat 

the walls and floors alike, with their 
rich geometric Oriental carpets 
providing colorful patterning on both. 
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Sunlight permeates the entire house, a result 
John and Brigitte Knowles worked hard to 
achieve. For their own bedroom, a vertically 
adjoining sitting room (above) was carved out 
of the space below, the floor between them 
removed and a strong tie beam added for 
extra support. This allows natural light to enter 
from above as well as from the east-west 
windows. The couple’s two-year-old son, Lloyd 
Christopher St. John, is as at home here as he 
is in the playroom (near right), another light- 
catching two-story volume. The mushroom 
painting in the playroom is by Joe Johnson, 
who also did several of the other paintings 

in the house, as well as the round wooden sculp- 
tures near the living room fireplace. The 
library (left), too, receives illumination from 
several angles—and seems visually to float 
between the living room and dining balcony. 
Besides having their own architectural firm, 








BJC/Knowles, both of the Knowleses are 
involved in teaching. John, who was born in 
England, is chairman of the department 

of architecture at Temple University; Brigitte 
is on the faculty there and she also teaches 
architecture at Drexel Institute of Technology. 
They met, incidentally, at the University of 
Pennsylvania, where both were studying with 
Louis Kahn, and the design of the weaving te 
the left of the fireplace in the dining balcony 
(above right) is from the floor plan of a hous 
by Kahn. The weaving, the furniture and the — 
paintings in this area (far right) are all John 
Knowles’ endeavors. Of the same Philippine 
mahogany used for the architectural trim, his 
furniture echoes the cubistic lines of the building 
and, like the building itself, is specifically 
planned to their way of life. For example, 
each cube chair has two sets of rests, one for 
large books. The rug is a Vasarely design.

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One corner of the Alan King guesthouse 
living room contains a food and 
drink bar (left) framed in rustic posts 
and paneled in gray-weathered 
battens. It’s tantamount to a structure 
within a structure and was built, like 
the house itself, by Edward H. Stein. 
Custom-designed swiveling stools are 
upholstered in shiny vinyl, a sharp 
blue accent in a room that is basically 
white, beige and wood-color. There 
are poolside dressing rooms and one 
guestroom (below), which is a 
charming suggestion of a “Gatsby” 
wicker-furnished summer bedroom inan 
old-time seashore house, with some 
sophisticated differences—the cool, trim 
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navy blue-and-white coloration, for 
one. For another, the careful 

mix of patterns and pattern scales, 
from a bold geometric print on 

the bed, bench and rocking chair to the 
small flecks in the tweed carpet. The 
table skirt may look like an American 
country calico, but it’s Indian cotton 
print (calico comes full circle). Draperies 
are a French checkered cotton, the 
same fabric laminated to the window 
shade, giving the window a unified, 
all-in-one finish.

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Just 25 years ago, the average American house had only one small, bleak 
bathroom. No matter how many bedrooms, how large the family or how fancy 
the furnishings, all members of the family hurriedly finished their ablutions to 
make way for the next in line. There were few long soaks, and primping was 
done in the boudoir. But now! Not only are two or more bathrooms to a house- 
hold commonplace, but bathrooms are places to spend the most pleasant time 
of all. In this luxurious, light-struck bath/sitting room (above) in Fort Lauder- | 
dale, Fla., Designer Renee Leonard lavished the floor and walls with colorful 
Spanish tiles. The “painting” over the tub is an arabesque design created by 
setting special tiles into the all-over pattern. Plantation shutters regulate the 
flood of light through the Palladian windows. Over the tub, a light in the ceiling 
sends down a beam of warmth with a flick of a switch. The tub is fitted with a 
Jacuzzi whirlpool; the enclosed shower works as a steam room. Wicker furniture, 
pewter fixtures and small bowls of summer flowers make this an appealing re- 
treat. For the man of the house, Rubén de Saavedra designed a tailored 
bath-dressing room (left) in Westchester County, N.Y., with textured wallpaper 
in striations of earth tones on ceiling, door and walls. Under the Formica counter 
on the window wall, a wood cabinet conceals the messy clutter of washcloths, 
soaps and shaving essentials. A special section holds fresh towels. On the oppo- 
site wall, built-in storage holds shirts, socks and out-of-season clothing. The 
window, half covered with a textured shade in the earth tones of the wallpaper, 
brings in the pleasant greenery of the well-manicured suburban garden outside.

All the spaces are unified 
xy ceramic tile and fabrics de- 
signed by Hicks, and spiced by 
such unlikely combinations as a 
shiny bucket for guest towels, 
a chrome-and-glass étagére and 
ruffly skirts around both the 
‘bathtub and the dressing table. 
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The extraordinary bathroom (near right) 
in a 14-year-old once-ordinary house on the 
Connecticut shore reveals the triumph of ele- 
gance over the functional. (Certainly there is 
little accoutrement to remind one that this is a 
bath.) The owners, Designers Ben Piazza and 
Don Bondy, have lavished meticulous attention 
to detail. The tub area is decorated in brown- 
and-white Italian marble with antique fixtures; 
doors to the toilet space were created out of 
doors to an old armoire. The “vanity” is an old 
chest, stripped and refinished, that was used in 
a dining room in an earlier incarnation. Wood 
floors, originally blond, were sanded and re- 
stained in a darker tone. The walls—there is 
not even a hint of conventional tile or paper— 
are covered in brushed silk velvet. 

To flatter a savvy Maine Chance kind of a 
lady in Westchester County, N.Y., Rubén de 
Saavedra designed an elegant and fragile 
bath-dressing room (near right below). Lighting 
is carefully placed around her make-up area, 
where jars and tubes have a place of their 
own. Wallpaper by Piazza Prints complements 
hardware and fixtures by Sherle Wagner, a 
Portuguese rug from Stark Carpets and vinyl 
upholstery from WG Vinyls. “Riviera” blinds by 
Levolor Lorentzen, from Holland Shade Co., 
add shiny radiance to a room already aglow 
with the glamor (and visually space-expanding 
reflections) of a wall of mirrors. 

Its generous dimensions and lavish equip- 
ment forever say goodbye to the concept of 
the bath as a small, cold functional space in 
this design by Architect Alan Buchsbaum of 
Design Coalition for an exhibit at Manhattan’s 
Owens-Corning Fiberglas Center (fop right). 
Green ceramic tile and Artemide Fiberglas 
lighting with bare bulbs set the stage for the 
“Here Comes Tomorrow” combination of exer- 
cise gear and a television set with American 
Standard tub and bidet. 

For an interesting optical effect in a real 
powder room (center right) in a New York 
apartment, Buchsbaum used two quarter-circle 
mirrors placed at right angles to give the im- 
pression of two intersecting circles. The choco- 
late brown-and-silver wallpaper, its coloring 
coordinated with the brown wallpaper in the 
hall, extends the illusion with a circle-on-circle 
pattern that climbs the walls and then goes on 
arcing its way across the ceiling above. 
Surely Cleopatra was the inspiration for this 
luxe skylit bethroom (below center right). De- 
signed by Melvin Dwork for Mr. and Mrs. Sid- 
ney Horowitz, it sports such sybaritic delights 
as a sunken tub, large panes of glass to let the 
outdoors in and polished chunky hardware that 
resembles nuggets of gold. Walls, tub, floors 
and the vanity top are in marble, the ceiling 
and vanity in eggplant vinyl patent. The Flor- 
entine chair is inlaid with mother-of-pearl. 
The master bath in the Norwalk, Conn., mill- 
house remodeled by Architect Alan Bergmann 
and his wife is seemingly filled with endless 
light (far right). Source of all the illumination: 
two simple strips of bare-bulb lighting, re- 
flected in an expanse of mirror on the wall be- 
hind the vanity and on the ceiling above. Sil- 
ver-and-white wallpaper extends the feeling of 
subtle glitter; through reflection, a favorite red- 
and-blue framed print, optically interesting in 
itself, can be enjoyed from almost any spot in 
the room. The Bergmanns used louvered shut- 
ters and cabinets to introduce another texture 
to break up the potential flatness of the mirrors 
and plain walls—and to add yaluable storage. 
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Three steps lead down to the addition.

Editor NANCY CRAIG [(] At quick glance, there is 
nothing about this spacious contemporary room to 
suggest that it is an addition to a modest two-bed- 
room, two-story salt-box. Although Mr. and Mrs. 
Laurence Gould enjoyed their house on two wooded 
acres in Westport, Conn., they wanted more space 
for entertaining. With a dramatic soaring ceiling and 
double-story chimney bounded by glass (left), the 
room created by Architect Abraham Rothenberg is 
superbly suited to that purpose. The rest of the house 
also gained a more interesting spatial character when 
he relocated the entry to the former dining room (see 





plan). The former den became the new dining room 
(above) with a buffet replacing an exterior wall. 


To avoid a clash between the old and the new, 
Rothenberg kept the mass and materials consistent. 
On the exterior, the extension blends with the existing 
house: horizontal siding is used on both, the roof 
shingles are the same color and the pitch of the new 
roof is comparable to the existing roof. Sliding glass 
doors open the new room to a view of the woods 
(right). Interior Designer Joan Kadushin enhanced this 
openness with contemporary classic chairs and sofas, 
track lighiing, Spanish counter tiles, gleaming terra- 
cotta floors, and the Goulds’ collection of modern art. 
The painting in the dining room (above) is, inciden- 
tally, by Barbara Rothenberg, the architect's wife.

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The sunlit dining room in this onetime farm- 
house is a testimonial to Architects Stern and 
Hagmann’s eye for detail (above). The most 
obvious—in fact, the overwhelming—feature 
about this space is its simplicity, a detail that’s 
difficult to achieve without appearing incom- 
plete. Remodeling meant new and larger win- 
dows to bring in the out-of-doors. Old three- 
foot-high cast-iron radiators were removed and 
replaced by baseboard heating. The floors 
were cleared and painted a deep green-black. 
A recessed lighting cove was installed beneath 
the exposed beams. Again, freedom from as 
much floor-standing furniture as was possible. 

The porch—de riguer for a weekend house— 
is, with Stern and Hagmann’s design, a year- 
round pleasure (above right). Floor-to-ceiling 
screens and sliding glass doors open this room 
to the outside in a way it had not been previ- 





ously. In winter, it is kept at greenhouse temper-| 
ature for growing plants. In summer, it’s a place 
for guest breakfasts and light lunches. The 
furniture is kept simple, stark white on a neutral 
stone floor with only fresh blooms for color.

Modern chickens lead a bird’s equivalent of the life of Riley. Its a short one, but 
merry, in the sense they do absolutely nothing all day long except eat the most 
delectable, nutritious foods. All dalliance and no work may make Jack a dull boy, 
but it makes a mighty fine bird to place upon your table. The result of this 
sybaritie life is chickens of unmatched quality, tenderness and flavor. 

It is important in cooking chickens to choose the right chicken for the dish. On 
page 136, we spell out the innumerable ways chickens are available, how to buy an i | 
how much and how to cook them.

COUNTRY STYLE 

CHICKEN PIE 

1 five- to six-pound poached 
stewing hen (page 136) 

4 tablespoons butter or margarine 

5 tablespoons flour 

114 cups chicken broth 

14 cup heavy cream 

Salt 

Freshly ground white pepper 


Pastry: 

1 generous cup all-purpose flour 

1% teaspoon salt 

4 tablespoons (1% stick) butter 
or margarine 

3 tablespoons vegetable 
shortening 

3 to 4 tablespoons ice water 


Lift the hen from the stock. (Re- 
turn the kettle to the stove and 
reduce broth as recipe indicates. 
Strain.) When hen is cool enough 
to handle, strip off skin and cut 
off meat in large pieces. Discard 
skin and bones. Place chicken 
in a 114-quart baking dish. 

To make the sauce: Heat the but- 
ter In a heavy saucepan. Stir in 
the flour and cook, stirring con- 
Stantly, until the mixture (the 
roux) froths—about three min- 
utes. Add the broth and cook, 
beating constantly with a wire 
whip until you have a smooth, 
thick sauce. Finally, whip in the 
cream, salt and pepper to taste. 
Pour over the chicken. 

To make the pastry: Cut butter 
or margarine and shortening into 
the flour with a pastry blender or 
two knives until the mixture looks 
mealy. Add just enough water to 


hold the pastry together. Mix in 
with a fork. Knead on a lightly 
floured board for half a minute or 
so. Wrap in waxed paper and re- 
frigerate for 30 minutes. 

Roll the pastry out into a circle 
about 11/ inches larger than the 
top of the baking dish. (Note, this 
is a rich pastry, so if it breaks, 
simply patch it.) Roll up the 
dough on the rolling pin and cen- 
ter over the dish. Unroll. Trim the 
pastry, leaving about 1% inch all 
around. Fold under and press to- 
gether to form a high standing 
rim, then flute. Cut slits in the 
crust to allow steam to escape. 

Bake in a preheated 450° oven 
for 25 minutes or until the crust 
is golden. Serves five or six.

To roast, place all three birds

Place each boned breast be- 
tween two sheets of waxed paper 
and flatten somewhat with a 
meat pounder or cleaver. Season 
the flour well with salt and white 
pepper and spread on kitchen 
parchment; beat egg slightly 
in a soup plate; mix crumbs and 
cheese together in a flat plate. 
Now, roll each breast in the flour, 
shaking off any excess.

you are 
one of the 
growing number 
of American wine- 
drinkers, you are at least 
somewhat familiar with the 
names Paul Masson, August Se- 
bastiani and Robert Mondavi, Karl 
Wente, Clarence Taylor, Brother Timo- 
thy and Ernest and Julio Gallo. For these 
men are only a handful of the many in 
this country trying to produce sufficient 
wine to meet the needs of our tables, 
punch bowls and preprandial apéritifs. 
The popular wines in all countries 
lucky enough to have a wine industry 
are the local products. That makes 
sense, too, and not for chauvinistic or 
balance-of-trade 
reasons. It’s that 
native wines and 
foods tend to be 
compatible be- 
cause they have 
been nurtured by 
the same earth, 
streams and air— 
and coaxed to ma- 
turity by vintners 
whose tastes have 
been formed by 
the same influ- 
ences as the con- 
sumers they make 
their wines for. 
What then ac- 
counts for the ab- 
ject deference to 
foreign labels that 
is still prevalent in 
some quarters? 
Decades of sub- 
tle conditioning and canny salesman- 
ship. Even today, there are innocents 
who will say that Entrecéte aux Cham- 
pignons is superior to plain Stedk 
and Mushrooms. Professionals in the 
wine world are not so blind. Arferi- 
can wines have been winning awards 
in European tasting competitions prac- 
tically since there was an established 
wine industry in the U.S. (In last 
summer’s annual judging by the pres- 
tigious Oenologique Club in London, 
for example, Inglenook Vineyards won 
a top-rated gold seal for. its 1971 
Napa Valley Johannisberg Riesling, a 
silver seal for Napa Valley Charbono 
1969 and a bronze for Napa Valley Zin- 
fandel 1970; Beaulieu Vineyards was 
given a gold for its 1969 Cabernet Sau- 
vignon, a silver for Beauclair Johannis- 
berg Riesling 1970 and a bronze for 
Beaufort Pinot Chardonnay 1970; Hanns 
Kornell won a gold for its Champagne 
Extra Dry and a silver for its Champagne 
Brut, and a bronze seal in the sparkling 
wine category was given to the Pére 
Marquette Champagne Brut of Thomp- 
son Winery in Illinois.) A week does 
not go by without some foreign oenol- 
olgist visiting the University of Cali- 
fornia’s school of viticulture for 
briefing sessions on the quiet 













revolution in the California vineyards. 

The program there has two prongs 
that influence what is happening with 
our native wines. One deals with getting 
more out of the grape—studying soil 
and climate, field-crushing grapes as 
they are harvested, experimenting with 
controlled-temperature fermentation to 
retain all the virginal flavor characteris- 
tics. The other part deals with putting 
more into the grapes—testing ways to 
improve quality and yield, developing 
new grape varieties, working to increase 
plantings of premium wine grapes. 

All this has already had one major re- 
sult: With more fine grapes available, 
many vintners have moved from generic 
(Burgundy, Chablis) to varietal bot- 
tlings, labeling wines for their principal 
grape (Pinot Noir, Pinot Chardonnay).

To warrant a varietal tag, a wine must 
contain at least 51% of the named 
grape and exhibit the characteristic fla- 
vor of the grape—although that is not 
always aS apparent as one would wish. 

The Cabernet Sauvignon is Califor- 
nia’s outstanding varietal wine, and it 
holds a special place in vineyard his- 
tory. It was the first American wine to 
win international acclaim as a wine to be 
judged on its own terms and thus to 
demonstrate the potential of varietal 
bottlings. Hard and tannic when young, 
it matures into a wine of enormous— 
almost enveloping—bouquet and linger- 
ing aftertaste. Just don’t drink it young. 
Heavy demand is bringing Cabernet 
Sauvignons to the market before they’re 
ready. A reliable vintner, a vintage date 
and designations like ‘‘Private Re- 
serve,’’ ‘‘Limited Bottling’ and special 
cask or bin numbers can give some clue 
as to the wine’s age and handling. 

The Pinot Chardonnay is a worthy 
white companion to the red Cabernet 
Sauvignon. It ranges from the clean, 
crisp, appley-tart Chablis type to fat, 
vinous potations reminiscent of Meur- 
saults. Along with the red Pinot Noir 
and the white Johannisberg Riesling, 
they are now California's most es- 
teemed wines. And they’re on allocation

term for rationing 
—because there just 
isn’t enough to fill the request. 

What do you do? One astute 
retailer, Michael Davis of London 
Terrace Liquors in Manhattan suggest 
a way you Can enjoy distinctive nati 
wines—and finesse the shortage an 
consequent higher prices of these wines 
“‘Learn about the less-fashionable varie 
tals. There are quite a few good one 
around, and at realistic prices.”’ 

Indeed there are—some old reliable 
and others, like the Petite Sirah, relativ 
newcomers. For all practical purposes 
there wasn’t an 
Petite Sirah unt 
eight or nine year 
ago. Sure, th 
grape had _ bee 
around for ages 
doing yeomak 
work as a base fo 
such familiar ane 
estimable bottlingg 
as the well-know 
Gallo Hearty Bur 
gundy, but no oné 
had ever thought 
of Petite Sirah fo 
making a varietal. 

Jim Concannon 
felt the time wa 
right for a new red 
wine and that the 
Petite Sirah grape 
just might fill the 
bill. Starting with 
selected vines, he 
mothered his baby through each stage 
of development, even setting up a cot at 
nights beside the vats to be there during 
the fermentation. ‘‘There’s a critical 
period in the fermentation of reds,’’ he 
explains, ‘‘when approximately 50% of 
the wine’s eventual quality is deter- 
mined.’’ Concannon Vineyard’s Petite 
Sirah varietal launched experimentally 
in 1964, proved him to be a seer. An 
avid public welcomed the resulting dry, 
fleshy and almost pungent wine. 

Other early starters in the Petite Sirah 
sweepstakes were Souverain Cellars and 
Mirassou, and there now are perhaps 
two-dozen varietal Petite Sirahs on the 
shelves—though not all of them offer. 
definitive varietal character. The Petite 
Sirah, like Cabernet Sauvignon, wants a- 
fair amount of cask and bottle age. 

The uniquely American Zinfandel is 
another case in point. When young, it is 
fragrant, uncomplicated, very easy to 
drink. Several perceptive vintners real- 
ized that Zinfandel matures into a sub- 
stantial, vinous, complex wine with a 
full body and bouquet. If you want to 
see how the same grape can develop 
into noticeably different wines, taste 
an ingratiating young Sebastiani 
Zinfandel against an aged, round- 
ed (Continued on page 138)

How Chicken is Sold 
and How Much to Buy 


Whole chicken: Whole chicken 
usually has the heart, liver and 


gizzard (giblets) packed inside 
the body cavity. The cooked 
edible yield for a whole chicken 
is about 50% of the purchased 
weight. In other words, a three- 
pound bird will yield about 114 
pounds of meat. Obviously, 
larger chickens have a higher 
percentage of meat to bone. 
Allow 14 to 34 pound per serv- 
ing. Whole chickens are used 
for poaching and roasting. 
Chicken halves: These are whole 
chickens that have been split 
down the center for baking, 
broiling or barbecuing. Allow 
one half per person. 

Chicken quarters: This is one 
breast, split in half, with wings 
attached, and leg quarters 
(drumstick and thigh). Quarters 
can be broiled, barbecued, 
baked or sautéed. You should 


plan on one quarter per person. 
Pieces: Whole chickens cut in 
eight or nine pieces—drum- 
sticks, thighs, breast halves 
and wings. Back may be sepa- 
rate or part of the breast and 
thigh pieces. One serving is one 
half-breast or a thigh and drum- 
stick or a combination of the 
smaller pieces. The pieces 
are sometimes sold in super- 
markets as frying chicken. 
Since most people have 
definite preferences, chicken 
parts are a good solution to 
“‘who gets what’’ since you can 
choose light or dark meat. 
Breasts cost the most because 
they are meatiest, followed by 
thighs, drumsticks and wings. 
Breast: Whole chicken breasts, 
all white meat, range from 12 
to 15 ounces each. They are 


frequently sold split. Allow 14 


breast per person. Boned 
breasts, sometimes labeled 
“cutlets,’’ are 100% edible 


They may or may not in- 
clude the skin. One raw breast, 
boneless and skinless, is known 
in France as a supréme.

Thighs: These are dark, meaty 
parts, about four ounces each.

Louis Martini Zinfandel or rare

And the Gamays, variously la- 
beled Gamay Beaujolais, Gamay 
Noir and plain Gamay, form an- 
other growing group of red vari- 
etals. They tend to be light and 
fruity, with a saving acid bal- 
ance. Gamay wines are closest 
to the grape in flavor, though 
there's a minor botanical brou- 
haha as to which Gamay is the 
true Beaujolais grape. (Gamay 
Noir is the leading candidate.) 
Other worthy reds are the 
robust, vinous Barbara and 
Charbono, which take aging 
nicely; the Ruby Cabernet, a 
hybrid with muted Cabernet 
Sauvignon traits; the smooth, 
slightly earthy Pinot St. George, 
and the light, spicy Grignolino. 
Grignolino, Zinfandel, Petite 
Sirah and Gamay are also made 
as rosés, but California's prime 
varietal rosé is the Grenache.

tured on classic wines. To tem- 
per the flavor and broaden the 
appeal of their wines, New York 
vintners have been developing 
hybrid grapes, usually having 
one French and one American 
parent. And in addition to these 
crosses, there are several ex- 
perimental vinifera plantings 
that show encouraging results. 
While all this may be 
heady stuff for a botanist, it can 
baffle the uninitiated oenophile. 
For what you have, in effect, is 
not one but three different types 
of New York wines, those made 
from native, from hybrid and 
from the classic vinifera grapes. 
To guide you through the maze, 
sample this list of some of the 
more interesting bottlings: 

White: Great Western Delaware 
Moselle, a varietal made with 
the Delaware, the most delicate 
of native grapes, a light, fairly 
dry dinner wine that’s fruity but 
not overpowering; Great West- 
ern Dutchess Rhine, a varietal 
from the native Dutchess grape, 
a medium-dry dinner wine with 
a generous bouquet—pleasant, 
but more Dutchess than Rhine; 
Gold Seal Chablis Nature, one 
of the finer New York state 
values, a piquant, lightly fra- 
grant dry dinner wine that’s a 
combination of Pinot Chardon- 
nay (traditional French wine 


grape), French-American hy- 
brids and a small dosage of na- 
tive grape. Gold Seal Rhine; me- 
dium-bodied and medium-dry, a 
dinner wine combining French- 
American hybrids, German Ries- 
ling and a nip of Gewirtztram- 
iner. Widmer’s Moore’s Diamond 
and Riesling (Missouri Riesling) 
are good examples of white 
wines with definite native char- 
acter. Bully Hill White—soft, 
dry and quite fragrant—is a 
good combination of native and 
French-American hybrid grapes, 
but production is fairly small. 
Rosé: Taylor Rosé, a pleasant, 
drinkable, medium-dry pink din- 
ner wine dominated by French- 
American hybrids; Widmer’s 
Isabella Rose, a native varietal, 
fuller in flavor, sweeter and 
fruitier than the Taylor. 

Red: Great Western Baco Noir, 
a French-American hybrid vari- 
etal, a dry red, Burgundy-type 
exhibiting a winey nose and a 
slight astringency that could do 
with more age. High Tor Rock- 
land Red, Boordy Vineyard Red 
and Bully Hill Red, three French- 
American hybrid blends, are 
agreeable, as is the Great West- 
ern Chelois, a varietal made 
from hybrid grapes. 

If yowd like to rate your 
taste against the popular prefer- 
ence, you also should try the

Taylor Lake Country wines and 
the Gold Seal Catawba Pink, 
both very big sellers with ‘‘mod 
wine’’ overtones. 

Recently, much publicity has 
been given to the New York 
vinifera programs. In _ fact, 
they’ve been going on for more 
than 20 years, begun at Gold 
Seal under the direction of Dr. 
Konstantin Frank. 

Dr. Frank now has his own 
spread, Vinifera Wine Celiars, 
planted entirely in traditional 
vinifera grapes. His Chardonnay 
and Riesling are admirable 
wines, though production is rel- 
atively small. Gold Seal also 
produces Chardonnay. A little is 
bottled, but most is blended 
into the Chablis Nature and an 
engaging Charles Fournier Blanc 
de Blancs, unquestionably the 
finest Eastern sparkling wine. 

California and New York are 
symbolic of America’s love af- 
fair with wine—but 39 gther 
states now boast some vineyard 
activity. As in New York and 
California, we see in all a trend 
to finer grapes and finer wines. 
In his recent book, The Wines of 
America (Houghton Mifflin Co.), 
Leon Adams sums up the situa- 
tion by flatly stating that the 
United States ranks number one 
in the average quality of its 
wines.

How long can fresh chicken be kept 

after purchase? 

A whole chicken, giblets removed and stored separately, should 
be refrigerated immediately and used within two to three days. 
The giblets, properly wrapped, can be frozen against the future. 
In that case, we suggest freezing the liver separately to build 
up a sufficient quantity to make a meal. Pre-packaged chicken 
parts can be frozen successfully left in their original wrappings. 


Can chicken be frozen at home? 


Yes, fresh or cooked, whole or in parts. It is important, how- 
ever, to use suitable freezing materials, such as heavy-duty foil, 
freezer papers, plastic freezer bags and rigid containers with 
tight-fitting lids. In the case of bags, all air should be squeezed 
out before sealing, and in all cases, the package should be 
sealed well. It is equally important to label each package with 
date and kind of chicken or dish. Cooked chicken with gravy or 
sauce should be packed in containers. The storage time for 
home-frozen fresh chicken is four to six months; for cooked 
chicken, about two months—at zero temperature. 


How long can commercially frozen 
chicken be stored? 


| Wrapped and stored under the most favorable conditions, the 
| maximum storage time is 12 months. 


How should chicken be thawed? 


In the refrigerator with the wrappings loosened. Whole frozen 
chickens under four pounds take from 12 to 16 hours; chicken 
parts, four to nine hours.

In the event you do render your own fat, 
the National Broiler Council tells us it is rather perishable and 
recommends that you refrigerate it in a tightly covered con, 
tainer and use it within a week or freeze it. If frozen, the coun-!

Knowledge of the bidet spread 
in this country during World 
War I. American doughboys dis- 
covered its use by French pros- 
titutes. This early and limited 
knowledge made the bidet a 
subject of ridicule to soldiers 
and caused an adverse effect on 
its acceptance in America. 

One 1920 New York group 
of self-appointed guardians of 
public morals lobbied for a 
plumbing code that would pro- 
hibit installation of bidets in the 
city, since the group associated 
the fixture with prostitution. The 
group was successful and the 
Ritz-Carlton Hotel, which had 
daringly installed bidets a year 
or so earlier, was forced to re- 
move them, much to the cha- 
grin of the hotel's treasurer. 
Only in the last two dec- 
ades has the bidet begun to 
appear in more sophisticated 
American bathrooms. In_ this 
health-conscious country, only a 
few thousand bidets are sold 
annually, compared to almost 
two million bathtubs. 

Failure to accept the bidet 
also stems from the fact that 
many U.S. bathrooms are small, 
usually about five feet by eight 
feet; thus, there is little room 
for an extra fixture—there be- 
ing just enough space for the 
three standard items. However, 
there are larger baths, and

many—especially in most older 
houses—are quite a bit larger. 
Even where the bath is small, 
extra space can be gained from 
an adjoining room. A bidet is a 
relatively simple addition to an 
existing bath. Little extra plumb- 
ing is required, and often it is 
not necessary to change the 
location of tub, toilet and lava- 
tory. If you are adding a bath, a 
bidet can be put in as easily as 
a lavatory for about $150. 
The bidet’s real purpose is 
also obscured by our belief that 
a daily shower or bath consti- 
tutes adequate personal hy- 
giene. The fact that the bidet 
adds another health dimension 
is not yet appreciated. 

Yet, many physicians in the 
United States are becoming con- 
cerned with the importance of 
genito-urinary cleanliness and 
bidets are being recommended 
to patients of both sexes. 

It’s possible that House Beau- 
tiful readers are more aware of 
the bidet than other people. 
This magazine first introduced 
the bidet to its audience in 
August, 1952. The article was 
entitled ‘‘Why Not a Bidet?’’ and 
appeared with a photograph of 
a bathroom that included a bi- 
det in the home of California 
Designer Cliff May. It drew 
raised eyebrows at the time, but 
that was a minuscule response

compared to the barrage of 
mail the magazine received fol- 
lowing a second article in Au- 
gust, 1957. This was merely a 
half-page article but included a 
photograph of a young woman 
au naturel seated on a bidet. 
She was headless in the picture 
and, compared to present-day 
standards, most decorously 
photographed. The intent was 
simply to impress upon readers 
how easy it was to use the 
bidet. Some _ readers. either 
missed the point or gathered it 
in all too emphatically. The mag- 
azine published a third story on 
bidets in October, 1964. Sub- 
sequently, bidets have appeared 
in House Beautiful bath photo- 
graphs with no special comment. 
As tourist travel in Eu- 
rope continues, more Americans 
will shed their naiveté about 
how to use the bidet. But un- 
til people recognize the bidet 
as a remarkable aid to personal 
cleanliness and health, it will 
remain our most misunderstood 
bathroom fixture. When we ap- 
preciate its worth, the bidet 
will probably appear in new 
baths as regularly as a tub. @

By CAROLYN JOHNSTON © Land is variable. One brand of 
yard tractor is the same in Spokane as in Savannah, but not the 
soil beneath the tractor wheels. Earth is clay-rich in south 
Georgia, sandy in much of New Jersey and rocky in Connecticut. 
Each variation, even differences between abutting lots, bears 
directly on the cost of the land as well as the ultimate cost of 
the existing house or the one you plan to build. Land-related 
problems can wreck a house or bank account. Some examples: 
e Families buying homes in one Delaware subdivision thought 
they were getting a gently sloping hillside for a backyard. But 
the developer had cut the land too severely, and the first spring 
rains washed tons of dirt down the new slopes, leaving behind 
dangerous and unsightly gullies, which cost the home owners 
many thousands of dollars to repair. 

e Ninety percent of the soil in one suburban Pennsylvania county 
lies over an unusually high water table, the perfect setting for 
wet basements and lawns. And 25% is what’s known as slip-slide 
soil, the kind that causes cracked house foundations. 

e In southeastern Wisconsin, on-site sewage disposal systems 
will not work well enough on 50% of the land. 

The good news is that land problems can be avoided with a 
little foresight and by asking a lot of questions. Ask the builder, 
developer or landowner. You'll get some indication of the an- 
swers, even though these people would tend to minimize prob- 


lems, since they want to sell the property and/or the house on 
it. Better, check one or more of the following sources: the Soil 
Conservation Service office (SCS); the local Soil and Water Con- 
servation District office (sometimes called the Natural Resources 
District office); the county extension agent; state forestry offices; 
state university soil experts; local planning or zoning officials or 
state agencies dealing with the environment. Here’s what to ask: 
¢ Will the soil support the house? Or will there be serious settling 
or cracking of the foundation? In a house on poor soil, your prob- 
lems can range from raising the doorjamb every month to seeing 
your house slide downhill some rainy morning. 

® Will there be excavation problems because of shallow or stony 
soil? Blasting through stone to build a foundation wall can 
raise the cost of building exorbitantly. (Continued on page 12) 





WATERFRONT PROPERTY: 
KNOW YOUR RIGHTS 


By THOMAS M. SHEEHAN © Real property that is in 
contact with the water is bona fide riparian land. It entails 


.far more than a scenic view and higher taxes, for riparian 


ownership also carries rights and responsibilities. 

The key word is contact. It is the position of the land 
in relation to the water that determines who gets exactly 
what water rights. If, for instance, you own a home across 
the street from a vacant lot that borders on the water, 
you have, given nothing more, no riparian rights. And this 
includes view. Your property lacks contact. A written ease- 
ment granting you separate rights to the water would have 
to be obtained. While local law governs the nature and 
extent of riparian rights, there are some important gen- 
eralizations. (Continued on page 14)

Punchout is a furniture first. 
It packages the technology 
of cardboard jigsaw puzzles 
in slick shrink-wrap, then 
adds a supermarket take-it- 
with-you selling approach. 
These are some of the basics 
behind Punchout, Design 
Research's initial venture 
into manufacturing furniture. 
For its first product line, 
this innovative retailer has 
made innovative furniture. 
Punchout has a lot going 
for it. Price for one. Available 
in three flat 30- by 50-inch 
sets—lounge chair; child’s 
table and two chairs; two 
low end tables or ottomans— 
each set contains all the 
necessary pieces for 
completion, including plastic 
feet, and costs $24.95. It’s 
lightweight (15 pounds), 
colorful (integral colors are 
canary yellow, strawberry 
red and natural craft brown), 
portable (the jigsawlike 
pieces can be taken apart 
and reassembled) and great 





“‘temporary’’ furniture. But 
Punchout is durable. Made 
from Tri Wall, a three-layered 
corrugated fiberboard used 
to ship heavy machinery, it 
is reportedly water-resistant 
(outer sheets are treated 
with a silicon-based coating). 

Punchout is fun, too. 
Look at four-year-old Blake 
Hodgetts (left), son of one 
of Punchout’s designers, 
Craig Hodgetts, having an 
educational adventure 
putting his child-size chair 
together (no glue or 
hardware necessary). Next 
step—paint it, paper it, 
stencil or even convert it 
to a playworld structure. 

Punchout is the brainchild 
of a group of architects and 
designers who are involved 
with experimentation. It 
began in the spring of 1972 
when Craig Hodgetts and 
Lamar Henderson, a design 
student of his at California 
Institute of the Arts, and 
Peter de Bretteville were ex- 
ploring uses of Tri Wall. 
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Meanwhile, Graphic Designer 
Keith Godard worked on 
graphic presentation in New 
York. The furniture that 
emerged was chosen for an 
exhibition and book, Design 
USA, a collaboration with 
Broadway Stores and 
Pasadena Art Museum. The 
group, which calls itself 
Works, looked to one of its 
New York members, Ar- 
chitect Robert Mangurion, 
to refine the design and 
solve the production 
problems. By the end of 72, 
it had been presented 

to D/R, which decided to 
collaborate with Works in the 
manufacturing process and 
retail distribution.

These are all questions that require answers satisfe 
tory to you before you sign a binding contract. 
You can see for yourself or seek out some informati¢ 
on your own. For example, if you are considering a house @ 
ready built on the lot, note its elevation in relation to the stree 
The house should be around 18 inches above street levé 
Houses built below street grade need a very carefully designe. 
drainage system to prevent drainage problems. 

Lawns should ordinarily slope away from the house found 
tion on all sides; a rule of thumb is a 12 to 15-inch drop wit!

Be leery of excessive grading; it can change natural drainag 
patterns and cause ground water to seep to the surface.

If your land borders a navigable stream or body of wate 
whether fresh or salt, riparian ownership gives you access fro 
your land to the navigable channel. While this doesn’t car 
much weight for those who simply swim or wade, boat owne 
know it to be a valuable property right. You may also build 0 
onto a body of water. Although state and local laws usual 
have something to say about water structures, riparian owne 
ship generally allows you to construct a pier or boathouse § 
long as it does not interfere with the public right to navigat 
over the water. Ordinarily, a riparian owner may not wharf o 
beyond the line of navigability; nor may he interfere with th 
rights of other riparian owners. 

Ocean beach property is closely associated with riparia 
rights. Historically, beach-front land in the United States hay 
been subject to private ownership. Persons using a priva 
beach for business or pleasure must ask the owner for pet 
mission. But this tells only half the story, for it is also tru 
that riparian rights extend only to the high-water mark and no 
to the whole beach. Conclusion? Riparian property is restricte 
to the foot-frontage at high tide. Technically, land exposed b 
low tide is not private beach under the general rule. As publi 
concern over the ecology of our coastline increases and th 
availability of public beaches dwindles, you can expect pressu 
from state and federal governmental bodies and consume) 
groups on the exclusivity of private beach rights. 
What about lakes and streams? Lake frontage ona 
inland lake not proclaimed navigable by the United State 
(Congress determines whether a body of water is navigable 
allows each proprietor around that body of water to use th 
surface of the whole lake in a reasonable manner.

Drinks for summer sipping 


—Trader Vic's guide to some cool favorites, old and e 


By VICTOR J. BERGERON 2A 
summer drink can be almost 
anything, tall or short, big or 
small, thick or thin. So being 
asked to write a story on sum- 
mer drinks is like being asked 
to write about a piece of string 
—how long is a piece of string? 

The ultimate answer for a 
big party is punch. That way 
you can go to the party yourself 
instead of tending bar all night. 
In the December issue of House 
Beautiful, | discussed my for- 
mula for multiplying drink in- 
gredients into punch size. When 
it comes to making summer 
punches, | would say that the 
two most important rules are: 
Don’t multiply the amount of 
fruit juices quite as much as 
you do the other ingredients 
and do remember that you will 
need a lot of ice to dilute it or it 
will be too strong. 

If you start off with a fun 
thing, everyone is going to have 
fun... so let’s talk first about 
some unusual ideas—but easy 
ones—for serving punches. 

| remember years ago going 
to a party in Honolulu where 
the host used a big wash tub 
for a punch bowl. He tied a 
couple of pieces of rope around 
it and stuck fresh ferns and ti 
leaves between the tub and the 
rope so the greenery stood up— 
and it was the _ best-looking 
punch bowl I'd ever seen. You 
can do it at home with any big 
clean tub or pot. Ti leaves flown 
in from Hawaii can be had from 
almost any florist and there are 
all sorts of ferns you can use. 

Another good idea is to make 
a punchbowl out of a hollowed- 
out watermelon. Or use an old 
wine barrel (thoroughly washed, 
of course). Don’t use a whiskey 
barrel, because these have gen- 
erally been charred, but if you 
can get your hands on a wine 
barrel, it has a super look. Or 
just take any five-gallon tin and 
adapt it. You can decorate it 
with the greenery or you can 
paint it with little scenes or 
funny sayings in tempera paint. 

And if you're trying out such 
ideas for the punchbowl, then 
have fun with the punch cups, 
too. At that same party in Hono- 
lulu, the host handed each guest 
a cup made out of a coconut 
as he came through the door— 
and we used the same cup 
through the evening.

A towering old shade tree is one 


‘of nature’s greatest gifts. Keep- 


ing that tree in good health re- 
quires certain knowledge and 
skills. Based on current cor- 
respondence with our readers, 
we asked T. A. Baer, vice-presi- 
dent of the Davey Tree Expert 
Co., to answer the questions 
most frequently asked. 
@. What is the most impor- 
tant service to do for a tree? 
A. Most experts agree that tree 
feeding does the most for a 
tree, followed by pruning and 
spraying as required. If trees 
are to grow and thrive, they 
must eat, drink and breathe. 
Nitrogen, phosphorus, potas- 
sium and some of the so-called 
trace elements commonly found 
in the soil are especially es- 
sential. These vital food ele- 
ments can be replenished most 
effectively by perforation (drill 
hole method) or by injecting the 
fertilizer in solution into the 
ground so supplemental nutri- 
ents are within the root zone. 
For optimum growth, — six 
pounds of nitrogen should be 
applied for 1,000 square feet 
of root area. If the tree food is 
placed in holes, the remaining 
portion of the hole should be 
filled with peat moss or some 
other organic matter. The holes 
help provide aeration for the 
root system in heavy clay soils 
and aid the water-holding capac- 
ity of sandy soils. 
@. Trees live in the forests 
without having any work done 
to them. Why prune a tree? 
A. Primarily, trees are pruned 
for health, appearance or safety 
reasons. If dead branches and 
stubs are not pruned out, decay 
can spread into the sound wood 
and cause large branches and 
even the trunk to become hol- 
low, weak and dangerous. 
The removal of broken and 
dead limbs will improve the ap- 
pearance of your trees, elimi- 
nate breeding sites for insects 
and diseases and help prevent 
premature loss—and also will 
reduce the risk in injury to peo- 
ple and property. Few of these 
situations are as apparent or 
important to trees in the forests. 
@. What causes a yellowing 
of leaves, particularly in oaks? 
A. If the yellowing occurs in 
mid-summer and under normal 
weather conditions, it is prob- 
ably a chlorotic situation caused 
by a deficiency of available iron 
in the soil. This condition is ag- 
gravated by a hignh-acid soil, 
which often may be corrected 
with soil applications of iron 
sequestrene and/or of sulfur.

@. What causes a sudden 
blackening of the twigs and 
leaves so that they appear as 
if scorched by fire? We saw 
it particularly on fruit trees. 
A. As the name indicates, it 
probably is fire blight, a bac- 
terial disease common on trees 
such as apple, flowering crab, 
pear and ash. The dead and 
infected branches should be 
pruned out, and care taken to 
sterilize the tools to avoid 
spreading the disease. For con- 
trol, streptomycin can be ap- 
plied in the spring. 

@. When is the proper time of 
the year to spray trees for in- 
sect and disease control? 

A. Timing is important for all 
spray operations. Insects are 
destructive to trees only during 
certain stages of their life 
cycles. Some fungi cause in- 
fection in spring, others in late 
summer. Therefore, the exact 
type of spray and the proper 
timing of application depends 
upon the problem involved. The 
first step is to identify the prob- 
lem and then check with a pro- 
fessional arborist or reputable 
garden store for specific advice. 
@. Generally, what can be 
done to control borers? 

A. Borers usually attack un- 
healthy trees. The important 
thing is to keep trees in a 
healthy condition. If an attack 
is discovered early, borers can 
sometimes be excavated with a 
thin wire probe. To stop subse- 
quent attacks, lindane sprays 
should be applied. 

@. Is Spanish moss such as 
is found on oak trees in the 
South considered harmful? 
A. It's picturesque, but de- 
structive. Spanish moss is an 
air plant and not a parasite that 
drains the host plant of nourish- 
ment. Trees on which it is found 
are merely convenient and fa- 
vorable sites for growth. Where 
heavy, the tree foliage may be 
crowded or shaded out and that 
impairs the general health of 
the tree. The weight of the moss 
when wet is frequently great 
enough to break branches or 
even wires. Also, the wind- 
catching sail effect of the hang- 
ing growth resists the force 
of powerful storm winds and 
strains and breaks branches. 
«. What can be done to have 
healthy trees in wet, clay soil? 
A. Some trees, such as cy- 
press, red maple, pin oak and 
sweet gum, can tolerate this 
situation better than most. An- 
other suggestion is that when 
you plant, to dig an oversize hole 
for depth and diameter, posi- 
tion the tree in the middle and 
fill sides and bottom with top-

Basic Bread Sculpture Recipe 


(Makes one bread basket or four 


flowers or four napkin rings and 
two birds) 


24% cups warm water (105- 
115°) 

2 packages Fleischmann’s 
Active Dry Yeast 

1 tablespoon sugar 

1 tablespoon salt 

2 tablespoons margarine, 
softened 

71% cups unsifted flour 


Preheat oven to 400°. Measure 
warm water into large, warm 
bowl. Sprinkle in yeast; stir un- 
til dissolved. Add sugar, salt, 
margarine and 3 cups flour; 
beat until smooth. Add addi- 
tional flour to make a. stiff 
dough.

The over-all concept of the house is 
clearly seen in the plan (left). In 

essence, the house might be likened to 

a series of linked pavilions, with 
another additional pavilion standing 
separate from the main house. That 
structure, seen on the preceding 

page, is down by the tennis courts and 
the swimming pool and has its own 
small kitchen and bar as well as 

a place for changing clothes. Although 
all the pavilions have the same basic 
form and roof shape, their functions 

are quite different, and Architect

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HOW TO TURN 
A PLAIN JANE 
LAMP INTO 

A DECORATIVE 
ACCESSORY 
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If you've ever spent more time than you wished search- 
ing for just the right lampshade, then turn on a light 
fantastic by designing your own—either renewing an 
old ene or personalizing a standard replacement 
shade. To start you off with a few ideas, we asked six 
designers to take typical shades in various shapes and 
sizes and give them shining new faces. Their tech- 
niques are simple; their approaches include a number 
of materials—paint, paper, fabric, ribbon, decals. Take 
off with the ideas and create your own shades. Use a 
fabric that matches another in your room; paint to 


accent or develop the colors you have. Remember the 
scale and proportion as well as the use. (A light needed 
tor reading, for instance, should be decorated so the 
ght is not dimmed.) These shades, all by Verplex, are 
st some of the many shapes and sizes available. 
This fluted shade by Edward Zajac of Zajac & Cal- 
han has a découpaged look, achieved by an adroit 
use of paint and decals. First, he painted the shade 
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with acrylic paint, alternating the flutes in dark and 
medium green. He then applied self-stick decals of 
birds, flowers and fruits (available at hardware or 
variety stores). Next, he painted the entire shade with 
clear acrylic paint that dries in seconds. Then he 
punched holes around the top and threaded a colorful 
strand of yarn through them. 2. Richard Ohrbach 
created a bright translucent contemporary shade out 
of a basic hexagon shade. In each section, he cut out 
the central area of the original shade, leaving a one- 
inch border on each side. He then glued on clear ace- 
tate sheets, cut to size, using rubber cement (you can 
use any clear-drying glue) and applying them to the 
outside of the shade. Next, he cut strips of Bourges 
paper (a self-stick, translucent paper available at art 
supply stores) and applied them diagonally to the 
acetate. He then outlined each section with black 
masking tape, folding it over the frame to the inside 
at top and bottom. This defines the design and hides 
any rough edges. 3. Michael de Santis covered a ta- 
pered shade in fabric and trimmed it with a shirred 
ruffle (machine-hemmed and gathered) and tiny vel- 
vet ribbons. First, make a pattern out of paper, in- 
cluding an inch or so to tuck over the shade at top 
and bottom. Cut fabric to the pattern. Then make ruf- 
fle and sew into position on the piece of fabric, re- 
membering to leave the edge to fold over the frame 
at bottom and top. Now glue your ruffled fabric to 
the shade, using a spray glue such as Spra-Ment. A 
strip of white masking tape on the inside will hold the 
raw edges in place. 4. Using the same technique, 
Jay Crawford covered a drum shade with a floral 
fabric. He then outlined the top and bottom with black 
ribbon attached with double-faced tape. The fabric 
here and in No. 3 are both by Quadrille. 5. Ronald 
Bricke dressed up a sharply tapered shade with paper 
scallops—an idea that can be adapted to metal, 
plastic, paper or fabric shades. If the shade itself is in 
one of the colors you wish, you need not cover it. 
Otherwise, cover it with whatever you wish to be the 
background. Next, cut out paper patterns for your 
scallops. For this type of shade, cut a circle with a 
diameter equal to twice the diameter of the bottom 
of your shade. Now cut your paper circle in half and 
discard one semi-circle. Cut a scalloped strip from the 
rounded edge of the other semi-circle. Working in- 
ward, cut a second and then a third scalloped strip. 
Fit paper scallops to the shade to check length and 
position. Here, the top and bottom scallops extend 
about half an inch beyond the edge of the shade. 
When your pattern pieces give the design you like, 
trace on a sheet of colored paper. Cut each strip and 
attach to the shade with double-faced tape. 6. Rib- 
bons make their mark on this tapered shade deco- 
rated by Rita Mino. She applied ribbons vertically with 
double-faced tape and then added bows. To finish the 
shade and conceal any raw edges, she then glued on 
a ribbon at top and bottom, turning ends inside.

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By ELVIN McDONALD [j Economically and Z 
esthetically, we need trees. But what we have 2 
recognized only recently is that trees are mighty > 
absorbers of noise and air pollution. They can 

be, that is, if they are able to withstand the bad = 
atmosphere while it gets better. We expect a goodg 
shade tree to be hardy in the climate where it = 

is planted, strong-branched, deep-rooted and = 
beautiful in leaf. Then add to these four attributes 

an ability to thrive in air pollution and you have 

the super shade tree. On this and the following 

two pages, we suggest six such trees. Study 
these six, then refer to the tree questions and 
answers on page 32. Planting the right tree is 
worth a lot of digging for facts before you get 
out your spade. Reniember, you are planting 
for at least a hundred years of green survival. 
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\ Ginkgo is hardy to 20° below zero (USDA Zone 5). 
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GINKGO OR MAIDENHAIR jis an ancient 
deciduous tree from China. The species G. biloba 
is picturesque and wide-spreading, reaching up 

to 60 feet or more. It grows moderately fast and 
has a useful life of at least 100 years. The 
fan-shaped leaves turn a glorious yellow in autumn, 
especially in the selected male strain called 
Autumn Gold. In a narrow space, plant either the 
Lakeview or Sentry, also selected male strains. 
Ginkgo grows well in a variety of soils, but 

not in sand. It is also highly resistant to all insects, 
diseases and city conditions. The Shade Tree 
Conference rates it 100% in the East, New England, 
the South, the Central states, the Midwest 

and northern California; 80% in Oregon and 
Washington; 60% in southern California.

GREEN ASH is Fraxinus pennsylvanica 
variety lanceolata (referring to the 

narrow leaflets). The selection known as 
Marshall’s Seedless is highly desirable, a 
fast-growing tree that forms a compact 
oval silhouette. The strong branches 
tolerate severe wind and cold exposure on 
northern lakefronts and in Great Plains 
shelterbelt plantings. It survives winter 
temperatures to —50° (USDA Zone 2). 

By the recommendations of several 

recent studies, the green ash grows well 
almost anywhere, including Zones 2 through 
8, plus western Washington and Oregon, 
northern and southern California and 

desert areas of California and Arizona. It 
grows in relatively dry sites, even in alkaline 
soil. However, in Texas, Oklahoma and 
Kansas the green ash grows best in deep, 
moist soil. The leaves are golden in autumn. 
Green ash thrives in the city, but it is 

not small—be sure that you have the space 
before you plant this handsome tree. 
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BRADFORD ORNAMENTAL PEAR (Pyrus 
calleryana cultivar) is a moderate- to 
fast-growing pyramidal-shaped tree. It has 
showy white flowers in the spring, shiny 
green leaves through summer and these turn 
brilliant red in autumn. There are few or 

no fruits, and when they do develop, they 
are small and not objectionable. The 
Bradford has a USDA hardiness rating of 
Zone 5 (to — 20°) and is generally 
recommended in Zones 5, 6, 7 and 8, plus the 
South, Oregon and Washington, northern 
and southern California and high and low 
desert areas of California and Arizona. This 
medium-sized tree not only lives in city 
conditions, it thrives in a range of soils 
and shows an amazing tolerance for both 
dampness and dryness. In areas where 
winter temperatures don’t drop below zero, 
plant the Bradford during the first two 
weeks of November. Elsewhere, plant the 
Bradford in spring as soon as the soil is 
workable, but before there’s new growth. 





WILLOW OAK (Quercus phellos) is a 
moderate- to fast-growing tree with a round 
or conical head and graceful, slender 
branches. These are also tough enough to 
survive wind and ice storms. The leaves are | 
two to five inches long, narrow and 
willow-like, hence the common name. It is 
generally rated USDA Zone 6 (to — 10°) 
but is more recently being rated also for 
Zone 5 (to —20°). Willow oak is excellent 
for planting in windbreaks and screens 

and for the coast from New York to Florida 
and Texas. Autumn color is light yellow. 

It is a truly beautiful shade tree, even while 
young, and has proven itself a good city 
dweller, even on the island of Manhattan, 
where it is being used increasingly for 
street-side plantings. Willow oak grows in a 
variety of soils and can be expected to have 
a useful life of 75 to 100 years—if not more. 
One of the reasons it survives difficulties 

is a deep taproot system—and that's also 
why it is not the easiest tree to transplant. 





SWEET GUM (Liquidambar styraciflua), 
though native to the southeastern states, 


grows readily from the Gulf to southern 
Connecticut, east of the Appalachians, but 
also fairly generally from USDA Zone 5 (to 
—20°) through 8, plus all of the South, 
Oregon and Washington and northern and 
southern California. Although it grows best 
in moist, well-drained soil, the sweet gum 
also thrives in poorly drained, swampy or 
boggy soils, and in dry regions it can 

be grown by watering during periods of 
drought. Depending on where it is planted, 
it varies from moderate- to fast-growing. 
It is a pyramidal tree, sometimes reaching 
to 120 feet, with furrowed bark and 
reddish-brown branchlets, frequently corky. 
The shiny, dark green leaves have a 
starlike appearance and in the autumn turn 
glowing scarlet to dark crimson. It’s a 
valuable lawn shade tree because the roots 
will not hamper grass, but the prickly 

seed balls must be raked up once a year. 
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AMERICAN HOLLY (//ex opaca) is one of 
the most important native broadleaf 
evergreens. Discovered in the eastern states, 
it has grown to more than 60 feet tall and 
endured in some areas for two centuries. 
Although the species tends to loose, open 
growth, if it is pruned, it will be an elegant 
pyramidal tree. American holly is generally 
planted from USDA Zone 6 (—10°) all the 
way south through Zone 10 and has recently 
been recommended also for Zone 5 
(to — 20°). American holly thrives in moist, 
well-drained soil but endures shade and 
root competition. The berries grow on trees 
that bear female flowers; for cross polli- 
nation, plan to include at least one male in 
your plantings. American holly is difficult 
to transplant from the wild because of its 
wide-spreading roots. Anyway, you will do 
better to plant one of the improved, 
nursery-grown cultivars—for example, the 
Bountiful, Croonenberg, East Palatka, 
Old Heavy Berry, Taber #3 or Cardinal.

of Society Hill come to 
life again, this 
modern complex 
becomes

of Society Hill lures more and more 
Philadelphians away from the suburbs 
and back to center city, the area is 
seeing a growth in new housing as 
well as a pattern of restoration. Such 
new luxury housing is Penn’s Landing 
Square, a full city block of apartment 
structures and 18 private townhouses 
with individual garden spaces (left). 
Designed by Architect Louis Sauer, the 
complex is built of brick like many 
18th- and 19th-century Society Hill 
houses. But there all resemblance ends. 
“lam against trying to sentimentally 
mimic the architecture of the past. 

We must reflect the evolution of life 
styles,’ says Saver, who designed 
these houses so each could be tailored 
to fit the needs of its owner. This inte- 
rior was created by Designer Malcolm 
Eisenberg, who then headed Design 
Three. Departing from the strictly 
contemporary lines of the house, he 
mixed traditional and modern furniture 
with African art, Oriental rugs and a 
new harpsichord. Saver oriented the 
double-story living room (right) as well 
as the dining balcony (below) to the 
Delaware River.

A DYNAMIC NEW Ale 
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Designer Malcolm Eisenberg believes a 
house should have a variety of places for 
family use and for entertaining. In this 
three-story vertical structure, one can 
dine—depending on the weather and mood 
of the moment-—either at the expansive 
marble table on its carpeted pedestal in 
the dining room or outdoors on the terrace 
(see previous page), in front of the sunny 
window in the kitchen (fop right) or 

even around the big square table in the 


garden room (above). “In fact, | think 

it is fun to move from one room to another 
for cocktails, dinner and after-dinner 
drinks, so I’ve planned the house with this 
in mind,” says the Philadelphia designer, 
now associated with J.L. Wolgin Associates 
helping to develop new condominiums on 
Rittenhouse Square. Because Eisenberg 
feels that changing visual impressions help 
make a house seem more interesting as 
one moves through it, he has given each 
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space a different character. The garden 
room, for example, is a very dramatic anc 
glamorous space with patterned foil 
wallpaper and the dazzle of a tall mirrorec 
screen, the kitchen a fresh and lively 
gathering spot with butcher block counters 
and red-and-blue plaid carpeting. Both 
the master bedroom (center right) and the ' 
third-level guestroom (lower right) are 
monochromatic in coloring, although 
dissimilar in feeling. The master bedroor 





is a quiet retreat with a beige-on-beige 
color scheme and furniture designed 

by Robert Wright. The guestroom is a 
lighthearted, comfortable space that uses 
one all-over print for wallpaper and 
upholstery and then for the lacquered, 
wallpaper-covered floor. The one common 
link shared by several spaces is the 

lush bottle green of the carpet that picks up 
the green velvet in the living room Directoire 
\chairs and then carries it up the stairs.

Onions Monégasque 


36 small white onions, peeled 
Tf cup olive oil 
2 tablespoons sugar 
14 cup sherry or Madeira 
4 cup wine vinegar 
3 cloves garlic, crushed 
and peeled 
1 teaspoon thyme 
2 tablespoons chopped parsley 
1 teaspoon basil 
34 cup seedless raisins 


Combine all the ingredients ex- 
cept the raisins in a_ large, 
heavy skillet and cook over very 
low heat until the onions are 
tender but still crisp. Then stir 
in the raisins and allow the mix- 
ture to cook down for another 
15 minutes. Chill. Serves six to 
eight generously. 


Tomato Salad

This calls for garden-ripe but 
still firm tomatoes. To peel, 
drop the tomatoes in boiling wa- 
ter for a few seconds.

Arrange on a 
serving platter, coat with vin- 
aigrette sauce (see Green Beans 
Vinaigrette) and cover with 
fresh, finely chopped basil, if 
available, or dehydrated basil, 
chopped parsley and, if you 
like, some finely chopped green 
onions (scallions).

garlic, onion and Cognac. Com- 
bine with the veal (or turkey), 
the pork and all the seasonings, 
mixing thoroughly.

Add 14 
more of the meat mixture, more 
tongue and pork and finally a 
layer of meat mixture. Finish 
the loaf with slices of bacon. 

Bake in a preheated 325° 
oven for 134 to 214 hours. Let 
cool. Serve in medium slices. 


Summer Pudding 


1 pound, or slightly more, ripe 
raspberries (about three 
boxes) 

1 to 114 cups red currants, 
if available* 

14 cup sugar (about) 

Thinly sliced firm white 
bread, crusts cut off 


Mix the fruits. Add sugar to 
taste. Half a cup would be the 
maximum but taste first. 

Place the fruit with the sugar 
in a heavy saucepan over low 
heat (do not add water) just 
long enough to allow it to heat 
through, to blend with the sugar 
and to throw off juices. Cool. 

Line a round-bottom  one- 
quart mixing bowl (Beard uses 
stainless steel or glass) com- 
pletely with the bread, slices 
overlapping so there is no 
chance of leakage. Set aside 
about a cup of the fruit juices 
and pour the remainder of the 
fruit mixture into the bread- 
lined bowl. Take care not to dis- 
turb the bread. Cover with more 
slices of bread. Take a plate 
that will fit inside the bowl and 
place it on top. Weight it down 
with something that weighs two 
to three pounds (a large can of 
food, for example). Refrigerate 
for at least 24 hours. 

To serve, unmold on a serv- 
ing plate. If all the bread is not 
a luscious rich red, use the re- 
served juice to color it. Garnish 
with fresh raspberries if you 
have any. Serve with or without 
whipped cream to six or more. 
*Or blackberries, boysenberries 
or loganberries.

Grated rind of two lemons

thoroughly in the refrigerator.

Oil for frying 

1 cup flour (about) 

3 pounds fresh halibut,

14 cup dry white wine 

1/4, cup olive or vegetable oil

Make the sauce first: Combine 
all ingredients in a small sauce- 
pan, cover and bring to a boil, 
then reduce heat and simmer 
for 20 minutes. 

While this is going on, pour 
frying oil into a heavy skillet to 
a depth of about half an inch. 
Bring to ‘‘almost hazy heat,” 
Mrs. Cutler says (380° to 400° 
on a candy thermometer). Flour 
the pieces of fish, shaking off 
any excess, and fry quickly, 
browning first one side, then the 
other. Lift to a deep dish large 
enough to hold both the fish and 
the hot sauce. Sprinkle the fish 
with salt and pepper as you take 
it out. Once all the fish is fried, 
pour the boiling sauce over all. 
Cover; let cool at room temper- 
ature, then refrigerate at least 
24 hours. (Note: The cooked 
marinated fish will keep at 
least a week refrigerated.)

Fish House Punch

1 quart fresh lemon juice 

2 quarts Jamaica rum 

1 quart brandy 

4 ounces peach brandy 


In a large punch bowl, dissolve 
sugar in the water. Add remain- 
ing ingredients and a 10-pound 
block of ice. Let stand for two 
hours before serving, stirring 
occasionally. Serves 20 to 30. 
Another old-fashioned drink that 
deserves to be new again is 
the swizzle. Swizzles were in- 
troduced to America about 25 
years ago, made with swizzle 
sticks we got from the Carib- 
bean. These little sticks, about 
a foot long, had little branches 
sticking out on the end and you 
stuck them down in the glasses 
and swizzled around and up and 
down to mix the drinks. You 
can’t get them anymore, but 
a long spoon can be used.
